With reference to Government order No. 450TR, dated 24th 
September 1891, I have the honour to submit tho annual report for the survoy 
and settlement year 1st October 1890 to 30th September 1891, The Deputy 
Jaip.iguri Weitern D«ar.. Surveyor-Goncra!’* annual reports have boon received 

hurdwan itaj Khaa Mehala. for the estates noted in tho margin only. All of 

chttagonK and s«raii. the Settlement Officers’ reports wore not roceivod 

till the 8th February 1892, when tho Dubalhnti report reached my office;. 
Mr. Reily has not sent an annual report for Orissa, but only a half-yearly 
report for the six months ending 30th September. Go explains that as 
he only joined his appointment in February last, his half-yearly roport, dated 
28th November 1891, contains a history of the whole year’s work. The tabular 
statements annexed to it do not, however, show the area surveyed and cost, up 
to, and during, the survey-settlement year, but only the total area surveyed 
and expenditure incurred up to^the end of March, ana during tho half-year from 
the end of "March to the end of September 1891. Some other officors also 
failed to submit the annual reports called for, and have merely furnishod brief 
accounts of the progress made up to, and during, tho half-year ending 30th Sep¬ 
tember 1891. Tho Deputy Sujvoyor-Gener&l's reports for Jalpaiguri, tho 
Burdwan Raj khas mohals, Chittagong and Scrail were roceivod on the 11th, 
13th, and 30th January, respectively, and his roport for Orissa has not boon 
received up to date. But Colonel Sandeman, recently, during my tour in Orissa, 
|![bvo me a brief statement of the work done. 

2. In this report Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts under 
settlement of land rovenuo are first dealt with, then Ward'S’ estates, and 
afterwards permanently-settled estates. As regards Government estates and 
temporarily-settled tracts, the larger settlements of Orissa, Chittagong, and 
Jalpaiguri are put in the forefront of tho report; other Government cstatos and 
Backergunge. i Du**. temporarily-settled tracts follow in tho order given 

Tipper*. ’ Miitupore. in the margin; .wards’ and private estates are 

Noakbah 1 N»dia. grouped in the Commissioners’ Divisions to which 

they belong, and in tho order followod in the Government's and*tho Board’s 
Annual Administration Reports. As this is the first report of jts kind called 
for, much difficulty has been experienced in getting tho facts and figures from 
local officers. The report has had to be very hurriedly written, and errors and 
mistakeS'Will probably be detected in the figures furnished ; but it is hoped that 
in future years, timely notice having been given of what is required, these 
difficulties will disappear, and that the report will be submitted on the due 
date. Potty settlements carried on under the Regulations, and surveys and 
settlements of some small estates ordered by Commissioners and Collectors under 
section 103 of the Tenancy Act, are not included in this roport. 
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GOVERNMENT ESTATES AND TEMPORARILY-8ETTLED TRACTS. 

Orihha Division. 

Oriaia. 

3. Mr. Reily in his letter of the 28th November 1891 submitted a report 
of the progress rnude in survey and settlement for the half-year ending 30th 
September 1891. As ho joined his appointment on the 16th of February, he has, 
he explains, dealt in his half-yoarly report with the entire work from the date 
he took over charge, and has not, therefore, submitted a separate annual report. 
The survey report for Orissa has not been received from the Survey Depart¬ 
ment. The total area surveyed cadastrally up to the 30th of September 1891 
was 1,048 square miles. Of this361 square miles were surveyed before the 30th 
September 1890 and 687 square miles during the survey and settlement year 
under report. The total expenditure on survey to the end of the year was, 
according to the settlement officer, Kb. 2,19,031. 

4. Settlement. —Mr. Reily joined his appointment as Settlement Officer 
on the 16th February 1891, and remained in ctiurge during the year. 

5. The circle head-quarters of each of the Assistant Settlement Officers, 
tho names of the officers who were in charge, and the number of days each 
officor was absent from his head-quurters, are reported by the Settlement 
Officer to bo as follows:—

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8. Demarcation. —The Settlement Officer has opt reported the area demar¬ 
cated during the year. He says that he wat able to get 852 square miles 
demarcated and ready by the date of his report, and expected to have a 
further area of 858 square miles ready by the 31st of December 1891. The 
Survey Department will in future undertake any demarcation that is required. 

9. Attestation, Fixation of Rente, Sfc. —The number of tenants whose status 
had been determined up to the close of the year iB 29,190, the number of plots 
attested being 138,042, and the area attested in acres 83,752.. The average 
number of plots attested daily in Rahang is reported to be 139 : in Lembai 
and Kotrang 480 ; in Karmala 530; in Tangi 317; and in Jagatsingpur 463; 
but it is not possible to ascertain from the Settlement Officers report the average 
daily number attested by each Assistant Settlement Officer. The work of 
attestation was, it is Baid, delayed by errors and inaocuracies of the khasras 
prepared by the Survey Department. Under the survey rules parchas or 
jamabandi slips should have been given to the raiyats at the time of survey, 
as they were given in Muzaffarpur, Srinagar, and elsewhere, but the rule on this 
point seems to have been overlooked by Mr. Patterson in Orissa. 

10. Jamabandi slips are now being distributed among the tenants. The 
work of attestation will, it iB hopod, thereby be expedited. The average stan¬ 
dard number of plots expected to bo attested daily by each Assistant Settlement 
Officor in Ohittagang is 600. The complication of tenures and the difficulties 
in attestation are far greater in Chittagong than thoy are in Orissa; and if the 
khasras are prepared with care, there is no reason why a much larger number 
should not be attested By each officer in Orissa than has hitherto been reached. 

11. Fixation of Bent. —No rents were settled during the year. The 
Settlement Officer reports that the existing rents have been recorded for 
29,190 tenants holding an area of 83,752 acres. The rental given for these 
tenants according to “ previous jamabandi ” is Rs. 59,284, or on an average 
between 11 and 12 annas an acre. These figures aro manifestly incorrect, the 
uverage rate of the existing rent in Orissa being known to bo two to three 
rupees an acre or more. 

12. Assessment of Land Revenue. —No assessment of land revenue has yet 
been made. 

13. Patwdris. —There aro, the Settlement Officer reports, 4G4 patwdris 
in Orissa, distributed as follows:—

14. Mr. Roily reports that even though the services of patwdris are got 
free, the cost of the area surveyed by them is almost double that surveyed by 
the fully paid agency of amfns. This is due to the fact that the same number 
of chainmon is required in either esse, whether the services of a patwari or those 
of a professional amfn are utilised, and while the patwdri surveys from 3 to 4 
acres a day, a professional amfn will survey from 10 to 16 acres; hence the 
cost of the chsinmdn is more than doublod when patwdris’ services are 
utilised in the survey. The Settlement Officer proposes, therefore, to dispense 
with tho patwdris’ services in survey, and to utilise more competent local men 
who have been trained to survey, and can turn out a larger area. W^en the 
survey and settlement is completed, he would dismiss the present staff of pat¬ 
wdris, and substitute for them selected Ooriya amfns, who may have done well 
during the course of the survey operations. The objection to Hie adaption of 
this course would be, that the new men so appointed would be strangers in their 
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several circles, and probacy would not be acceptable to the raiyats and 
zamindars. 

15. Kfaungoes .—There are 25 kdnungoes in Cattaok, 12 in Puri, and 
12 in Balasore. The krfnungoes in Puri were made over to the Settlement 
Officer in May last, and have since been employed in survey and settlement 
work. In Cuttack the kdnungoes had not been made over to the Settlement 
Officer at the date of his report, but have since then been placed under him. 
In Balasore as there was no survey work in progress during the year, the' 
services of the kdnungoes were not required by the Settlement Officer. 

16. J Boundary disputes ,—The total num ber of boundary disputes which arose 

Cuttack ... ... isi in Cuttack and.Puri was 1,039. Of these, 729 

Pun ••• — were settled during tbe year, and 310 remained 

i.o 89 at end of the year. In addition to the 1,039 boun- 
— dary disputes filed at the time of cadastral survey, 
717 disputes wore reported by tho Demarcation Inspector. 

17. 1 visited Urissa twice during the year under report, and spent 12 
days there on each occasion. On the first occasion, in communication with 
Mr. Reily, 1 drew up a detailed programme of work and estimates, and arranged 
for tho employment of patwdris and kdnungoes, and the utilization of the 
services of chaukidars as cnaiiinion. Tho work of attestation and settlement had 
not then begun. At the time of my second visit during the rains, attestation 
work and the preparation of Boil-class maps were not in progress. I was 
therefore unable at that time to pronounoo an opinion as to the merits of tho 
work being done, but 1 have again recently visited Orissa and recorded my 
opinion on the character and progress of the work in noteR which have lately 
been submitted to the Board. 

18. Cost. —The total expenditure on settlement during tho year was 
Rs. 45,598. The expenditure on survey during tho survey and settlement year, 
1st October 1890 to 30th September 1891, bos not been reported. 

Anr/ul. 

19. The Tahfdldar of Angul, Babu Narayan Chandra Naik, has not submitted 
an annual report showing what remained to bo done at tho end of September 
1890, and wluit was done during the year. His final report was receivod sinco 
the closo of the year, dnd has been submitted to tho Board. Tho assess¬ 
ment of the entire estate was made before the beginning of the year under report, 
and jamabandis were published; but Government having ordered in August 
1890 that lands brought into cultivation within tho period of last settlement 
should be assessed at half tho full rateH for tho first livo years, at throe-quarter 
rates for the next five years, and then at the full rates for a further period of 
fivtf years, tho khatians had to be revised and explained again to the raiyats. 
This work was done during tho-year under report. Khatians were corrected 
in accordance with the orders pf Government, and raiyats’ signatures were taken 
upon them. Sub-Deputy-Collector Babu L'liuku Lai Sircar and the Tahsildar, 
Babu Narayan Chandra Naik, were each in independent charge of five parga- 
nas. Babu Chaku Lai Sircar completed his circle in January 1891, when he was 
transferred to Cuttack. The tahsildar also completed the revision of jamubandis 
and the explanation of them to tho raiyats of his circle during the year, and took 
their signatures to tbe khatians. Fair copies of the khatians were prepared and 
distributed amongst the raiyats, and another cony is being ma<lo for record 
in the tahsildar’s office. The now jamabandis will take effect from tho begin¬ 
ning of the year 1892. Kabuliyats cannot be taken from the sarbardhkdrs until 
the questions of the percentage to be allowed to them and tho form of kabuliyat 
are settled by Government. The expenditure on settlement from the beginning 
of the operations to the end of the year is Rs. 54,140. Tho Settlement Officer 
estimates that a further expenditure of Rs. 7,304 will huve to «be incurred io 
making fair copies of the records for his office and taking kabuliyats from the 
sarbardkdrs. 

Bank*. 

20 . The survey and settlement, of this estate has been completed, os stated 
in paragraphs 12 and 13 of my Annual Report for the year ending March 1891, 
The' Settlement Officer, Babu Balarani Das, bas submitted a very incomplete 
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report, of the work done during the year. He ^ays that several objections 
remained undisposed of at the end of the previous year, and that further objec¬ 
tions were made after publication of the draft records, so that the final 
preparation of the records was not completed before the end of the year 1891. 
The objections, however, have now been disposed of, and the records are being 
corrected and copied. The final report was promised in February 1899, but 
has not been received up to date. The following statement shows the number 
of objections disposed of during the period under report:—

21. The Settlement Officer, who is also tahsildar of Banki, ceased to draw 
settlement allowance from the end of March 1891. The delay in the submis¬ 
sion of his flnul report is, ho says, due to the necessity of making enquiries 
on objections raised to the records oh published. The total expenditure during 
tho year on settlement work was Rs. 1,078. 

22. Tho total number of tenants whoso rents wero recorded, and for whom 
fair rontB wore settled during tho year, is 2,047. 

28. I visitod Banki on two occasions while tho survey and settlement 
proceedings wore in progress, and examined tho khasros and khatians on the 
ground. They appeared to me to havo been carefully prepared. 

24. An ostimato for a non-professional survey and for tho settlement 
of Bunki, amounting to Rs. 1,64,411, was submitted by the locul authorities 
boforo I took charge of the work. This estimate was revised by mo and 
reduced to 11s. 40,000. Tho actual cost for a professional survey has been 
Rs. 25,097, and for settlement Rs. 12,598; total Rs. 37,695, tho increase of 
revonuo obtained being Rs. 7,974. 

25. A schorno for tho reorganisation of the sarbarahkdrs’ establishment 

... ^ . , with draft rules fo* their guidance was‘submitted 

Mninteuatioe of record. .1 1 * . * 0 1 , • « 

after the close of tho jear, ami was sanctioned 

by tho Board. Thorn wore previously 143 circles with 195 sarbaru'likars. The 

uiunbor of circles has boon reduced to 73 and tho number of sarbaruhkars to 100. 

The records will bo kept corrected by them under rules which have been 

approved by tho Board. 1 » 


Chittagong Division. 

Chittagong Sadar Subdivision. 

26. Mr. Slack was in charge of tho Chittagong settlement office until 
llth of July, when, on being deputed to act as District and Sessions Judge of 
Chittagong, he was relieved by Mr. C. G. H. Allen, who remainod in charge till 
tho end of the year. Mr. Slack was out in camp for 141 days, and Mr. Allen 
for 4 days of tho period during which ho was in charge of the settlement 
office. 

27. The Settlement Officer’s time was employed in looking after the staff 
of khanapuri amine, in inspecting the offices of the assistants, and supervising 
the work of tho khosra office, where the kh&tian and*-various other forms 
wore written up. 

28. Mr. O. G. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Collector, joined os an 
Assistant Settlement Officer on the 2nd March 1891. Up to tho 23rd of April 
he was ongagod in learning survey work, and from that date till the llth of 
July was employed on settlement duty. Between the two latter dates 
Mr. Allen spent 2 montlis and 17 days in camp, and was in charge of the South 
Bonskhali and Anwara-Parki circles. These circles comprise an area of 81-8 
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square miles, of which the attestation of 15 Tillages, comprising an area of 81 
square miles, was done during the year by Mr. Allen, who also disposed of 245 
cases, and occasionally helped tho Settlement Officer in inspecting khanapuri 
amine working near his camp. 

29. From the 11th of July to the close of the year Mr. Allen acted as 
Settlement Officer, and besides supervising the work of the khasra office, also 
aided in the general administration of the district by disposing of such criminal 
cases os wore mado over to him. 

30. Mr. Atul Krishna Roi joined as an Assistant Settlement Officer on the 
31st of January lost; but, having done a month’s attestation work in the Belgaon 
Circle, he fell ill and left. His place was tilled on tho 1st of April by 
Babu Durga Charan Ghose, who was deputed to act as an Assistant Settlement 
Officer. His circle covers an area of 70 square miles. Babu'Durga Charan 
Ghose, besides disposing of 1,308 cases, did the attestation of 22-3 square 
miles in 26 villages. Up to the 12th of July, when tho Babu returned 
to head-quarters, 3 months and 12 days wore spent by him in camp. On the 
12th of .July, Babu Durga Charan Ghose reverted to general duty, but conti¬ 
nued, in addition to his other work, to supervise his settlement establishment 
who wero engaged in correcting the rocords, in accordance with the orders 
passed at attestation time, and in collecting the various figures needed for the 
preparation of fair-rent decisions. 

31. Babu Romesh Chunder Das arrived at Chittagong on tho 24th of 
January 1891; since that time he has been in chargo as Assistant Settlement 
Officer of the Sntkania Circle, a tract covering an urea of 271 square niilos. 
During tho year ho was in camp 165 days, and attested in that, poriod 64,487 
plots, besides disposing of a largo number of easos. On the 10th of July tliiN 
officer returned to head-quarters, and from that dato till tho ond of the year, 
he acted as the Settlement Officer’s (Mr. Allen's) Personal Assistant. 

32. Since recoipt of his annual report, tho Settlement Officer has re¬ 
arranged the circles thus:—

33. Progrct* of— 

(a) Demarcation. —The demarcation of the Sadar subdivision, with the 
exception of tho hilly portions, which could not be conveniently assigned to the 
neighbouring villages until the topographical survey of them had been done, 
was finished during the year under report: The wort actually dono during the 
year comprised the demarcation of 405 villages in th&nas Hatnazari, Fatikchari, 
Raojan, Town, Kumira, and Mirkasarai. 

(b) Survey.—In tho Sadar subdivision there is an area of 1,020 square miles, 
of which 1,262 was estimated to require cadastral and 304 topographical survey. 
Up to the beginning of tbe year, 360 square miles had been 5adas|rally Purveyed, 
and during the year under. report a further area of 348 square miles, as 
well as 112 squaro miles of topographical work; but tbe latter will require 
some revision. The survoy of tno village sites, owing partly to tho amfti’s 
misconduct and partly to intricacy of the plots, was in several instances full 
of errors, and khanapuri was on this account to some extent delayed. 

In the present -oason the Survey Department has, according to tbe Settle¬ 
ment Officer, to complete the cadastral survey of 534 square miles, the 
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topographical survey of 252 square miles, the revision of 112 square miles of. 
topographical work, and the traverse of— 

(i) the main circuit along the coast down to the town of Chittagong and 
the south bank of the Fenny river; 

i ii) some 15 miles of the Fatikchari tbdna boundary; 
iii) few villages near the town of Chittagong; and 
iv) a portion of the boundary of the proposed forest reserve. 

Originally it was expected that the survey of the Sadar subdivision would be 
completed by the end of this official year; but owing to increase in the area 
for cadastral survey, more time will be required. The cadastral work was 
practically finished in thdnas fianskhali, Satkania, and Patya, save in two 
villages, while portions of thdnas Ilaojan and Hathazari were done. 

The Settlement Officer arranged with the officer in charge of the Survey 
party that this season’s cadastral work be begun simultaneously in each of 
the remaining thdnas, and that each sheet aB it is done bo Bent to him and 
not kept till the whole village is finished. In this way he hopes to have work 
ready for his assistants when the circles south of the Karnafuli are finished, 
and also to get large villages ready more promptly than has hitherto been 
the case. 

(e) Receipt of records. —Up to the 1st of January the work of preparing the 
records requirod for attestation in the Sadar subdivision was done by t)»e 
Survoy Department, but after that date it was made over to the Settlement 
Officer, and the Survey Department has now merely— 

(i) to supply maps for the khanapuri amine to use when preparing the 
lihasru; 

(ii) to furnish tho areas of all plots; 

(iii) to ink maps the khanapuri of which has been done; 

(iv) to supply traces of such maps. 

before the beginning of the year the Survey Department had prepared and 
handed over the reoords of 36 villages, comprising an area of 15'9 square 
miles. Duringtho year tho records of 212 villages, with an area of 205-8 square 
miles, were prepared and handed over for settlement work. 

(d) Khanapuri. —During tho year tho khanapuri of 477,682 plots was 
completed and the entries (previously done by the Survey Department) 
regarding 306,463 plots were revised. The staff employed by the Settlement 
Officer on this work consisted on an average 120 amine under 11 Inspectors. 
Taken as a body, the average doily outturn of' each amfn came .only to 31 
plots. 

(e) Fixation of rent, determination of existing rent , decision of fair rent. —The 
existing routs woro recorded and the status determined of 33,679 tenants during 
the year in tho Sadar subdivision. No fair-rent decisions weje passed. 

(/) Assessment of Land Revenue. —No assessment of land revenuo was made 
in tho Sadar subdivision during the year. 

34. Training and utilisation of patwdris, kdnungees and other local oj/icers.— 
There are no local village officials in Chittagong who can be utilised in 
keeping up tho records, but a scheme has lately been sanctioned by Govern- 
inont under which tho khas tohsil establishment will be strengthened and 
utilised for this purpose. 

Old Thdna Ramoo in Chittagong. 

35. Survey. —The survey of Old Thdna Ramoo was completed before the 
beginning of the year. 

36. Settlement. —The settlement work was in charge of Babu DurgaCharan 
Ghose up to- the 4th of November, when he was relieved by Babu Jogendra 
Kumar Bose, who remained in charge up to the end of the year. The number 
of days spent in camp during the year by the officer in charge of this tract 
was 332. 

37. The work performed by Babu Jogendra Kumar Bose consisted in 
completing, the attestation (whion was finished in May last), in deciding 
disputes, and preparing the neoessary figures for fair-rent decisions. Within 
the period under roport the following work was done:— * • 

(i) The entries regarding the lands held by 15,3S9 tenants were attested. 
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(ii) Fire hundred aftd fifty-eight original suits and 1,062 objections 

were disposed of. 

(iii) Eight fair-rent decisions were passed. 

38. Altogether fair-rent decisions have been passed in 43 of the 50 villages 
in Ramoo. According to these decisions the revenue and rental of tenants pay¬ 
ing direct to Government, inclusive of talukdars, would have increased from 
Rs. 53,657 to Rs. 90,126. Soil-class maps are now, in accordance with the orders 
of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, being prepared, average rates for blocks 
of homogenous quality are being struck, ana statements are being made out 
showing what the revenue would be according to these average soil-class rates. 
1 visited Chittagong twice during the year, spending 13 days on the first and 
10 on the second occasion, and examined the work of khanapuri being done 
by the Settlement Officer, and the work of attestation on tho ground. Both 
appeared to mo to bo done with thoroughness and care. Some of the fair-rent 
decisions passed by Babu Durga Churn Ghoao were also road by me, and 
appeared to me to be sound. 

39. The standard of work expected in Chittagong is— 

(a) 30 plots daily of khanapuri by each amin ; 

(b) 600 plots attestation by each Assistant Settlement Officer ; 

(c) preparation of soil-class maps, two squuro miles a day, by an Assistant 

Settlement Officer. 

40. Cost .—The total oxpendituro in tho Sadar subdivision during the 
year was—

41. In Ramoo there was no oxpendituro on survey. Tho settlement 
expenditure was Rs. 15,389. 

Rajsitahi Division.

42. The survey of the Duars commenced in November 1888, and the settle¬ 
ment work commenced at the end of November 1890. Up to the end of tho 
year under report an area of 480,010 acres was cudastrally surveyed, and tho 
records of 3,430 jotes were made over to tho Settlement Officer by tho survey 
party. An area of 102,063 acreS comprised in 3,507 jotes in tho Mynaguri 
tahsil was assessed during the year, and resulted in an increase of Rs. 30,210 
in the revenue. Tho total expenditure on survey from the beginning of tho 
operations tothoendof the year was Rs. 3,20,109 and on settlement Rs. 62,685, 
out of which sums Rs. 1,10,784 and Rs. 30,459 respectively were expended 
during the year ending 30th September* 1891. The following table shows the 
names of Settlement and Assistant Settlement Officers employed during the

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4-'}. The settlement work was under tho charge of Mr. Sunder throughout 
the year. Babu Chandra Kant Ganguli, who was his first Assistant, having 
taken furlough, tho post which ho held was abolished and two other assistants 
wore appointed in his place. One of those, Babu Haris Chandra Rai, was 
designated 2nd Settlement Officer, and the other, Babu Rash Mohan Chandra, 
Assistant Settlement Officer. Babu Haris Chandra Rai reported himself to 
Mr. Sunder on 5th November 1890, and was employed up to 7th December in 
tho Settlement Offico/ On the 8tli December ho was deputed to demarcate the 
boundary between Bhutan and Jalpaiguri; he was engaged on this work up to 
1st March 1891, when his health failed, and he proceeded on sick leave. He 
was succeeded by Babu Ram Clutndra Sen, who completed the demarcation 
work, and thereafter was employed on attestation, and on classification of 
soils of jotes in two taluks of pargana North Mynaguri of Mynaguri tahsil. 
Not being acquainted with English, he was of little use, as he was not able to 
write notes on tho jotes which ho had inspected. On Juno 1st, 1891, he was 
rolioved by Babu Haris Chandra Rai, who was sent to pargana North 
Mynaguri, and was employed there in chocking classification of soils of jotes 
and in attestation work; but he frequently complained of being ill from fever 
and unfit for duty, and had to be transferred to Orissa on 24th August 1891. 
Tho other officer, Babu Rash Mohan Chandra, shortly after his appointment 
suffered from illness which prevented his being employed in the mufassal. On 
17th April 1891 he wuh sent out to attend to attestation work and checking of 
khanapuri in taluk Haihaipathar, of pargana North Myuaguri; but failed, 
owing to illness, to do anything, and returned to Jalpaiguri on 12th May 
1891. ITo was sent out again on 21st May 1891, but again became ill of 
fever and returned to tho Settlement Officer’s camp at Kyranti on 5th 
Juno 1891, and was employed from 0th to 14th Juno 1891 in helping 
to complcto tho attestation work in parganns Chengmari and North 
Mynaguri. On 15th Juno 1891 ho returned to Jalpaiguri, and was employed 
on goueral work in tho offico up to 20th August 1891, when ho was sent to 
taluk Baradigi, of .pargana North Mynaguri, to chock classification of soils 
and complcto attestation work of somo jotes. Ho returned to head-quarters on 
5th September 1891 and did no work after that, as ho complained of being ill 
from fever. Ho availed himself of leavo without pay on 22nd September 
1891, and has now been sent to Dinajpur as Sub-Deputy Collector in tho 
regular lino. 

44. Since tho transfer of tho above-named officers, throe new men have 
boon appointed to fill their places, viz., Babu Upendru Chandra Mukorjea, who 
was Income-tax Assessor of Dinajpur; Babu Jaduh Chandra Alozumdar, who 
was a kiiuungo at Rampur Bouliu; and Babu Harilul Gupta, who was a clerk in 
tho office of tho Commissioner of tho Rujshahi Division. None of these 
officers, the Settlement Officer reports, kuow anything of settlement work or of 
tho Western Duars, but fhoy aro learning, ana aro now employed in pargana 
Morughut in collecting information to onablo tho Settlement Officer to furnish 
a report as to tho rates which should be adopted for jotes in Fulakata tahsil. 
Tho attestation of jotodars’ and chukanidars’ holdings, and the work of 
recording their rights, in tho threo parganas of the Mynaguri tahsil, was 
completed by 28th Juno 1891, when the Settlement Officer returned to 
Jalpaiguri. 

45. No work was done in the mufassal between 1st and 15th April 1891. 
Cholora then broke out in tho Duars and compelled the staff to return to 
head-quarters. Out of a camp of about fifty men, twelve men died of cholora 
and fever in tho first fortnight of April, and from then up to tho time of their 
return to head-quarters, work was carried on undor very trying circumstances, 
anil with much difficulty. The rains commenced early in May 1891, and 
repeated, attacks of fovor so seriously affected tho health of most of tho 
muharrirs in camp, that it was found imjwssible to keep them out after 20th 
Juno 1891. 

46. Tours .—The Settlement Officer was on tour for 217 days during the 

year; Balm Haris Chandra Rai was out for 141 days; Babu Ram Chandra Sen 
was out for 87,days; Babu Rash Mohan Chandra was out for 90 days; Babu 
Upendru Chandra Mukerjea was out for 10 days, and Jlabu Jodub Chandra 
Mozumdor for 7 days. * 
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47. Attestation. —The entries in the records relating to holdings of 11,890 
jotedars and 5,089 chnkanidars were explained to the jotedars, and they were 
also informed what land is in possession of 11,302 adhiars who are under them. 
Three thousand five hundred and seven jotes, covering 102,003*39 acres of land 
in 71 taluks of parganos North Mynaguri, Cliengmari, and South Mynaguri, 
wero inspected, and attestation of tho holdings of the abovo-mentiouod jotedars 
and chukanidars was completed in camp. It was not possible to oompleto 
in camp tho tabulation of tho Government revenue payable on account of 
all the jotes, or to announco to every jotedor and chukunidar tho amount of 
the increased revenue and rent. A portion of this work hud to be done at 
head-quarters during the rcccsB, anu printed* noticos, with extracts from tho 
khatians, ore now being issuod to jotedurs, showing (1) how much land thoy 
had at last settlement, (2) the revenuo paid for it, (3) how much land they 
havo by the present settlement, (4) what amount of revenue they will have to 
pay, and (5) steps by which the revenue payable by present settlement, when 
it ib progressive, will rise. 

48. Demarcation. —The total number of jotes demarcated during the year 
was 2,863. The work of demarcation was done by a nativo surveyor, who 
was asssted by a stuff of 16 nmfns. All the demarcation papers required by tho 
Survey Department were furnished to that Department, tnluk bv taluk, as 
soon as finished. In some cases jotes which had boon demarcated during the 
previous year had to bo redomarcatod during tho year under report, as the 
earthen mounds which the am ins had erected had been washed away or covered 
by jungle and gruss, and could not be found by the Survey Department. In 
eonsequenco of cholera and much sickness among the ainfus of tho Survey 
Department, many jotes which were demarcated could not be measured. 

49. Survey .—The total area surveyed during the year, according to 
Mr. Hunby’s report, is as follows:—

50. Tho area that remained for cadastral survey at tho close of the year is 
reported by tho Survey Officer to be 6 miles, but tho Settlement t )fficor says that 
the traverse survey of two blocks of land, covering 58,679 acres, or about 91 square 
miles, in Falakatn tahsil, also remained'to bo done. These blocks of land contain 
several jotes which will havo to be cadastrally surveyed. Traverse survey of 
about 600 acres of land in taluks Sesuabari and Morichhari of purganu •Smith 
Mynqguri will havo to be made, and cultivation therein wi4I have to bo 
cadastrally surveyed. Several jotes in parganas North Mynaguri and Ohcng- 
mari were omitted from survey, and will nave to lie done. All that remains 
unfinished will, it is believod, bo completed by tho Survey Department during 
the present cold season. 

51. Receipt of records from the Survey Department. —The records of 3,430 
jotes were received from tho Survey Depai£ment during the year under report. 
These wore records of the Falakata as well as of the Mynaguri tuhsils. In 
some cases the records wore, tho Settlement Officer reports, carelessly prepared, 
and had to be returned to tho Survey Department for revision. Great delay and 
trouble was thus caused in tho Settlement office in dealing with some of the 
records supplied by the Survey Department. In several cases figures given in 
chittas against the name of a person were found to disagree with those entered 
in the khatians in the name of the same person, und the totals contained in the 
abstracts werofound to bo wrong. 

52. Boundary disputes. —Five hundred and nineteen boundary disputes wero 
pending at the commencement of tho year, and 835 fresh cases were received 
from the Surrey Department during the year. Of these, 848 cases were 

n 2 
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disposed of, leaving 506 cases in Falakata, Alipur, and Bhalka pending at the 
close of the year. The majority of the cases disposed of related to streams and 
roads, which the Survey Department were directed by Mr. Walsh to show as 
Government khas. Objections were made by the jotedars ; but when enquiry 
was made at the time of attestation, the plots to which they referred were 
recorded in Government khas possession, or as in possession, of the jotedar 
according to the circumstances of the case. Where a stream is a running one 
and supplies water t'o several jotes, it was recorded as Government khas, and 
whero it gives water to only a single jote, it was entered as part of that 
jote. 

53. Khanapuri .—There are two kinds of crop-yielding land in the Western 
Duars, viz.. “ rupit,” from which the cold-weather or dman paddy is obtained, 
and “faringati, ” which yields the bhadoi, or early paddy, as well as tobacco, 
jute, and other rabi crops. Tho jotedars know these lands as “lmimanti” and 
“bhadoi,” or “dola” and “danga.” The surveyors were at first instructed 
by the Commissioner to classify the land as 1st, 2nd, and 3rd class rupit, and 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd class faringati. The survey am (ns found it impossible 
to classify rupit and faringati into 1st, 2nd, and 3rd class, and the jotedars 
asked to have their land classified into high land or faringati, and low land 
or rupit. This classification was approved by His Ilonour the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and accordingly the classification was made in the whole of the three 
parganas of North Mynaguri, Chengmari, and South Mvnaguri of the Myna- 
guri tahsil, thus— 

(a) Basti (includes homestoad, garden, and bamboos). 
l b) Rupit. 
e) Faringati. 

[d) Doba (fish-ponds). 

(c) Waste. 

• All low land has boon classified as rupit, and also all land on which two 
crops (viz., bhadoi paddy and dman paddy) are generally grown in one year, 
and only high lands on which tobacco and rabi crops are grown have been 
classified as faringati. This system of classification is understood by the jute- 
durs and their under-tenants, and has been accepted by them. 

54. Fixation of rents .—As regards fixation of rent of chukanidars and 
other under-tenants of tho jotedars, tho instructions at first given to tho Settle¬ 
ment Officer were, to simply record the amount which tho chnkanidnr is pay¬ 
ing at present and to leave it to the jotedar, if dissatisfied, to apply for settle¬ 
ment of tho fair rent to bo paid by the chukanidar. These (fl-uers were given 
by Government, on a representation mado by Mr. Lowis, the Commissioner, 
that ehukanis wero permanent tenures held under the jotedars, at fixed rents. 
But it having been subsequently ascertained that this was not an altogether 
correct statement of tho facts, tho Settlement Oflicor was instructed to settle 
tho ronts of the chukanidars of his own motion. 

55. Assessment o revenue .—In assessing the revenue payable to Government 
by jotedars, tho following points have been considered, namely, (1) situation of 
tho joto, (2) its nearness to roads, markets, and tea gardens, and (3) tho circum¬ 
stances of tho jotedar and his ability to pay the revenue. A considorablo 
number of tho jotedars of Mynaguri tahsil are, the Settlement Officer says, 
Nepaulose and others who reside in Kurseong, Tindaria, and other parts of 
Darjeeling district; pleaders, traders, and money-lenders of tho Jalpaiguri, 
Tlooghly, Kuch Bihar, and Rangpur districts, and Muhammadans of the 
neighbouring estate of Bykantpur. The jotedars of Mynaguri have been 
specially benefited by roads and markets which have opened out every part of 
tho tahsil; their jofes are well under cultivation and yield good crops, and 
their condition, the Settlement Officer reports, is prosperous in every respect. 
Tho tahsil is well advanced, and is at present the best cultivated part of the 
Duars. Tho increase of rovenuo in the three parganas of Mynaguri tahsil 
by tlijs settlement will not, the Settlement Officer says, be below Rs. 60,000, 
nml will be due chiefly to extension of cultivation on nearly*every jote in 
pargnims North Mynaguri and Chengmari, and also in sorno taluks of South 
Mynaguri; to the recover}’ by the present settlement of* the anjount whioh wag 
remitted nearly seven years ago under the reduction scheme which Colonel 
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Horton bad recommended; and to the application of the rates which hare been 
sanctioned for this settlement. The number of jotes actually assessed during 
the year is 3,607. Of these, assessment was given out for 1,192 jotes. The 
area contained in these 1,192 jotes is not Btated. The existing rental or 
revenue of them has been increased from Kb. 34,416 to Bs. 70,627. In 
cases in which the increase of revenue has been very great, chiefly in the taluks 
of parganas North Mynaguri and Chengmari, the increase has been spread 
over five years.' When Lord Ulick Browne submitted Colonel Morton’s reduc¬ 
tion scheme for consideration of Government, ho observed that Colonel Morton 
had expressed an opinion that “the mistakes of the last settlement, or, in 
other words, the causes of the over-asseRsment were three, viz., (1) insufficient 
classification of'land, (2) no allowance being mado for injury to crops by 
wild animals, (3) too sudden an increase in the total rent payable for a jote. 
The Settlement Officer reports that he has taken care to avoid similar mistakes 
in the present assessment of the Government revenue. Ho has been asked to 
report how much of the increase in revenue is duo to oxtonsion of cultivation 
and how much to his having raised to a higher class, lands which wero classified 
under a lower class at tho last settlement, and how much to the other causes 
mentioned. He has not yet reported on these points. 

56. The work of settlement has been considerably delayed in the Mynaguri 
tahsil by the number of coses of mutation of names which had to be disposed 
of. Great difficulty was experienced in making pooplo pay tho foes for 
mutation of nameR, in csbcs in which they had got the survey amfns to enter 
their names in the new records, as owners of the jotes, without previously apply¬ 
ing to the Deputy Commissioner of Jalpaiguri to have their names entered in 
his registers. They had hoped to escape paying the mutation fees, and they 
paid up only when threatened with resumption of the jotes. Five hundred 
and forty-one cases of mutation of names wero disposed of. Evidence as to 
possession was recorded in every case, and Its. 2,456 wero realised by the 
Settlement Officer on account of mutation fees. 

57. Palmdrit and Kdnungoes .—No patw£ris or kanungoes exist in tho 
Duars. Tho Government revenue is collected by tahsildars, who supply all tho 
information that is required from time totimo regarding jotes and their tenants. 
These officers, and the men who are employed under them, will havo to keep 
the records of the present settlement corrected. 

58. His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor visited Jalpaiguri during the 
year, and was satisfied that good .work was being done tlicro. I regret that 
l was unable within the year to inspect Mr. Bunder’s work myself, but 1 Bliall 
go in camp in the area now under settlement immediately that this report » 
submitted, 

69. Cost .—The cost of survey during the year is reported by tho 
Deputy Superintendent of Survey to* be Rs. 1,03,658. The Settlement Officer 
reports the cost of survey to be Its." 1,10,784. No explanation is furnished 
of the discrepancy. The Settlement Officer may havo himself incurred some 
• expenditure on demarcation and revision survey, which he has added to the 
expenditure incurred by tho Survey Department, but he lias not said so. 

60. The expenditure on settlement during the year was its. 30,459. 

Backeboitnoe Division. 

Backergunge Government Etlatee. 

61. The annual settlement reports of Backergunge were received on the 14th 

October and 3rd November. These reports, were manifestly incorrect and had 
to be returned. A revised report, was received from the Collector on the 2nd 
January 1892, and this again was revised by a further communication received 
on the 27th idem. , * . 

62. At tho commencement of tho year under report there were 48, Govern¬ 
ment estates under settlement in various parts of the district of Backergunge. 
Of these, 21 were being settled under the Regulations and 27 under the Tenancy 
Act. Only those being settled under the Tenancy Act, which arc under my 
supervision, ato dealt with in this report, and are shown in the appendices 
annexed. But the progress made in the settlement of tho estates under the 
Regulations is plso slsown in the Collector’s report No. 8T, dated the 31st 
December 1891, and No. 53T, dated 24th January 1892, which are annexed. 
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G3. The Collector, who immediately aupervises the Settlement Officers, 
gives the following account of the work dono during the year:—

(i) Surrey operation *.—The whole 
work dono from the commencement of 
survey operations down to •‘10th Sep¬ 
tember 1890 is shown below as accu¬ 
rately as I am able to givo it.

mado and records prepared of Bix estntos—Joynngnr, Lamcliipata, Shambupura, Golakpura, 
Clmr I’udma, Clmr liadim—covering an area of 20*72 squaro miles, by local agency under the 
supervision of Balm Giris Chawlm Dull, Doputy Collector of tho regular establishment; and 
of throo estates—Chars Jangla, Kalachand, and Sitnram—tho survey had been mado under 
tho supervision of the Subdivisioiml Officer of Bholu and of ono estate—Char Chandrail— 
under tho Subdivisioiml Officer of Batuakbali. Iu the ease of Char Jangla tho survey was 
made for a settlement under tho Regulation, but after it whs completed it was found udvisahlo 
to hnvo settlement mado under the Tenancy Aot, and notification was published accordingly. 
The cost incurred by these officers as pay of amfns for survoy and preparation of records is 
Its. 4,21 .'1-4-9, and the total area surveyed 28*98 squaro miles. 

(c) For tho survoy and khanapuri of the remaining 17 estates a professional party 
undor tho ordors of Colonol Stool arrived on the island in December 1889, and remained 
there up to tho following Jnuo. in that time tho party mado— 


(A) A traverse survoy extending over 157*40 squaro miles ; but in this area is included 
92*3 squaro miles, the art'll of Clmr llhula Jahajnmra, and part of Clmr Antuida Frosad, &o., 
which are not at present under settlement, but which jt was advisable, oither for eonvoDienco 
of the survey, or for tho prevention of further disputes as to their position,to include within 
tho aroii of traverse survey. Cl tho estates actually under settlement tho traverse survey 
only covered (>51 squaro miles, i.c., tho area of tho lt> estates—(1) Laiuchi Koralmara, 
(2) Kristoprosml, No. 5257, (3) Bhusan Lapta Madaiipura, (4) Clmr limed, (5) Char Bhairav, 
(<>) Clmr L’rii'o, (7) Clmr Lakhi, (8) Clmr Koralmara, (9) Madhtmura, (10) Gpncshpura, 
(11) Lalmohau, (12) Bairngya, (131 Clmr LonJ liardinge, (11) Char Kali, (15) Clmr Fasson, 
(1C) (llior Udny Kali; tho party being unable to make traverse survoy of one cstuto—Char 
Drummond, No. 5305—as it was found to bo entirety under water at high tide. 

(B) Cadastral survey of tho 12 estatos—(1) Lamehi Koralmara, (2) Kristoprosad, (3). 
BIiurhh Lnpta Madaiipura, (4* Char Unioil, (5) Char Bhairav, ((!) Charl’riee, (7) Chu^Ijafehi, 
(8) Choi* Koralmara, (9) Madhupura, (10) Goneshpura, (11) Lalmolian, (12) Bairagya. The 
area of theso villages by tlio cadastral survoy is 40*79 square miles, but the Settlement Officer 
informs mo the area by traverse survey is 57*2 square miles. Tho party 1ms giveu no 
explanation of this wido ditfereneo, nor is the Settlement Officer quite certain as yet os to tho 
reason for tho discrepancy, but the ditfereneo is probably due to omission of tho area of jungle 
land. Tim Settlement Officer will, however, make a strict enquiry on this point. 

(C) Klmuapuri of 11 of the abovo-namod 12 villages, the oxoeption being Char Lakhi, 
comprising an area of 3*75 squaro miles.* The area wliioh tho party gives as the area over 
which klmuapuri and record writing was completed is 41*42. This 41*42 + 3*75, the area 
of Char.Lakhi, comes to 45*17 square miles, which is less by 1*02 square miles than tho area 
by, cadastral survey. ,Tho Settlement Officer has yet to find out wherein tho difference 
lies. , 

(D.) Iu Juno 1890, the party went into recess at Barrnckporo, and I am unable to state what 
work was dono by its members from that month up to the ond of September 1890. I pre¬ 
sume they were engaged in calculating areas, filling up tho remaining columns of the khasra, 
preparing khatian ami tcrij with respect to villages of which the khannpuji had been done 
on the Held, inking up the maps, and preparing tracings of the maps for the Settlement 
Officer. 

(E.) Iu November 1890, the party forwarded to the Settlement Offiqpr khasra, khatian, 
torij, milan kluwru, area and crop statement, and tracings of maps of six estates—Lamehi

of wlnoh the party had not done the khanupuri. Khasra, Ac., 
for Char Umed, No. 525fi, wore forwardod in January 1891; of Madhunira and Lal- 
xnohan iu April; and of Goncshpura and Bairogya in May 1891. The records of the last- 
named four estates were forwarded in a very incomplete stato, the terij and khatiaus being loft 
half done and full of discrepancies; the writing, too, was in great part illegible. The seven 
villages, namely, Lamehi Koralmara, Kristoprosad, Bhusan Lapta Mqdanpura, Char Bhairav, 
Char Price, Char Koralmara, and Char Umed, of whioh the papers have besn received in a 
complete form from the professional party, oover an area of 2l"2i square miles. No informa¬ 
tion has been supplied as to what tho party did iu oach month of the period from Juue 1890 
to May 1891. . 

(F) The total cost of tho work done in these ostates by the survoy party, as reported by 
Colonel Strahan in his letter referred to in paragraph 9, is Rs. 13,8-11. No particulars what¬ 
ever have been supplied to show how this sum is arrived at, or how much should be regarded 
as cost of traverse survey, cadastral survey, or khanapuri, and record writing ; and if, as I 
believe, tho distribution of tho total cost between tlio Wards’ aud Government estates is 
inequitable, the charge against tho Government estates must be increased. 

(G) Settlement. work. —As regards settlement work up to the 30<h September 1890, little 

noed bo said. Balm Pyari Molinu Boao was 
appointed Settlement Officer for both Wards’ 
and Government ostates in the island of l)ak- 
kiu Slinbi'unpur in December 1*89. Tho Govern¬ 
ment ostates noted on tho margin wore made 
over to him on different dates, and two of those, 
however, viz., Joynagar and Lamoliipnta, were 

transferred from his file to that of Mr Dwija Das Dutt on tho 11th July 1890. The settle¬ 
ment work whiok Bubu Pyari Mohan Bose actually oarried out by the end of September 1890 
is shown below :— 

Attestation and record of right* and fritting rents. —Attestation and record of rights and of 
existing rents of Char Joynagar and Lamchipata, whioh were made ower to Mr. Dwija Das Dutt 
in Jluy 1890. He (Balm Pyari Mohan Bose) also completed tho settlement work of Char 
Badua, but tho settlement was not actually sanctioned within the year under report. Tho 
greater part, of the remainder of his time was usofully spent in assisting the survey party 
during their operat ions iu this district (ride paragraph 14), and ho was also employed iu other 
work in connection with estates of which settlement was completed before IlOtii September 
1890 and of which no notico is called for in this report. 

(II) The Subdivisional Ollioer of Bhola bail boon appointed Settlement. OlBner for the 

Cii-Lr June!.-, Government estates noted on the margin, but ho did not 

('liar Kaltti'hAnt). liavo any regular settlement work actually carried out by 

iihnmn ij»i>tu MaJiuipura. the end of September 1890, oxoopt that Unrecorded rights 

iu Ohara Kaloohand and Sitarara, and recorded fair rents

records with respect thereto. The Subdivisionnl Olllcer of 
l’atuakhali had on his file tho case of Char ('handrail, aud completed the settlement proceed¬ 
ings towards tho dose of tho year, fligil report being submitted within tho year uudor 
report.

04. The discrepancies noticed in the Resolution on my annual report for 
the Financial year ending March 1891, between the number of Government 
estates in Backergunge and the number supplied to His Honour tbe Lieutenant- 
Governor on tour, are explained in the note annexed to the Collector’s report. 

05. I inspected the work of Babu Pyari Mohan Bose and Mr. Dwija Das 
Dutt from the 17th to the 23rd April 1891, and again since tbe close of the year. 
The work of khanapuri and attestation done by these officers appeared to me to 
have boon done well and carefully. X examined several of their decisions, and 
thought them fairly convincing though somewhat discursive. The increase of 
revenue obtained and expected in the Government estates in Backergunge now 
under assessment under the Tenancy Act, is Rs. 25,114. This increase is 
mainly due to extension of cultivation and to the assessment at prevailing rates 
of lands hold hitherto at abnormally low ronts. There is no doubt that recog¬ 
nized prevailing rates do exist in theso island chars in Backergunge. The chars 
being of recent formation, there is littlo difference between the rates paid by 
one raiyat and another on the same char, the lands of which are as a rule exactly 
of the same quality. Babu Pyari Mohan Bose was on tour 192 days—his head¬ 
quarters is at Dowlatkhan—and Mr. Dwija Das Dutt was on tour 107 days 
during the year ending 30th September 1891. 

Chittagong Division. 

Government Estates in Tippera. 

00. The Deputy Collector in charge Babu Rajani Kumar Datta has sub¬ 
mitted a confused report in which Government and private estates are mixed 
up, and from which it is difficult to ascertain what was actually done during the 
year under report. 

07. Simjergaon .—The survey and preparation of the record of rights-were 
completed at the closo of 1889-90. There were 112 objections filed under 
section 105 of the Tonanoy Aot regarding the classification of lands and 
entries in the khatians and 30 objections under section 106, which were disposed 
of in the first half of the year. The final records were published in March 1891. 
An increase of Rs. 2,346 has been obtained on the previous rental of Rs. 4,830, 
and is duo to the assessment of jungle lands previously left unassessed and to 
enhancement of rates owing to rise in prices since they were last fixed. 
The total cost was Rs. 3,259, or 15 annas an acre, on an area of 3,465 acres. 
This high rate is duo to delay caused in the decision of numerous disputes. 

08 Partf ana Mamtrdi .—The survey was completed during the last cold 
season, and the draft records were published on 25th June 1891. There were 41 
objections under sections 105 and 108 of the Tenancy Act, which were locally 
enquired into and disposed of. The records were published on the 30th Sep¬ 
tember 1891. An expenditure of Rs. 180 was incurred on an area of 627 
acres, or nearly 5$ annas per acre, and an increase of Rs. 391 obtained on the 
previous rental of Rs. 874, which is due partly to enhancement of rates and 
partly to the assessment of excess lands. 

69. There was no special officer in charge of these settlements. A Deputy 
Collector of the district staff, Babu Rajam Kumar Datta, 1 was in charge. 
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Be was 135 days oa tow. During the latter half of the year Baba Shashi 
Buthan Datta waa in charge at the settlement of Mamtrdi and of the settle* 
meat of estates which are being settled under the Regulations, of which there 
are 28. These are not dealt with in this report Baba Shashi Boahan Datta 
was on tour 93 days of the latter half of the year. 

Government Estates in NoakhaH. 

70. Char Peer Bux. —This estate was notified fof survey and settlement 
under the Tenancy Act in July 1890. The survey was oompieted during the 
year, and the records were finally published on the 6th April 1891. The estate 
comprises an area of 5,176 aoree with 136 raiyats, and a rental of Re. 3,145, 
or Ha. 551 in.excess of the previous jama. The survey cost Rs. 478 and settle¬ 
ment Rs. 116. 

71. Char Gasi and Char Fakira. —The settlement of theee two estates 
was begun under the Regulations in Deeember 1890. Subsequently in July 
1891, Government ordered that the record of rights and settlement of rents 
should be made under the Tenancy Act. The estates comprise an area of 
7,255 and 2,748 acres, respectively, the former being a Government estate and 
the latter a resumed estate, the property of private individuals. The survey 
was completed during the year under report and cost Rs. 1,311. The settlement 
work had not commenced at the close of the year. A summary settlement 
of the latter estate (Char Fakira) for the current year has been made with 
the proprietors at the previous jama. 

72. The work in these three estates was carried out by a Deputy Collec¬ 
tor of the district staff, Babu Jamitu Mohan Das, who was out on tour on 
settlement work ouly 8 nays during the six months ending 30th September 1891. 
He was also employod on other work during the year, and therefore was, it is 
said, unable to give proper attention to settlement duty. The measurements 
were tested by a Sub-Deputy Collector of the distriot staff. There has been 
much unnecessary delay -in bringing these petty settlements in this district to 
a conclusion. 

Dacca Division. 

Government Estate in Dacca. 

73. Jotoar Joymangal. —The survey and settlement of this estate was com¬ 
pleted before the commencement of tbo year under report, but the proceedings 
were not finally closed, pending decision of oertain disputes which wore disposed 
of at the end of April 1891. The survey cost Rs 221 and the settlement lis. 161; 
total Rs. 382j or annas 4| per ac^e. on an area of 1,199 acres. It was not 
necessary for the Settlement Officer, it is said, to go into camp during the year. 
Babu Mohendro Nath Mojumdar, Deputy Collector of the district stuff, wus in 
charge of the proceedings from 1st October 1890 to 3rd December 1890, and 
Babu Srinath Bbadra for the remainder of the year under report. There has 
been great and unnecessary delay in completing the proceedings and sub¬ 
mitting the final report. 

Bubdwan Division. 

• Government Estates in Midnapore. 

74. The only Government ostate in Midnapore unde/ settlement, under 
the Tenancy Act, auring the year, waBBhetia. Survey and settlement proceed¬ 
ings were completed by the Settlement Officer by end of the year 1800, but an 
appeal was maae against his decision by certain tenure holders locally called 
aymadars. This appeal has not yet been decided by the Special Judge, and the 
final report has not therefore been yet submitted. No expenditure was incurred 
during the year. Babu Rajendra Nath Roy is the Settlement Officer, llo is 
also in charge of the survey and settlement of a number of private estates, of 
which a record of rights is Doing made under the Tenancy Act. 

Prestoescv Division. 


Government Estates in Nadia. 

75. The only Government estate in Nadia under 
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meat under the Tenancy Act was Khosalpur. The survey of this estate, 
which contains an area of 425 acres, and consists of patches of land scattered 
throughout 13 pillages; was commenced in April 1889. The measurement was 
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settle- 
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completed in May 1800. The aettlement of this small estate was in charge 
of Babu Annoda Prosad Sen, a Deputy Collector of the district staff, who has 
allowed the proceedings to be unnecessarily delayed. He now reports that 
the settlement will be soon finished. His reports on it are confused and contra* 
dictory.

77. The total cost of survey to the end of September I860 ii reported by 
the Settlement Officer to be Bs. 1,08,426. At a conference held in Burdwan on 
the20th June 1801, it was proposed to make a traverse survey of tauzis Nos. 1, 2 
and 3 of the Bankura district, but it was decided before doing so, that a special 
report be submitted by the Manager showing what results had been obtained from 
the traverse survey of tauzi No. 4 of that district, and whether the Raj had been 
put in a position to recover possession of lands of which it had been dispossess¬ 
ed in tauzi No. 4, of which a traverse survey had already been made. To en- 
ablo the Manager to como to a conclusion on this point, Mr. Shaw with a small 
detachment was engaged during the year under report in (a) relaying thak- 
bust boundaries of 21 mauzas which had been leased in patni in tauzi No. 4, 
so that a comparison might be made of the areas now in actual possession of the 
patnidars with the lands they should be in possession of, according to the thak* 
bust maps; (6) and also in the cadastral survey of some lands in the Burdwan and 
Birbhutu districts, which are admittedly khas, but were omitted from survey in the 
previous seasons (c) in distinguishing by comparison between the thakbust 
and present survey maps, the lands that appertain to the several lots which 
make up the Sujamutha estate. The boundaries of 21 mauzas above referred to 
wero relayed during the year. An area of 2,769 acres was cadastrally survey¬ 
ed in Burdwan and Birbbum. The boundaries of villages which had already 
been surveyed iu Sujamutha were rectified. The lands appertaining to the 13 dif¬ 
ferent tauzis of which the Sujamutha property is composed were distinguished, 
’['he work tliut remained to be done at the end 6f the year is as follows 

{i) Cadastral survey of about 40,000 acres which, though most of it was 
notified for Burvcy and is admittedly a part of the khas rnehals, 
yet was never pointed out to the survey officers by tho managing 
authorities as part of their estates, and therefore was omitted 
by the survey party from survey altogether. 

(ii) The traverse survey of tauzis Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of Bankura with an area 
of about 650 square miles. Mr. Shaw is now engaged onthis work. 

78. Tho total expenditure on survey during the year was Hs. 18,082. 

79. Sujamulha .—-The survey of 8ujamutha was completed before the 
beginning of the year under review. ,Tbe settlement was at first entrusted to 
Mr. Reily, who it was hoped would bo able to make an amicable settlement of 
rent with the raiyats. After Mr. Reily had made numerous attempts to affect 
an amicable adjustment of rents without success, the Settlement Officer, Mr. 
Dwijendra Lai l Hoy, was instructed to settle fair rents in accordance with the 
law. That officer reduced the existing rent in village Madhukali on the ground 
of deterioration of the soil, due to the obstruction of the drainage. The Special 
Judge reversed the Settlement Officer's decision on appeal. Some time after this 
1 visited Sujamutha and in accordance with the orders of His Honour the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor, suggested terms of a compromise which, with some modifications, 
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were approved by the Board end accepted by the Manager and the raiyats. 
Thu compromise has now been worked out Delay has been caused in giving 
effect to it by tbe distribution of holdings of the 13 separate estates of whioh the 
property is composed, among the different lots to which they belong. These 
separate estates were surveyed and treated as one estate. According to the 
Settlement Officer’s report, which is curt and misleading, the rents of 3,534 
tenants have been settled before, and 8.618 tenants during the year under 
report He gives the rent aocording to settlement at Rs. 80,917, the previous 
rental being Bs. 86,105, but in fact the new rental will equal or exoeed theold, 
Mr. Dwijeadra LaU Roy waa in camp for 65 days, exoiuaive of halts within 5 
miles of Kajlagar, his head-quarters. 'Ihe timber of days spent on tour, 
considering the orders repeatedly given to him to go into every village and 
dispose of objections on the spot, was, I consider, utterly inadequate. The 
delay and extra expense attendant on the settlement proceedings in Sujamutha 
is greatly due to the want of oo-operation on the part of the Raj officials, and to 
their failure to furnish the Settlement Officer with information which was in 
their possession. 

The expenditure inourred on settlement was Rs. 14,810, of which Rs. 8,960 
was expended during the year. 

80. Hukumnpur .—This estate, together with two other mchals, Panchberia 
and Chandnihat, in Birbhum, belonging to the Burdwan Raj were, under 
settlement during tbe year under report. They contain 90 villages with an 
aggregate area of 16,229*62 acres, of which area 15,580*69 acres belonging to 
Hukumapur and 415 60 acres in two villages belonging to Panchberia and 
Chandnihat, were surveyed before the end of September 1990. The remaining 109 
acres of Hukumapur aud 118*33 acres of Panchberia were surveyed during the 
half-year ending September 1891, and the records of all the 90 villages woro 
made over by the professional survey party, to the Settlement Officer, by the end 
of September 1890. The records of Hukumapur were finally published on the 
30th June 1891, and all the khatians fair copied. The settlement of the other 
two villages was amicably made, by the Settlement Officer, on tho spot, under 
instructions, which were approved by the Hoard, and occupied only four days. 
There are 2,211 raiyats in Hukumapur, 193 in Panchberia, and 16 in Chandni- 
hat—total 2,420, with a rental of Rs. 15,009-13-8, against the previous jama of 
Rs. 12,818-13-8, thus yielding an increase of Rs. 2,191. The survey cost 
Rs. 10,500, and settlement Rs, 17,574; fair rents had been Bottled for 129 tenants 
up to September 1890, and for the remaining 2,092 during the year. Tho diffi¬ 
culties that arose in the settlement of rents and tho terms of compromise finally 
accepted, by the parties are described in the Settlement Officer’s report, which is 
annexed. 

81. The Settlement Officer, Babu Sukumar Haidar, was in camp 84 days. 
I consider the number of days syfent by this officer in camp very inadequate. I 
inspected his office, and the work of khanapuri, attestation, and settlement of 
rents on the ground in March'1891, and suggested certain terms of compromise 
between the managing authorities and tho raiyats which were ultimately 

i accepted, and according to which the settlement bos since been concluded. 

* Boagalpub Division. 

Raj Srinagar-Banaili Eatatet, 

82. Mr. Collin was in charge of tbe Settlement office from 1st October 
1890 to 8th May 1891, but in addition to his duties as Settlement Officer he 
also held chargo of the office of Collector of Purnea from 1st October to 7th 
November 1890. Babn Bepin Behari D5» Assistant Settlement Officer, was in 
charge of settlement work in tbe Malda district from 1st October 1890 to 
20th January 1891, when he was relieved by Babu Barbamdeo Naraiq.^ The 
latter officer was in sole charge from the 9th May 1891 to.the end uf the* ypar. 
The head-quarters of Mr. Collin was, during the year under report, at Purnea. 
Babu Bepin Behari D4’s head-quarters was at Malda. Babu Barbamdeo 
Narain had no head quarters until he relieved Babu Bepin^Behari D<$ at Malda. 
Mr. Collin was absent from his head-quarters 33 days within the period from tbe 
1st of October 1890 to the 7th May 1891, Babu Bepin Behari 1)6 33 days 
between the 1st October 1890 and tbe 20th January 1891, and Babu Barham* 
deo Karan was on touc 179 days out of the entire year. The greater part of 
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the settlement of these estates had been completed before beginning of the year 
under review What remained to be done during the year was the final 
publication of the records, retrial of cases which had been remanded by the 
Appellate Court, compilation of statistical statements, and writing the final 
report. Besides this there remained in the district of Malda the measure* 
ment of five villages in pargana Kotwali, of one village of pargana 
Akbarabad, and the settlement of 44 villages of parganas Kotwali and 
Akbarabad. The five .villages in parganas Kotwali and Akbarabad were at 
first omitted from survey at the request of the managing authorities, as they 
were of a scattered character, and it was thought they were not worth the 
expeuse of a survey. Later on the landlords applied for a measurement, which 
was accordingly carried out. The village omitted in pargana Akbarabad 
is one which had diluviated in the year of survey and was subsequently 
re-formed. As regards the 44 villages which remained for settlement in par¬ 
ganas Kotwali ana Akbarabad, a dispute arose as to the standard of measure¬ 
ment, the proprietors claiming five cubits to the luggee, and the raiyats six 
cubits of 22 inches. The dispute was judicially decided in May 1890 in favour 
of the landlord; the raiyats appealed against this decision, and pending disposal 
of the appeal, both parties applied to have the settlement of these villages 
deferred. The appeal was decided by the Special Judge in favour of the 
landlord, but yet the raiyats refused to attend and attest the areas of their hold¬ 
ings and the amounts of their rents, though summonses were issued against them 
individually. Mr. Collin was chiefly engaged during the part of the year in 
which he held charge of the Settlement office, in publication of the final 
records, in the preparation of statistical statements, and in compilation of the final 
report. He also visited Malda twice and completed the settlement of eleven 
villages with 1,509 tenants. From November 1890 to the middle of January 
1891, Babu Barhamdeo Narain was in camp in the Farkiah pargana of the 
Monghyr district. He settled two villages containing 316 tenants, and decided 
18 boundary disputes which have been remanded for fresh trial by the 
Commissioner ana the Board. From that time to end of the year he was 
principally engaged in recording rights and settling rents in pargana 
Akbarabad in the Malda district. Babu Bepin Behan De was engaged from 
the 1st October 1890 to the 20th January 1891 in the Malda district. He 
decided four boundary disputo cases, disposed of 170 objections under section 
105, of 12 disputes under section 106, and settled the rent of 66 raiyats. 
The progress made in the settlement of 44 villages in pargana Kotwali and 
Akbarabad is described by the Assistant Settlement Officer thus• 

(n) In the Malda district the settlement of 10 villages of pargana Kotwali and 
2» villages of pargana Akbarabad was made during the last administrative year. I will 
take up each pargana separately. < 

(4) In pargana Kotwali the settlement of two villages, llarinorainpur and Chuck 

Qarinaroinpur, was made by Babu Bepin Bebari V4. 
settlement of pargnna Kotwali. There was no dispute regarding rates, and both parties 

agreed that exoess area should be assessed without any 
allowance. Tho settlement was made on these terms. Babu Bepin Behari I)e also settled « 
the rout of 13 raiyats of mausa Sadpur. These men claimed to be fixed rent raiyats, and 
objeotod to pay additional rent for the exoess area; but additional rent was deareed after an 
allowance of two oottahs in the bight, and four tenants were held to be fixed rate raiyats. 
There was no appeal made. The settlement of two other villages, vis., Lakhighat and 
Jalalpur, was made by Mr. E. W. Collin. In the former, application for settlement of 
fair Tent was made regarding nine raiyats only in whose case there was an inoreose of area, 
and it was assessed at the rate of 81 annas per bight without allowance with the oonsentof the 
raiyats. In Jalalpur only the existing rent ( was recorded without dispute, and fair rent was 
fixed regarding four raiyate only. lie (Mr. Collin) also settled the rent of seven tenants in 
Sultanpur, of which the attestation had been made by me. There was no application for settle¬ 
ment of tent of other tenants. The settlement of two villages, Pirojpur ana Boojroog Sultan- 
pwvwas made by me. There was no dispute regarding the ratee, and the exoess area was 
assessed after an allowance of two oottahs in the bigha. This was the rate of allowance made 
in other villages of this distriot in the previous year. In three other villages of this pargana, 
namely, Jote-Beeroo, Jote-Binode, and Bqjibpur, the existing rent only was recorded in 
the absenoe of application for settlement of fair rent. In the remaining fonr villages of this 
pargana. the existing rent only of all the raiyats was asoertsinea and reoorded. The 
landlords did not generally apply for settlement of fair rent in this* pargana, UUy, 
because there was little increase of area; and, 2wily t in order to avoid disputes regarding 
existing rest and rates. * 
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M ®iere am five telnkae i* pargaoe Akhorabsd. The first, Lukhipur, inutudes two 

villoma, Lukhipur end Biahnu Pursed: the second, Gepimth. 

Mit«aMrt<*|«9MsAUaMM. pur, UKjludoe aeven village*: tha third, Muxtafapur, includes 

fiftaaa village*; the fourth, Srinibashpur, includes throe 
Tulegea; ana the fifth, Hudeenugar, iudadea two Tillages, Hudeenugar and Uahammadpur. 
The settlement of the first two talukae wee made by Mr. Gottis, He recorded only the 
«nt of fee isiyate who held lands only in Biahnu Pumad. Application for aettlement of fair 
rent under eeotion 104 (2) had been withdrawn, as them Was no previous measurement 
of this village. ,in Lukhipur, owing to division and transfer of holdings, of whiah no notioe 
was given to the asammdar, the rent recorded in the jamabandi papers was very dispropor- 
Umate to area fouid by present survey, and the areas entered in the hmtabud papers 
differed materially from that found by the survey. The rent of the tenants who held land 
in Lukhipur, Mid also of those who slid land in Lukhipur as well as in Bisbnu Pursed, was 
consequently fix# at the village rate of eight annas per bigha on the survey area with the 
consent of the msjontv of the raiyata. The settlement of taluka Gopinathpur was 
also made by Mr. Oollin. The raiyats of this taluka did not attend tbs settlement 
proceedings, and their existing rent was recorded by the Settlement Offioer mostly according 
to the huttnbud of the samindar. The same was also held to be the Mr rent. After 
publication of the draft record of this taluka, the landlords presented a number of petitions, 
9a,fi'BSS that severalyamer entered in the tmutnbud did not find plaoe in the settlement reoords 
In course of enquiry in these oases it earns to light that many raiyata of thia taluka held 
very muoh more or lose land<4hon what was entered in the bwtabyd, and the rent payable 
was unreasonably disproportionate to the area held by them. The settlement of taluka 
Mustaffapur hat! to be made by me. The raiyata of this taluka were as reousaut as those 
oi toopeenatopur, and there was the same disparity between the area found and the rent 
entered in the huttabud, I accordingly followed the procedure adopted regarding Lukhipur, 
and fired the rental of eaoh holding aooording to the area found by the survey at tho village 
® P*°* including battah, which was admitted by both parties. The raiyats 
of taluka Srinibashpur' attended the settlement prooeeding, and their existing rent was 
correctly recorded. The same was held to be fair rent, at there was no proof of previous 
measurement and previous area. . The majority of the raiyats of this taluaa had been held 
to be fixed rent raiyats. _ The existing rent was only reoorded in the village Mahamniadpur, 
as there was no application for settlement of fair rent by either party j and although a portion 
of the village was diluviatod, the raiyats, in order to preserve tneir rights, did not desire 
a reduction of rent. The whole of Hudeenugar had submerged in the Ganges, and emerged 
after two years, when one Babu Bhagabutti Charon Roy, tho owner of an indigo faotory, who 



Banaili Raj, and the latter agreeing to give him a lease of the village at tho rate of 8 annas 
per bigha. Tho old raiyats of Hudoonugar contended that their right in tho land had 
not been extinguished, while the landlords urged that they had lost tho right by non¬ 
payment of rent. This case also was compromised by lauds being settled with the raiyats 
at 11 annas per bigha.

The increase in Gopinathpur it due to the assessment of new holdings. The rent-roll of 
Srinibashpur and Hudeenugar was kept together by the landlords. 

83. Maintenance of the records.—In order to train tho patwdris of those 
estates in the work of survey, classes were opened at the tahsil office of the 
Daphar pargana and at Nohatta in Bhigalpur, at Moughyr, and at Purnea. 
Out of 161 patwdris of the Srinagar estate, 48 received certificates of proficiency, 
and the majority of the others were partially trained.- The Superintendent 
of the survey party reported that, though only a small proportion of tho 
patwiris of the estate received training sufficient to permit of their being provid¬ 
ed with certificates, yet most of them took an intelligent interest in the work 
while in progress, and the greater number are, in his opinion, quite capable of 
making oorrrtjtionB and additions to the maps, although unable to make complete 
original surveys of whole villages. Since the settlement has been in progress, 
the number ofjietwdrts on the Court of Wards* portion of the estate has been 
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reduced by 47. There are now 104 petwdria, of whom 48 hare reeeired oertifi- 
eaten and the rest hare been partially trained. This makes a provision of one 
patwtiri to every 6} square miles, in which the estate owns a half share. In 
addition to the patwdris, the Manager has appointed a staff of 15 officers, who 
have boen selected from employes of the Survey Department, and whose duty 
it is to supervise tho patwdns and to check the records and maps. Each of tbe 
proprietors has been supplied with copies of the village maps, and with complete 
copies of the records, viz., khasra, khatians, and terijes. A set of-rules has been 
drawn up by me, and issued by tbe Board of Revenue for the maintenance of the 
records, and there should be no difficulty in carrying out the work of correct¬ 
ing them from time to time, if the rules are observed. The Srinagar-Banaili 
estates having now passed out of the hands of the Court of Wards, it will be for 
the proprietors to keep up the records or not as they may wish. v 

84. Cost .— The total expenditure shown in Appendix A as having been 
incurred to end of September 1891, is taken from the report of tbe Assistant 
Settlement Officer, Babu Barhamdeo Narain, who is now in charge of the Settle¬ 
ment office. The total area surveyed was 698f square miles, or 447,189 acres. 
The total cost of survey and settlement from the begiuning of the operations to 
tho end of year was Rs. 3,01,384, and the total increase of rent Rs. 22,770. 

I inspected the work twice during the year, once at Purnea and once at 
Malda 


Dacca Division, 

Dakhin Shabdzpur Pargana in Backtrgungt. 

85. The circumstancos under which this estate was brought under 
survey were described in previous reports. The Dakhin ShoMzpur pargana 
is divided into two mahals or ostatos, Nos. 1703 and 1764 of the littcknrgunge 
Collector’s tauzi. Estate No. 1703 is entirely managed by the Court of Wards, 
and estate No. 1764 is hold jointly by tho Court of Wards and others. The 
co-sharers of No. 1704, wno at first refused to join tho Court of Wards in an 
application for survey and record of rights, submitted during the year an 
application for tho preparation of a record of rights of their shares also. This 
application has boon granted. Tho work done during tho year is described by 
the Collector us follows:— 

(a) Survey .—The operations for the survey and record of rights of this estate, No. 1703, 
commenced in Dooember 18-59, and from tho ooininouoemeut down to 30tli September 1890 
tho work whioh had been done is shown below . 

A professional survey party nndor the order* of Colonel Stool arrived on .the estate 
in Deoomber 1839 and romoinad there up to the following June. They were engaged 
on tho survey of tho Dakhiu ShuhAzpur ward's estate and nine Government estates 
iu Baokergungo at the same time. The work douo in the Dakhin Shabttpur estate was the 
following 

(A) Travorso survey of tho whole estate, the area of wbiah was found to be 130 C3 

square miles comprised in 38 villages. 

(B) Cadastral survey of 30 of those villages, comprising an area of 124-66 square 

miles. 

(0) Khanapuri (i.r., filling up the first four columns of the khasra) with reaped to 14 
of the smallest villages in the OBtate, comprising sn area of only 17 - 48 
square miles. 

(b) In June 1890 the party went into recess at Barraokpore. They were engaged in 
calculating areas, filling up reclaming columns nf the khasra, preparing khatians and 
terijes with respect to the 14 villages of which the khanapori had been done on the field, 
inking up the maps, and preparing tracings of the mape for the Settlement office. 

(r) The survey party forwarded to the Settlement Offioer, in Ootober 1890, khasra, 
khatian, terij, milan khasra, area and crop statements, and tracings of maps with respect to 
four villages, aud similar papers with respect to one village in November, five in January, and 
four in May. The records of these last four aud of oue of the five of which reeorda were sent 
in January were found to bo incomplete, as the names of intermediate tenure-holders had been 
nmitted and some of tho papers were missing, so that a revision of the whole of khanapuri 
work conneotod with those five villages became necessity. The nine villages of wbiob the 
papers were reooired in a complete form from the professional party oover an ana of 5 38 
square miles only. ' 

(d) The total oost of the work done in this estate by the survey party, as reported by 
Colonel Strahau in his letter No. dated 6th November 1891, is Rs. 36,045-7. No 
particular® whatever have been supplied to show how this sum was arrived at, or how much 



should be regarded u ooet of Inverse survey, eadutral surrey, khanapuri, or reoord writing. 
This has formed the subject of oarrespondenoe the result of whioh will probably be that toe 
amount charged by the Survey Department to the Dakhin Shtbaspur estate will have to be 
reduced. The Collector estimates that the amount properly debitable to these estates is 
Be. 26,278. 

But this total is Be. 2,639-1-5 less than the total given by Colonel Strehan (Bs. 49,886*7} 
for the work on both the Government estates and this estate. 


86. StttUmnt .— The Settlement Officer, Baba Pyari Mohan Bose, joined 
his appointment on the 21st December 1889. From that time till September 1890 
he was engaged partly in tho settlement of Government estates, partly in 
settling disputes, in smoothing the way for tho survey party in Dakhin Shabdz- 
pur, in reconciling differences which arose between the survey amfns and 
the tenants, and supervising and testing tho kbanapuri work of those amfns. 
The work that remained to be done on tho 1st of October .1890, the work 
done during the year under report, and the work that remained to be done at 
the end of the year, is described by the Collector thus :—* 


(a) On the 1st October 1890 the work which remained to be done was— 

(A) Cadastral survey of '24 square miles. (NWe.—There was au area of 6 85 square 

miles “ char ” land of which cadastral survey was not needed; hence difference 
between area by traverse and area by cadastral survey.) 

(B) Khanapuri and reoord writing inclusive of inking in and completing the map*, 

estimating area, and preparation of tracings of 24 villages covering area of 
107‘22 square miles. 

(C) The settlement work of the whole ostate. 

(D) The preparation of oopiee of reoords for the tenants and the Golleotor. 

(b) Within the year, 1st October 1890 to 30th September 1891, the work actually done 
by the Settlement Officer was— 

(A) Cadastral survey of *24 square milos. 

(B) Kbanapuri, inking in ana completion of maps, estimating of area oompleted for 

the 24 villages noted above, record writing completed for 13 villages out 
of the 24 (area of the 13 being 33 08 square miles). 


For the other villages khatians and tcryes were partly written, but tho Settle¬ 
ment Officer cannot give the exact amount remaining to be done on 1st 
October 1891. TraoingB prepared of maps of 23 villages out of the 24. 

(0) The settlement work done in tho year was as follows 

(a) Attestation and reoord of renta completed in 11 villages oovoring an area of 

14‘49 square miles. 

(b) First publication of records mode with respect to six villagos oovering area of 

2*09 sauaromiles. . 

(e) Final publication made with reepeot to three villages oovering area of *30 
square miles. 

(rf) Number of tenants wty»c rights have been recorded and status determined is 
8,067; this is the number of tenants in the 11 villages (u). 

* (e) One hundred and twenty-one suits (99 for settlement of fair rents with respect 
to 690 tenants, and 22 suits on other questions) disposed of. Forty-two 
boundary disputes and 114 miscellaneous petitions of objection were also 
disposed of. Besides, the Settlement Officer also claims that he disposed 
summarily of a large number of verbal objections of which the only reoord 
is the corrections made in tho records when snoh wero^ound to be needed. 
(D) Collectors’ oopiee of reoords of tho three villages (C) were prepared. 


87. The small outturn of settlement work is explained as follows:— 




one had been washed away oomplotely by the river after the survey, and no settlement work 
was called for with respect to it. The reoords of flte villages covering area of 12*20 square 
miles were received in such an Incomplete state that it waa found necessary to depute amine to 
revise them, lie remaining eight villages of which the reoords were reoeived from the survey 
party are included in (Ga). The six in (CA) and three in (Ce) form part of these ’right. 
The remaining three in (Ga) are three villages of wbioh the khanapun and record writing 
were done danng the year under review under supervision of the Settlement Officer. The 
reoords of other vOlagee of whioh the khanapuri was made by him could not be got ready 
for attestation daring the year.

needed. 

89. The expenditure incurred by the Survey Department is far in excess 
of the estimates. The existing rents of the raiyats are accepted as fair, but it 
does not follow thut the rental payable to the proprietors of the estate by 
howladars and other tenure-holders, the amount or whose rent will be settled 
on tho basis of the rentals payable by the under-raiyats to them, will not be 
increased. 

90. I visited Dakhin Shabdzpur once during the year, and again since 
the close of tho yoar, and inspected the work of khanapuri and attestation. 
Tho khanapuri, which is very complicated in Backergunge, and the work of 
attestation appeared to me to have been carefully done. The standard of 
attestation winch tho Assistant Settlement Officer has endeavoured to work up 
to is 1,600 plots a day. 


Chittagong Division. 

Scrail Pargana Wartfs Estate in Tippcra. 

91. The survey of this estate was undertaken by a detachment of No. 2 
l'arty, Survey of Iudia, in Novembor 1889. Tho total area under survey, was 
180,664 acres, contained in 299 villages. To the end of September 1890 
tho survoy party bad finished tho traverso survey, as also the kiatwar survey, of 
166,882 acres, and tho record-writing of 125,696 acres; tho remainder 
was completed during tho year under roport, but it was not till Sep¬ 
tember 1890 that the Survey Department sent in their first batch of records 
for 26 villages only. The settlement operations commenced in November 
1890. The records of 280 villages with an area of 128,722 acres were 
made over to tho Settlement Officer up to tho end of the year under report. 
Of theso 31, with an area of 3,378 acres, were received in the previous year. 
During tho year, fair rents were sottlod and the rights were rocorded of 
15,773 tenants holding an urea of 37,089 acres; to this must be added au 
urea of 9,913 acres, which was cither khas patit or belonged to landlords other 
than the Court of Wards, so that the total area of tho villages settled was 47,002 
ucres. Of tho tenants recorded as under the Court of Wards, 714, with an 
urea of 0,042 acres, were cultivating tenure-holders, and 15,059, with an area 
of 30,447 acres, settled raiyats. There were also 1,221 under-raiyats, with 
739 acres. An increaso of Rs. 16,870 was obtained in the rental, partly by the 
assessment of qxcoss lands found in the possession of tenants, and partly by 
assessment at preyailing rates, of lands held at less than those rates; but this 
amount is liablo to alteration after publication of the draft jamabandi and the 
disposal of objections. 

92. Tho total cost of survey to end of tho year was Rs. 99,168, or annas W 
au acre, for an area of 180,664 acres, out of which Rs. 27,876 were expended 
during tho your. The settlement cost Rs. 13,533, or 4 annas 7 pies an acre, 
on an area of 47,002 acres. The settlement work is reported to have 
proceeded without any difficulties. Deputy Collector Babu Kali Shankar Sen 
lias throughout boon iu charge of the proceedings and was on lour 125 days. 
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98. I inspected the work once daring the year, in April lest. It seemed 
to me that the work of attestation and settlement was being well done, but the 
number of days spent by the Settlement Officer on tour is quite insufficient. 

Orissa Divimqx. 

■Kwmg. 

94. The surrey of this estate, which appertains to the Burdwan Raj and 
contains an area of 146,804 acres, was completed previous to the year under 
report. During the year under review the rent of 28,841 tenants and 3,000 
under-raiyatB had been recorded, leaving a balance of 7,014 to bo dealt with 
at the end of the year. Of ten boundary disputes instituted, nine were 
decided. Besides these, 2,738 objections relating to mutation of names, 
classification of soil and rent-free tenures and holdings were disposed of. The 
Settlement Officer, Babu Chandra Nath Ghosh, was on tour 181 days. The 
settlement has, it is reported, been completed, and the final report is promised 
shortly. The settlement was mado amicably, the rents being adjusted by calcu¬ 
lating the village rates on, the land ascertained by measurement, by the 20 
dusti podika. During the half-year ending September 1891, the Settlement 
Officor was principally occupied in settling rent-free tenures and in record¬ 
ing the rent of the uuder-raiyats, most of whom, it is said, cultivate lands of 
the ldkhirajdars on the half-produce system. An increase of Rs. 7,192 has 
been obtained on the previous rental of Rs. 1,08,050. The cost of survey to 
end of the year under report was Rs. 50,648 and of settlement Rs. 21,272, out 
of which Rs 13 and Rs. 5,496, respectively, were expended during the year, 
the details of which will be found in Appendix A. Where the application of tho 
village rates to the area by tho 20 dutti podika resulted in a reduction of rents, 
the Settlement Officer was instructed, in accordance with tho recent orders of 
the Board and of Government, to adhere to the existing rent, and therefore 
had to revise the rentals of some individual raiyats, whoso rentals would bo 
reduced by strict application of village rates to survey areas. I have recently 
inspected tho work at Mossagai. The khanapuri and attestation appeared to me 
to have been carefully done. A separate report has beon submitted to the 
Board, on the question of the assessment of rent and resumption of towfir rent- 
free lands. 


Kanika. 

95. During the year Mr. Srinath Dutt was in charge of tho settlement of 
the Kanika estate from 1st October,J 890 to 14th May 1891, when he was 
transferred to Burdwan. Mr. Sakhawat Ilossein was placed in charge on 3rd 
July 1891. Mr. Srinath Dutt was 73 days on tour, and Mr. Sakhawat Ilossein 
85 days. The estimated area of tho estate is 282,240 acres, including 104,320 
acres of jungle, which latter was surveyed on the 4 V scale. 

96. Up to 30th September 1890 an area of 163,630 acres was cadastral Iy 
surveyed, the balance 14,290 acres having been surveyed during tho year under 
jreport. Of the 632 villages comprised in the estate, the records of 440 were 
made oyer to the Settlement Officer up to September 1890, and 137 during the 
year under report. Mr. Srinath Dutt recorded the existing refits and the status 

> of 7,848 tenants. He submitted rate reports for 129 villages, which, however, 
the Board wore not prepared to accept, because it was thought that the enhance¬ 
ment of rent which would result from the proposed rates was too largo. 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein was directed to submit a revised rate report, which ho has 
done since the dose of the year for 511 villages, but the Board, as now consti¬ 
tuted, has been unable to accept Mr. Sakhawat Hoasein’s proposed rates bocause 
the proposed settlement would appear to be too lenient .to tbe raiyats. 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein was principally engaged during the portion of the year 
when he was in charge, in preparing his rate report. His proposals, if accepted, 
would result in an increase of Rs. 10,704 on a present rental of Rs. 89,344. The 
Settlement Officer will now, in accordance with the Board’s order, have again 
to justify his proposed rates, and possibly to revise tbe rentals of some ol. the 
raiyats. 

97. I visited Kanika once during the year, and examined the work 
of attestation done by Mf. Srinath Dutt. I found that the areas of holdings 
resulting from sarvey, and the new rentals entered ugainst their names 

n 2 
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which were supposed to hare been explained by Mr. Srinath Dutt, had 
not been understood by some of the raiyats whom I examined, and I instructed 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein in such eases to hare the attestation done over again. 
He checked and completed the attestation of 31 rillagea containing 15,087 
khasra entries, disposed of 1,103 objections and of some important boundary 
disputes during the year. The settlement is an amicable one. It is not 
conducted under any law. The Court of Wards as landlord demands whaterer 
rent it thinks equitable. If the raiyats accept the proposed rents, the 
settlement is concluded; if the raiyats decline to pay enhanced rents, the 
enhancements must be sued for in the Rent Courts. The total cost of surrey 
to end of tho year was Rs. 66,399, and of settlement Rs. 8,965-12-2. 

PRIVATE ESTATES. 

Bubdwan Divibion, 

Private Estates in Midnapore. 

98. ' During tho year under report there were 11 settlements under Chap¬ 
ter X of the Tenancy Act on the file of the Settlement Officer, Babu Rajendra 
Nath Roy, whoso head-quarters were at Midnapore. They were—-

the details of which will be found in appendices A and B of this report. Two 
estates, Chowrachak No. 365 and Uttampore, were struck off on the application 
of the proprietors. 

(1) Kesiari. —ThiH is a long pending settlement. Orders were issued for 
revision of the settlement records prepared by the late Settlement Officer, Babu 
Bissessur Banerjee, on the ground of irregularities in his proceedings, which, 
however, woro uphold by the Special Judge on appoal in the case of four out 
of tho 41 villages comprised in tho estate. The parties in the remaining 
villages have come to an amicable settlement. The final report is pending 
compilation of the statistics which are now being collected. 

(2) Our Moyna , (3) Dakhin Moyna ) (4) Sudampore , (5) Gur Safat. —The final 
reports of these estates were submitted during the year under report. There 
wore appeals to the Special Judge against<tho decisions of the Settlement Officer 
in respect of estates Dakhin Moyna and Gur Safat; the orders passed on these 
appeals by tho Special Judge have been carried out, whilst the appeals in the 
coses of estate Sudampore were partly dismissed and partly withdrawn. 

(6) Ohangrachak or Chowi%chak No. 363, (7) Nemuck Mehal , (9) Srikanta 
Kalaganda , (10) Benagalsia. —The measurements of these estates were finished 
in May last and wore tested by the Settlement Officer. In August following 
cases for determining tho length of tho local measuring poles and the dimen¬ 
sions of tho local bighas wore locally decided, and the work of recording 
rights and rents was taken up in September and is now in progress. 

(8) Belabaria. —Tho work was commenced hero in December 1890 and was 
completed during tho year under report. An appeal is now pending before the 
Special Judge regarding a boundary dispute, the hearing of which is fixed 
for the 4th Novembor 1891. 

(11) Maguri.—' The completion of the proceedings in this estate is pending 
result of an appeal to the Special Judge in respect of three out of the five 
villages comprised in the estate, in connection with the length of the local 
measuring poles, and the dimensions of the local bighas. 

99. During the year the Settlement Officer was in camp 106 days, which, 
considering that he has allowed the settlement of these estatos to be unneces¬ 
sarily prolonged, is altogether insufficient. He was, however, also employed 
on road cess, and other work during port of the year. 

Mollarport Estate in Birbhum. 

100. This is a permanently-settled estate, owned, by Mohant Gopal Das* 
as patnidar under the Maharajah of Burdwan, and is situated in the district of 
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Birbhum. The surrey and record of rights were authorised under Government 
notification dated 5th November 1889, because of disputes likely to end in 
a breach of the peace. The estate contains an area of 23,590 acres comprised 
in forty-five villages. The survey by plane-table commenced in January 1890 
under the supervision of Munshi Nundji, who also had charge of the com¬ 
pletion of the settlement of the Dubalhati estates, and of' the measurement 
of some villages belonging to the Hardia Indigo Factory in Champaran. 
Up to 30th September 1890 an area of 21,711 acres was surveyed, and the 
remainder 1,819 acres was surveyed during the year under report. The 
survey and khanapuri having been finished in October 1890, the work of 
computation of field areas, checking areas by summation of fields, by com¬ 
parison with ‘statement of village areas, and attestation was done during the 
year under report. Five boundary disputes were disposed of before, and 26 
during, the year. 

101. . Fixation and settlement of rents .—I inspected, in February 1891, the 
work of khanapuri and attestation, which appeared to me to have been earofully 
done, and having enquired into the questions in dispute between the mohant 
and his tenants, suggested certain terms of compromise, which the Settlement 
Officer reports the Collector disapproved of, on the ground that they were likely 
to load to enhancements, whioh he thought the mohant was not entitled to. As 
the landlord and tenants themselves hesitated and asked for numerous adjourn¬ 
ments, thereby prolonging the proceedings and increasing tho expense, the 
Settlement Officer was finally instructed to proceed to settle fair rents judicially 
in accordance with the law. He settled the rents of 131 raiyats during the your, 
with the result that the existing rental of these raiyats, Rs. 1,726, was increased 
to Rs. 2,003. The Settlement Officer expected that settlement of rents of tho 
remaining 3,866 raiyats would havo been completed by the end of January 
1892, but has not yet submitted the final report.

103. The Settlement Officer’s hoad-quarters was at Mollarpore. lie was 
on tour 146 days during the year under report in the Mollarpore estate, 43 days 
in Dubalhati, and 7 in Champaran. 

Rajshahi Division. 

Dubalhati Estates in Rajshahi. 

104. The final report of tho survey and settlement of these estates 
was submitted to the Board with this office No. 200TA, dated the 2nd 
February 1892. 

105. A survey and the preparation of a record of rights was sanctioned 
under section 101, sub-section 2(a), owing to the existence of serious disputes 
between the Rajah of Dubalhati ana his tenants regarding the rent and area 
of holdings. The necessary notification was published in the Calcutta Gazette 
of the 20th December 1887, but 17 villages were subsequently added to the list 
under separate notifications, dated, respectively, the 25tn July, 25th September, 
and 16th October 1889. 

106. The surrey by plane-table was commenced in March 1888 and ended 
in March 1890. Tne settlement was begun in Novomber 1889 and was 
finished iu August 1891. 
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107. The survey operations extended over a tract containing a total area 
of 41,794 acres, of which 4,136 wore subsequently excluded from the survey. 
The area that came under settlement was 37,758 acres, classified thus :—

108. The total number of objections filed under section 106 was'2,073, of 
which 102 were disposed of during, and the balance before, the commencement 
of, the year. Tho total number of applications for settlement of rent under 
section 104, clause (2), was 162, of which 73 wore disposed of during the 1 
yoar under report. Tho total number of tenants in the estate is 8,497, and 
the amount of fair rent settled is Rs. 86,295. Of this the fair rents of 3,797 , 
tenants, amounting to Rs. 38,047, was settled during the year. 

109. The settlement has resulted in an increase of rental amounting to 
Rs. 18,167, the new rental being Rs. 86,295 and the old Rs. 68,128, while the 
Government revenue is only Rs. 21,602.

Private Estates in Tippera. 

112. Jowar Alakdia Durgapur, —This is a small ostate belonging to the 
Maharajah oi Hill Tippera. Rates were determined in November 1800 after 
disposal of the objections presented by the raiyats, and draft khatmns were 
published in May 1891, the records being finally published in September 1891. 
The estate has an area of 1,264 acres in eight villages. The survey, which 
was finished before September 1890, cost Rs. 857-7-3 and settlement Rs. 226-8-2. 
An increase of Rs. 1,099 has been obtained in the rental, and is duo to the 
assessment of excess land. Deputy Collector Babu Rajani Kumar Datta, who 
is in charge of settlement work in the district, had his head-quarters at Comilla 
and was out on tour on settlement work on this and othor estates for 125 days. 

Buagali'us Division. 

Sonthal Parganas private samindar's Estates. 

113. The survey and settlement of 18 private permanently-settled estates 
in this district, comprising 1,430 villages, with an area of 441,510 acres, of which 
203,018 arc cultivated and 238,492 uncultivated, was in progress during 
the year. 

(a) Survey. —The work that remained to bo done at the close of the field 
season 1889-90 was the survey and measurement of 420 villages. On the 1st 
November 1890 the Settlement Officer, Mr. Cravon, took the field with two 
assistants, Babus Ras Bohary Dutt and Jogendra Chandra Bhanja. There were 
three field parties, one being under the immediate charge of the Settlement 
Officer and the two others under the two assistants. In the middle of December 
a third Assistant Settlement Officor, Babu Baloram Das Gupta, was appointed 
to relieve the Settlement Officor of the personal cliargo of his party, winch was 
then working in the Jamtara subdivision. The supervising staff was further 
strengthened in February last by the appointment of a kiiriuugo to each 
party. The party working under Babu Ras Bohary Dutt, in tho Qodda sub¬ 
division, surveyed the boundaries and measured in detail tho fields of 176 
villages, .covering an area of 31,709 acres of cultivated land and 12,753 acres 
of uncultivated land comprised in 103,900 plots. ThoDuinka party under 
Babu Jogendra Chandra Bhanja surveyed the boundaries and meusurod in 
detail 66 mauzas, consisting of 13,606 acres of cultivated land and 20,560 
'acres of uncultivated land, tho whole area being comprised in 07,400 plots. 
The party in Jamtara under Babu Baloram Das Gupta surveyed the boundaries 

*. of, and measured in detail, 178 villages, with an area of 29,160 acres of culti¬ 
vated land and 49,376 acres of uncultivated, consisting of 210,000 plots. The 
boundaries were surveyed with plane-table. Tho writing up of tho khasras 
and the plotting of the fields was done on the field as tho work proceeded. The 
field work of tho three parties was completed on the dates below mentioned -

(b) Fixation of rents .—Rules for fixing rents were drafted and published 
within the second half of the year under report, and were approved by His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, who also issued instructions for the guidance 
of the Settlement Officor. The rents of 55,000 holdings had to bo revised 
and recalculated in accordance with these rules; this work was (lone by the 
end of August 1891. Besides attending to office work, tho Settlement Officer 
was'engaged in drawing up proceedings, fixing the assessments, and in making

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enquiries as to the fitness of certain headmen. The rents fixed bare been 
accepted without objection. To the end of the year under report draft khatians 
have been published for 574 out of the 1,430 villages. The work is expected 
to be prolonged beyond October 1891, by which time it was anticipated 
that it would have been finished. The delay is attributed to the want of 
forms indented for in February, and not supplied by the Stationery Office up 
to date of the Settlement Officer’s report. Tne total expenditure to the end of 
tho year was Rs. 1,23,078. An increase of rent of Rs. 55,491-12-0 was obtained 
on a previous rental of Rs. 1,59,326-6.

115. I was in charge of tho Department up to tho beginning of August, 
when I wont on leave. 

Mr. Maude was in chargo of the office for the rest of tho year. 

I was on tour 104 days. Mr. Maude did no touring. 

116. From tho abstract annoxod it will be seon (1) that tho total aroa of 
Government estatos and temporarily-settled tracts under survey and settlement, 
during tho year, was 9,090 squaro miles, of which 2,381 miles had been survey¬ 
ed prior to, and 1,397 miles wore surveyed during the yoar under report; the 
total expenditure on survey and settlement from the beginning of the operations 
to the end of tho year being Rs. 13,04,875, and the increase of rovenuo actually 
obtained being Rs. 1,10,078, or 8-44 per cent, on the outlay. This amount 
does not represent anything like tho increase that will bo obtained when tho 
settlement operations are completed in Chittagong, Orissa, and Jalpaiguri, 
which are expcctod to yield an increase of revenue amounting to about eight 
lacs of rupeos in addition to what has been actually obtained; (2) the total 
aroa of wards’ estates under settlement is 1,995 square miles ; tho increase 
of rental actually obtained amounted to 6*96 per cent, on the outlay; and (3) 
tho total aroa of private, permanontly-settlod estates, undor survey and settle¬ 
ment was 816 Bquare miles (incluBivo of tho Sonthal Parganas estates), the 
incroaBo of rental obtainod being 42*49 per cent, on tho outlay. 

117. From a revonue point of view, it is hoped that these results may 
bo considered to be satisfactory. There has nowhere been any serious opposi¬ 
tion to tho proceedings, nor has any serious dissatisfaction with tho results 
boon expressed, on the part of either the landlords or tenants concerned.

To—Tho Oommissioncr of the Orissa Division. 

With reference to the Government Circular No. 15TA, dated the 17th October 1891 
calling for a report on tho progress made in survey and settlement of Orissa for the half- 
year ending 30th September 1891,1 have the honour to submit the following report. 

2. There has beon some delay in submitting this report, due to the fact that while on 
leave at Darjeeling His Honor tho Licutenant-Qovomar drew my attention to oertain errors 
and discrepancies which wero found to exist in 'the figures contained in the progress report 
submitted for previous months, and I was anxious on my return (on the 2nd November) to 
reooncile thoso errors before submitting the present report. 

3. The area of the three districts is given differently by different authorities, and 
I have met with very great diffioultios in my endeavours to get at anything like aoourate 
figures for tho three districts. It was only on the 17th November that I got the corrected 
figures for Cuttaok. I liavo in tho present return adhered, and intend in future to adhere, 
to tho areas given in tho rovenuo survey records. These figures are more likely to be 
accurate than those taken from other sources. 

4. 1 givo in the margin tho area of each of the three districts of Cuttaok, Puri, and 

Ht uaro miio> Balosoro. I think it advisable, howevor, to treat eaoh district 

Cuttack .'"TJtt '**■ in detail, os the mattor is Bomewhat complicated by the faot 

>*">> . that in some cases the area of Angul and Banki has been 

1 _ included within tho nrea of tho Cuttaok distriot, while in other 

Total ... 9 ,hi coses tho area of these two estates has been exoluded. Then, 

again, the entire area of Kanika has been taken as lying 
within tho ambit of the Cuttack district. This is not so. A large portion (177 square miles) 
of this estuto falls within tho umbit of the district of Balasore. 

5. In I'uri, also, a small portion of the permanently-settled area has been surveyed 
without tho previous knowledge or consont of tho District Officers, and this area has been 
included in tho returns and statements prepared and submitted by the Burvoy Department, 
but which do not find a place in the roturns and statements submitted by my offioe, and these 
discrepancies have hitherto oauBed confusion in our returns.

The permanent-settled area still unsurveyed would, therefore, be 794 square miles, 
of whioh 775 would bare to be a new, and 19 square miles a revision survey. 

9. The reoent Government orders state that only such of the permanently-settled area 
as oome “ within our stride" while surveying the temporary-settled area should be oadastrally 
surveyed. A map aooomponies this report, giving the exact position of oaoh of the perma¬ 
nent-settled estates. There are really, ia my opinion, only two estates that may be said 
not to oome within our stride, vis;—

All the other pennanent-settlod estates in my opinion oomo within the definition given 
in His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor’s note of 19th October 1891, aud will have to bu 
surveyed, and a record of rights.undertaken. As an Appondix to this report I give the names 
of all permanent-settled estates in each of the three districts of Outtuok, Puri, nnd 
Balasore in statements X, Y, Z, and the reasons in detail why, in my opinion, a surrey and 
record of rights seems necessary in oaoh caso. ' 

10. The total teraporariiy-settlod area in Guttook is given as 3,094 squaro milos. Of 
this, 999 square miles included iu Angul and Banki have been surveyed ond settled prior 
to 1890-91, and would, therefore, huvo to be excluded, leaving an area of 2,095 square miles. 
Of this area 344 square miles including either tho whole, or a portion, of 18 pergunnahs 
comprising tho irrigated tracts, was cadsstrally surveyed in 1878 ; but as a revision survey 
of this area is noceesary, I have not excluded those three hundred and forty-four ( 344 ) 
square miles from tho area to bo surveyed. ^Tho figures would, however, stand ns follows :— 
New survey 1,751 square miles, revision survey 314 sauaro milos. Of this 1,751 squaro 
miles where a new survey was necessary tho cadastral survey of 257 squaro milos was 
completed by the close of tho nast son^n 1890-91. There would, therefore, remain 1,494 
square miles of new survoy still nnfimshod, and 341 squaro miles of revision survey. Tho

The total orca of Puri, it will be seen, is given in the Survey Records os 2,406 square miles. 
This includes Kliorda anil nil the permanent-settled estates. Of this area 192 square miles 
are permanent-settled and 2,604 are temporarily-settled estates. 

12. The two permanent-settled estates (1) Audhari, No. 6 in map, (2) Manikpatna, 
No. 2 in map, wore surveyed prior to my arrivul in the distriot. This survey was undertaken 
by tho Survey Department under a mistaken impression that the permnnent-settled estates 
wore to bo surveyed. The aroa thus surveyed amounts to 86 squaro miles; and now that 
the work bus been oomploted, and I understand the records are ready and aro lying in the 
Survey Office, 1 think the boBt ooureo would be for Government to order a record of rights in 
these two estates. If tho area of these two above-mentioned estates are deducted from the 
total permnnent-sottled area (that is 192 square miles minuB 96 square miles), wo would still 
have left 166 square miles of permanent-sett lod estates in Puri remaining to ho survoyed. 
The situation of the four remaining estates (Nos. 1, 3, 4, and ft in tho map) aro given in tho 
noeompanying map of Puri. It will he seen that the area is small, vis., 156 square miles, 
and considering the situation of the estutoB, 1 think a reoord of rights should be made of 
those four estates. 

13. The temporarily-settled area in Puri is givon as 2,304 square milos. Of this 
972 square miles of Kliorda has already keen surveyed and settled, and must therefore be 
oxoluded, leaving nn area of 1,302 square miles, which had to bo surveyed. 

14. Of tho 1,332 square miles, 689 square miles have been oadastrally snrveyed during 
the Beuson 1890 9l, leaving nn area of 643 square miles to bo survoyed in tho coining senson. 
Of this area, however, the Chilka lake oovers 344 square miles. Tho actual cadastral work 
will not extend over 840 square miles.

Tho total nroa of Dalosore is given as 2,234 square miles. Of this 411 square miles an 
permanent-settled and 1,823 square miles are temporary-settled estates. Of the permanent* 
settled area, viz.. 411 square milee, 177 square miles, the portion of Kanika word’s estate, lying 
within llalosore, was surveyed in season 1889-90, and is now, I believe, under settlement. H 
Ibis area is deducted from tho total permanent-settled area, we have left an area, of 
411—177 =234 square miles. 'I hi- area consists of 10 small estates, all of which fall within 
the definition given in mrngmph 13 of Jlis Honor the Lieutenafit-Qover-ior’s note, dated 19th 
October 1891, that is, they came “ within our stride ” when surveying the temporary-settled 































area. In fact, in 8 oat of 10 estate* the permanent-fettled villages are, I believe, interlaced with 
temporary-settIod villages, and in these 8 coses there can be no doubt about its being 
absolutely necessary to make a survey and record of rights. In the tap remaining oases 
(parganas Bhograi, No. 6 in map, and Fatohabnd, No. 1 in map, respectively 1, it will be 
seen on a reference to the map that they are surrounded by temporary-settled areas, and in 
my opinion must be brought under survey and a record of rights made. I am unable to give 
the area of eooh individual estate, aa this is unknown to me at present. Even in the two 
mahals, Bhograi, No 5 in the map, and Fatehabad, No I in the map, the entire jpargana is 
not held under a.permanent lease. Only portions of the porgana, it is said, are held under 
permsnent-scttled tenure, and until I ascertain the area of the villages held and under s 
permanent lease, I cannot give the area of eaoh individual estate. But the total area has 


16. The teiqporarily-settled area amounts to 1,823 square miles, and no portion of this 
area has been surveyed up to dote. In fact, no cadastral or traverse survey has been made up 
to date in Bnlasoro. All that has been done is that 286 square miles have been demar¬

It will be seen that every considerable progress has been made in demoroation work 
since tho 30th Juno 1801. The Government in their letter No. 4JIT—It, dated 23rd Sep¬ 
tember 1891, intimated that they expected 1,400 squaro miles to bo cadastrally surveyed in 
the current yoar, and a furthor area of 1,400 squaro guiles to bo travorsed ahead ready for 
cadastral survey in the coming season. I was therefore called upon to get 2,800 square milos 
demaroatod. 1 nt first thought this would bo impossible, moro so, that during ‘the rains, 
• p. h. amu. r. 8. area, owing to tho country being moro or less under wator, little 
or no work could bo undertaken. I have, however, been able 
to got 812 squaro miles* demarcated and ready for tho 
traverso camp to tako tho field whonovor they may begin 
work. In addition to the 852 square miles, of whfch the 
demarcation has boon completed, demarcation work is in 
progress in 28 parganas in Cuttaok and three parganas in Balasorc, and I aspect to 
t r. a «ro». T. s. nrua. have a further area of 85,8 squaro miles ready for the 
travorso camp by tho 31st December 1891. We will there¬ 
fore have l.TlOt square miles ready for traverse camp by 
the 31st. December. To enable mo to complete the area 
expeoted of me I will have to demarcato another 1,090 square 
milos, and 1 have very little doubt this con be done by the 

end of .February. 

Tho demarcation of Puri lias boon completed as far os the temporarily-settled area is 
concerned. This of course does not inoludo the 335 square miles of lake Chilko. I have 
given instructions to the Assistant Settlement Officer to demarcate tho 156 square miles of 
permanently-settled area during the current month. £von if it is decided not to cadastrally 
survey tho remaining four pormanentiy-settlod estates, the demoroation of the area will have 
to be mado in any cose to enable us to complete our maps. 

I understand His Honor to say that he wantod the survey of Cuttack*to be taken in 
hand before we put our hand to llalosore. With this object iu view I have made arrange¬ 
ments to get tho ontiro temporary-settled area in Cuttack demarcated during the current 
season. And have also taken steps to got quite 800 to 900 square miles demarcated in

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Balaam aa well. I dull find no difficulty in future in keeping the demarcation work quite 
1,000 to 1,400 square mile* ahead of the traverse. 

Final order* with regard to the permanent-settled area in Orissa have not been received 
up to date. X have therefore hitherto restriotod the demarcation of the permanent-settled area 
to such estate* as come within the irrigated area. 1 hare very little doubt, however, that 
pargana Aul, No. 24 in the map, will eventually have to be surveyed, and I have there- 
fore given order* to have this area demarcated in anticipation of the Government orders. 

The entire staff of nine offioers made over to me will be engaged in attestation and soil 
maps of the 1,048 (1,035 square miles shown was wrong, and the Survey Department has 
sines supplied oorreoted figure*, whioh is 1,048) square miles, which have been oadaetrally 
surveyed, and of whioh we have reoeived, or are about to reoeive, the rooords. 1 have no 
offioer available to take up and dispose of the boundary dispute* that will crop up when th* 
1,400 square miles are under survey. In the Director’* notes without number and date, but 
whioh was evidently written in February lost, and whioh contains a detail estimate for the 
Orisaa survey and settlement, in paragraph 59 Ur. Finuoane makes provision for two offioers 
to do demarcation work, and also to supervise field work of amtns and dispose of boundary 
disputes. His Honor has given mo ono Sub-Deputy to do demarcation work. And this 
offioer when he joins will.be put in ohorge of the demarcation. But I havo no offioer to 
supervise the field work of over 1,400 square miles or to take up tho boundary dispute oases. 
During the past yoar only 1,048 square miles were under survey, and there were 646 boun¬ 
dary dispute eases filed. This year the area to be surveyed, both cadastral and travorse, 
amounts to 2,800 square miles, and the number of boundary disputes will he quite 1,800 
to 2,000. These oases will have to be taken up on the spot and disposed of, and 1 hope the 
Government will see their way to sending mo at least two officers to dispose of thoso oases 
and also to supervise the amine at work in tho field. 1 don’t think that highly-paid offloors 
are neoessary for work of this kind. But they must bo offioers who have had some know¬ 
ledge of revenue work. It is excellent training for an offioer who is to bo put to settlement 
work tho following yoar.

The statement A given in paragraph 4 of the Government letter No. 465TII, dated 
the 24th September 1891, has been filled in, and is given as an appendix to this report.

Iterord Received ( C). 

Tho figures given in columns 10 and 11, “ Records received by tho Assistant Settlement 
Offioers,” oio taken from the Survey Department returns. They do not agree with oolumn 
19 of statement B. The truth is, tho Survey Department state that they have handed over 
1,301 reoords, while the Assistant Settlement Offioers only acknowledge to have reoeived 
1,160 rooords. The differenoe is 141. 

Some two months ago a differeneotof this kind was detected by me, and on going into 
tho matter.I found that tho Survey Department enter in their returns all records dupalched, 
while the Assistant Sottloment Offioers only enter, in the return submitted by them, those 
reoords which here been actually received. 1 have written to the Survey Department to say 
that in future they must not enter in thoir returns any records as having been mode over 
‘until tho receipt from tho Assistant Settlement Offioer for suoh reoords is in thoir hands. 
Unless this is done there will be endless confusion.

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correct. I can of course give the information after collecting it from the road cess paper*, 
bat these will not be aocarate, and moreover the rood oese papers in thia district are nine 
years old. 

1 have added oolumns 19 and 20, in whioh I have given the number of villages for 
which records have been reooived and the number of tenants in these villages. It will be 
seen that I have added a column No. 5, showing the total number of villages surveyed up to 
date. This will enablo us to ascertain how many reoords are still due from the Surrey 
Department. 

It will be soen that 2,243 villages have been surveyed (column 5). Of ‘this number we 
have received (column 19) the records of 1,160 villages. The number of reoords therefore 
which aro still with the Survey Department amounts to 1,083. These records, I am informed, 
will be in my hands by the 15th December 1891. 

I have also added three new oolumns, Nos. 12, 13 and 14, in whioh aro-given the number 
of plots iu tho area, the number attested up to 31st Maroh, and the number attested during 
the half-year under report.

August and Heptomber, when Mr. Ag&sti and 
Mr. Mnkhurji loft. Ho had to soe to the 
tsiiindnry dispute* and utlottuiion of all three 
of thoir circles. Hi* time hung taken up else 
whore, he was unable to devote his entire time 
to attestation in Unhang, hence the apparent 
smallness of work when compared with Mr. 
Ahmed, who was in uninterrupted charge of 
Karraalu. 

Mr. H CL Hoy was engaged in attestation for 
Nuveu days only, giving an average outturn of 
403 plots per day. 


The rate of progress in attestation is much impeded owing to the numerous errors 
that aro fouud to exist in tho khasras supplied by the Surrey Department up to 30th 
September 1891. It will bo seen that 138,042- plots were attested (nolumu 3 of the state¬ 
ment given above). Out of this number, the Assistant Settlement Officers report that over 
34 per cent, were found to be incorrootly recorded. 

Tho tenants, on being oallod upon to hear the entries read out to them, state that they 
were uot present when the survey was made; that tho amine would give them no infor¬ 
mation, uua that they knew nothing about tho entries made against their names. I have beeu 
on the spot and soon muoh of tho attestation done before me. lu a large portion of the oases 
the attestation-writer has to go out into the fleld*and get almost evory plot identified. 

All this extra work, duo entirely to tho fact that tho reoonl* in their initial stage are, to say 
the least of it, carelessly done, takes up tho time of tho Assistant Settlement Officer uselessly. 
The idea that attestation is done by simply reading out to tho assembled tenants the number 
aud boundaries of the plots entered against the name of eaoh individual tenaut is a fallacy as 
for as Orissa is eonoeruod, and it was ou this that the estimate of work to bo done was based. * 

Tliis season l hope to have a jumabandi slip in use whioh each raiyat will havw in his 
possession, and iu whioh eaoh plot aud its boundary will be outered, and the tenant will be * 
thus given uu opportunity to get himself familiar with the plots put down to his namo, and * 
attestation will bo made more easy. But in the absonoo of these jamabandi slips, and when 
the khusros have been mode up without in any way consulting the tenant, the attestation 
oflioor has much trouble in getting an ignorant and pig-headed raiyat to consent to the entries 
enterod against his name. This extra work has thrown the attestation work back very muoh, 
and is tho cause of the poor outturn in many of the cirolos. 

Theu, again the preparation of soil maps, ond tho necessary statements oonnected with it, 
take up n lot of the time of the Assistunt Settlement Officer and his staff. I trust, therefore, 
that (he Assistant Settlement Officers will not be expected to turn out the same standard of 
wprk as that found possible in Chittagoug and elsewhere. As tho offioers become better 
acquainted with thoir work, a largo outturn of work may be expeoted, and I have no doubt 
duriug the coming season the outturn of work will be muoh higher. 

Khanapuri, 

The enclosed statement marked O and D will show tho progress made, in khanapuri in 
the area surveyed in the districts of Cuttaok and Puri up to 30th September 1891. In my 
opinion it would facilitate work and enable us to do our attestation much faster if the 
khanapuri were made over to the Settlement Department. This; I believe, has been done in 
Chittagong, and has answered admirably. I trust tho Government will let us do our 



own khanapiiri next year. X have under recent order* of Government u nderta k e n tbe 
khanapuri of the 363 square miles of the irrigated tracts in whioh revision survey is now 
in progress. 

Hr o ton of rent. 

The fixation of rent oan only he determined after the status of the tenants And the 
existing rents paid by raiyats have been ascertained and reoorded. For a record of the' statu* 
of the tenants, please see oolumn 10 of the statement B. *

No revised assessment of land revenue hu yet been made.

The patwAris that refused to attend the training.sohoola have been told that they have 
forfeited their appointments, and I would propose to dismiss all these men. Unless Govern¬ 
ment is prepared to do. this and act firmly in this matter, all hope of getting any work out of 
these pfttwAris had better be abandoned. 

In my letter No. 1421, dated the 26th September 1891, I have shown'that the looal 
patwAri is suoh a lasy, inoompolent man, that even though we get his services free, the oust of 
the area surveyed by him is almost doublo that of a paid agency. Tills is due to the fact 
that we have to keep up the samo number of ohainmen in cither oaso, whothor we utilise 
the servioes of tho patwAri or a professional amin, and the lazy, incompetent patwAri only 
surveys three to four sores a day, while the paid agency survey from 10 to 16 acres, hence 
the cost of the ohaiumon is more than doublod when patwAris’ services aro utilised. 

# 

Kdmngot. 

There are 25 kAnungos in Cuttack, 12 in Puri, and 12 in Balasoro. The kAnungoe 
in Puri were mado over to mo by tho Collector so far book os May last, and they have been 
employed in survey and settlement work. They have also carried out their own duties under 
an arrangement come to with the Colleotor. 

In Onttaok tho kAnungos have not been mado over to me as yet. I believe the Collector 
of Cuttaok is now prepared to do so, and four men reported themselves to mo on the 2nd 
November 1891. The remaining 21 mon bavo not reported themselves yet. 

In Balasore I have not yet token over either tho kAnungos or patwAris, as no snrvoy 
work has yet been undertaken in that distriot. 

I believe all the kAnungos are competent men, and will be ablo to supervise the work 
*of amius. I intend to use eight out of the 25 kAnungos of Cuttaok to suporviso tho khana¬ 
puri of the 363 square miles where a revision survey is in progross.

It will be notioed that the numbers pending in Tangi, Bahong, and Eannala rirolee are 
few. Moreover, all these oases that remain for disposal in these three circles are of aoom- 
plicatod nature, and in which the dispute cannot be settled till the As s is ta n t Settlement 
Officer is in possession of further evidence. 

The disputes in Jajatsinghpur and Fipli were not touohod by Mr. James Taylor

* mm!; iu»y appointed, to those ciroles have been instructed to take these 

»in«himr. disputes up and dispose of them. 

In addition to tho boundary disputes filed at the time of the cadastral survey, there 
are quite 717 disputes reported by the Demarcation In¬ 
spectors. These disputes refer to the l&t parganaa under 
demarcation (Cuttack 546 and 141 in Balasore).* I have at 
present no officer specially deputed to supervise demarcation 
work. The Direotor of Land Records in his note on the 
survey and settlement of Orissa put down two Assistant 
Settlement Officers for this work. His Honor tho Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor determined to place at my disposal two 
Sub-Deputy Collectors for this work (His Honor’s Note dated 
the 19th October 1891). Those two officers havp not yet joined. Fending their arrival these 
disputes will have to be disposed of by Mr. Son and Mr. Walsh, and this will impede tho work 
of attestation in their respective oirolos.

Ou the completion of tlm above pargaipis, the eamn was obliged to be moved south to 
Jsgatsiughpur, as no more traverse work uoay the locality wus ready; this necessarily mi used 
some delay. 

Detail survey operations were continued in tho pargnnas mentioned in the following

To—The OommisaiQner of the Chittagong Division. 

I Ravi the honour to submit herewith the half-yearly statements A and B, sailed for by 
the Government of Bengal in their letter No. 455T—R, of the 24th ultimo, and to make the 
follo wing report The statements sent relate to the half-year ending the 30th ultimo. 

2. Separate statements have been given for Old Thiua Bamoo, sinoe that settlement has 
always been treated apart in an office point of view from that of the Sadar subdivision. 

3. Besides forma A and B, I have prepared and now submit a third form (0), whiok 
shows for the varibOs areas which have been brought under the Tenancy Act the work done 
or to be done, that relating to the Government estates bung shown (so far as the work done 
is oonoerned) apart from mat concerning private estates. This form shows for Bamoo the 
reonlt in those villages where the assessment has been finished and the estimated result for the 
whole area. 

4. Information at to the work done by the Settlement Officer ami hit aesietants, showing the 
dittribution of mrk to each officer , hit head-quartirt, and the number of days he wat absent on tour. 

(a) During the period under review, 1 was Settlement Offioer till the recess began, via., 
till the 11th of July, when I was relieved by Hr. Allen on my being appointed to officiate as 
District and Sessions Judge of this distriot. The Settlement Offioer spent his time from the 1st 
of April till the reoess mainly in looking after the khanapuri, whioh was under his direot 
supervision, and on whioh about 120 amine a month were engaged. In addition to this the 
Settlement Offioer visited and inspected in the same time his assistants Mr. Allen and 
Bahu Durga Charon Ghost, and also supervised the work of the Khears office, where the 
records, vis., the khatisn and various other authorised forms, are written up. This office is at 
head-quarters and employs a large number of amla, at present on the average about 187. 
The head-quartore of the Settlement Officer and his assistants are at Chittagong, and during 
the half-year the Settlement Offioer was out on tour 65 davs. 

(b) Baba Jogendra Kumar Boso was the Assistant Settlement Offioer in oharge of Old 
ThAna Ramoo throughout the year under report, and was engaged in completing the attesta¬ 
tion, deciding disputes, and preparing the neoesaaiy figures for fair-rent dooisious. Us spent 
183 days out in oamp. During the half-year he attested 14,776 plots, thereby completing 
the work, disposed of 348 original civil suits, and 285 misoollanooua onsos. Against his 
decrees 29 appeals wore preferred, and so far os is at present known throe wore remanded, 
six wore dismissed, and one woe decreed. Besides this, ho submitted two fair-rent proposition 
statements. 

(r) Mr. C. G. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Collector, was the Assistant Settlement Offioer 
in charge of the Jaldi or South Banskkali and the An warm and Parko circles in the Sadar 
subdivision (mujmillis showing the various villages in oaoh Assistant Settlement Officer’s circle 
of the Sadar subdivision, ana othor particulars will be soot hereafter, but the Survey Office is 
unable to supply me with them in time for this report). These two oiroles comprise an area 
of 81‘8 square miles, of whioh the attestation for 31 square miles comprised in 15 villages was 
done during the period under report. In addition to this Mr. Allen disposed of 245 eases, of 
whioh throe wore appoaled against to the Special Judge, whose orders have not yet reoohed me. 
Mr. Allen, after finishing his survey oonrse, spent on actual settlement duty two months and 
17 days iuiamp, viz., from the 23rd of April to the 9th of July. 1 also occasionally utilized 
Mr. Allen in inspecting the khanapuri work of oortain amine who were employed iaphis 
circle. 

(d) Babu Durga Charan Ghose was in oharge throughout the half-year of the Bolgaon 
flirole in the Sadar subdivision, which comprises part ot the Banakhali thAua. and in area 
amounts 4o 70 square miles. Daring the half-year this offioer was out on tour 3 mouths and 

■ 12 days (from April 1st to July the 12th), and besides disposing of 1,308 gases did the attes- 
* tation of 50,103 plots, oovering an area of 22 3 square miles in 26 villages. The attestation 
in this circle, whioh remains to be done after the dose of the half-year, amouuts to 02,687 plots. 
This officer on his return to head-quarters in July was transferred to the General Department 
temporarily, but managed, while oarryiug on his ordinary magisterial duties, to watch over his 
settlement establishment, who were engaged in bringing the reoords up to date in accordance 
with the changes noted at attestation tune and in oolleoting the various figures needed for the 
fair-rent proposition statements. 

(e) Babu fiomesh Ohunder Does was throughout the half-year in charge of the 
8atkania circle, which nomprises an area of 271*7 square miles included iu 318,010 plots or 
khaara numbers, of whioh 57,626, inducting 40,482 done during the half-year under report, 
have been attested. This oirde is too large for one offioer, and os soon as the additional 
assistants who have been applied for arrive, it will be divided into two. Babu Bomosh 
Ohundra Dass was praotiosdly wholly employed during the half-year on doing attesta¬ 
tion. He also submitted fair-rent proposition statements for 18 villages, and disposed of 
469 eases during t|us time, of whioh seven were appealed to the Speoial Judge with the result 
that one was remanded, one decreed, two oonflrmed, aod three have net yet been disposed 
of. This offioer was out in camp three months and 12 days between the 1st of April and 10th 
of July 1891, after which he came into head-quarters and acted during the reoess as Personal 

d 
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Assistant to the Settlement Offioer (Mr. Allen, who waa then engaged on oriminal work in 
addition to his own duties), besides looking after his own establishment, who were engaged 
on work similar to that noted above with regard to Baba Durga Charan Ghose. 

5, Progress of— 

(«) Demarcation. —The demarcation of all the cultivated tracts both in the Sadar sub¬ 
division and Old ThAna Ramoo was completed before the 1st of April lost The jungle and 
hill portion in Old ThAna Ramoo bad been partitioned before the oommenoement of the 
present year among the various mauzas, so that now no land exists there whioh is not 
inoludod in some mauza. In the Sadar subdivision the apportionment of the hOl and 
jungle tracts among the various villages bordering such tracts cannot be completed till tbe 
topographical maps of such tracts are ready. Owing to certain errors in survey, this work 
could not bo done during the past reoess for thAnas ratio, Banakhali, and Satkania, but I trust 
to be able to finish it before the year doses. 

(b) Survey .—The survey of Old ThAna Ramoo was completed before the beginning of this 
year. 

In the Sadar subdivision thore is an area of 1,626 square miles, of whioh 1,262 is 
estimated to roquire cadastral and 364 topographioal survey. Of this the department had 
survoyed oadastrally 689 square miles up to the 31st of March last, Bince when up to the 
30th September 139 square miles oadastral and 112 square miles topographical have been 
done. The topographioal work, os already pointed out, will require revision. Some delay was 
caused in the Iciianapuri work by the errors found to exist in the survey of many of the basti 
sites in villagos. The Survey Department has, therefore, in the coming season, tooomplete the 
cadastral survey of 634 square miles, the topographioal work of 252 square miles, the revision 
of 112 squoro miles of topographioal, and in addition the traverse of (l) the main oirouit along 
the south hank of the fenny river and the soa coast down to the town of Chittagong, l») 
some 15 miles of the Fatiokoherry thins boundary, (iu) a few villages near the town of 
Chittagong, and (iv) a portion of tho boundary of the proposed Sitakhund forest reserve. 
Those various items of work will, I am told, be completed by the oommenoement of the rains 
of 1892. Tbe work originally was expected to be finished by the end of the current otfioial 
year, but owing to the unexpected increase in the cadastral area, longer time will be required. 
Turning to thAnas it may bo pointed out that the cadastral work has praotioally been finished 
in thAnas Banskhali and Satkania, in thdna Patio, save with regard to two villages, while 

E ortions of thAna llunjan and Hathazari have been completed. 1 have arranged with the 
loputy Superintendent in ohargo to begin cadastral work in each and all of the uncompleted 
thAnas directly the season commences, so that as tho various circles to the south ore completed 
by tho assistants, work may be found ready for them in the northern circlos. 

(<■) Iteceipt of records.— The records of Old Thana Ramoo had all been received before 
the year began. Up to the 1st of January the work of preparing the reoordB roquired for 
attestation iu the Sadar subdivision was entrusted to the Survey Department, but after that 
date it was made over to me, the Survey Department merely having to— 

(a) supply maps for the khanapuri amins to fill in and write up tho kbasras; 

(b) furnish tho areas of all plots; 

(4 ink up maps tho khanapuri of whioh had been oompletud, and 
(d) supply traces of suoh maps. 

Up to tho 31st of Maroh lost the rooords of 79 villagos (of whioh 50 had been done by the 
Survey Uflioe) containing an area of 51’3 square miles nearly had been done, and since theu 
up to the close of tho half-year the records of 169 mtre villagos, comprising an area of 170'4 
square miles nearly, have boon got ready for attestation work. 

f, id) Khamipiiri .—This work, as regards Old TliAna Ramoo, had been finished before the 
year began. As regards the Sadar subdivision it had, up to tho 1st of January last, been 
done by thu Survey Department, but from that date it was mode over to me. Owing to 
various reasons, the khanapuri whioh had been done by the Survey Department had all to be. 
revised, and in addition to that fresh villages wore taken up during the period under .report, so 
that by tho oloae of the half-year 798,121* plots had been done, of whioh 260,279 were com- , 
plated sinoe the 1st of March last. Tho staff employed was on the average 120 amins per' 
mensem, whioh enabled me just not to exceed my supply of maps from the 8urvey Office. 
Taking tho amfns ns a body, each man did only 31 plots a day. This rate of progress is not 
rapid, but looking at the material available and the complexity of tho tenures, I am utmble to 
hold out hopes of its being muoh exceeded. To enable me to obtain an increase iu the staff, 

I used to hold periodical examinations of candidates for aminships, and iu that way have 
managed to create a supply, whioh will, I think, enable me this season to inorease my 
number to close on 200. 

. («) Fixation of rent, whether determination of existing rents or decision of fair rent.—Ae 
regards the villages iu tho Sadar subdivision, no fair-rent decisions have yet been passed. 
For 18 'Tillages in thAna Satkania fair-rent proposition statements have been prepared. The 
method of procedure hitherto observed was as follows:—The existing rents were recorded, 
great care being taken to see that what was recorded was correct. When this had been done, 
then for each taluk a table was made showing the lands divided into oultivated and waste 
whioh each tenant hold, and the rent he paid. So far aa the meagre data at my disposal go, it

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would appear that owing to the rise in prion Government is entitled to a rue of 63 per cent., 
so that (omitting fraction*) in the eaae of a taluk whose present Government rent is Bs. 1ft, 
Government should now get Bs. 2ft, and the gross assets, upon which the talukdar is to be 
allowed 30 per cent., should be Bs. 3ft. In the oase of taluks whose lands had all been sublet, 
if the existing rentals yielded a sum whioh, after deduoting the 80 per oent., nave a net rental 
for the taluk whioh came appreciably near the 62 per oent. increase, then tno existing rents 
were left untouched save in those oases where it was dear that a tenant was holding his lands 
at an unfair rent. In this way advantage could be taken of the efforts whioh tho talukdars 
had made to increase their rentals, and an increase, so far as I have seen, a large one, to tho 
Government revenue was secured without in any way creating opposition from the bulk of 
the cultivators. With regard to a taluk whose existing rentals wore not considered fair, or 
whose lands, were all, or mostly all cultivated by the talukdar himself, the rents wore assessed 
at rates the proptfqty of whioh was discussed m the fair-rent decision, and whioh were based 
ou recorded evidence. 

Under instructions lately given me by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
the method above skatohed out will not be followed out in all ite details, hut a report will be 
submitted dealing with certain areas aud submitting proposals for their assessment by soil 
rates. In Old Th&na Ramoo, where for most of the villages the fair-rent decisions have 
been passed, a report on similar lines will be submitted as soon as possible, so that it may he 
considered whether the steps whioh have been taken should he modinod or confirmed. 

(f) Anne meat of land rectnue .—Noabad taluks being tenures, the eum payable to 
Government by a noabad talukdar is fixed by the Settlement Officer acting under the Tenancy 
Act. There is only one temporarily-settled estate in the distriot, viz., noubad Taraf Joy 
Narnyau Gho*ol, but tho assessment of this estate cannot he taken up until all tho tbdnas have 
been attested, since the lands comprising the estate ore soottered over very many villages in 
«ooh th&nu. The gross assets upon whioh the assessment will eventually bo made will, 
however, be determined in the same way os in the case of a noabad taluk. 

6 . Training and utilisation of patwdrit, kdmmgos, and other local officials .—There aro no 
local officials here, but the oaro whioh is being takon now in training up amlns from among 
the residents of this distriot will suffice to provide a supply from which to ohoose men to fill 
the jwsts of the patw&ris, who, I understand, will eventuaUy he appointed.

With referedoe to your memorandum No. nii-t* of the Oth instant, I have the honour 
td submit herewith my yearly report for the year ending the 30th of September 1891, aud beg 
to state that it waa not sent in earlier because I was und'<r the impression that only a half- 
yearly report whs required from Settlement Officers by the Government letter No. 495TR of 
the 24th of September last. 

2. Statements in Form A and B, showing the work done during the year under report 
in the Government, private, and temporarily-settled estates in the Sadar subdivision and 
old Th&na Ramoo of this district, are apr . Jed. separate statements being given for each 
of the two tracts, sinoe they have always been treated apart from ono another. 

3. 1 have not given a statement showing the results of assessment of land revenue, 

because this has not yet been settled for the nonbad talukdors either in the Sadar sub¬ 
division or old Th&na Raraoo. In old Th&na Uamoo the fair rents payable by the teuants 
under the talukdnrs have been flxod with regard to 43 villages, but the gross assets upon 
whioh depends the assessment of land revenue of eaoh taluk will have to be revisod in 
aooordanoe with the orders lately issued regarding the preparation of soil maps. In the 
Sadar subdivision no fair rent deoisions have as yet been passed. • * 

4. Information a* to the trork done by the Settlement* Offioer and hi* a**i*tant», showing the 
distribution of work to each offioer , hi* head-tjuorlers, and the number of day* he tea* absent on tour. 

(a) Settlement Officer.— The head-quarters of the Settlement Officor and his assistants are 
at Chittagong. I was in charge of the office until the 11th of July, when on being doputod to 
act as District and Sessions Judge of this district, I was rolievod by Mr. C. G. 11. Allen, who 
remained in charge till the end of the year. I was out iu oamp during the yoar for 1-41 days, 
and Mr. Allen os Settlement Officer for 4 days. 

My time was employed in looking after the staff of khanspuri amfns, in inspecting the 
offloes of the assistants, and supervising tho work of the kliasra office, whero the khutiau 
and various other authorized forms are written up. 

(b) In old Tluina Itamoo, a tract containing nearly 245 square miles, tho work was iu 

charge of Bobu Durgn Charan Chose up to the -tth of November, when ho was relieved 
by Babu Jogeudro Kumar Hobo, who remainod in charge up to the end of the year. 
The number of days spout in oamo during the year by the officer in charge of this truul 
was 332. • 

The work performed by this offioer consisted in completing tho attestation (which 
was finished in May last), iu deciding disputes, and pi-ejairiug ths necessary figures for fair 
reut deoisions. Within the period uuder report tho following work was done:— 

(i) The entries regarding the lauds held by 15,389 tenants were attested; 

(fi) Five hundred and fifty-eight original suits and 1,002 miscellaneous suits were 
disposed of, and 

(iii) Eight fair rent decisions were passed. 

(c) In tho Sadar subdivision Mr. C. G. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Collector, 

joinecUas an Assistant Settlement Offioer on the 2nd of March 1891. Up hi the 23rd of April 
Mr. Aden was engaged in learning survey work, and from that date till the 11th of July he 
was employed on sottlement duty. Between the two dates last mentymod Mr. Allen spent 
2 months and 17 days in camp, and was in ohargo of South Banskhali and An worn i ark i 
circles. These curios comprise an urea of 81 '8 square miles, of which the attestation relating 
to 15 villages, comprising an area of 31 square miles, was done during the year by Mr. Allen, 
who also disposed of 245 cases, and occasionally helped mo m inspecting khsuapnri amine 
working near his oamp. * 

From tho 11th of July to the close of the yoar Mr. Allen noted as Settlement Officer, 
and besides supervising the work of tho khnmu office, also aided in the general administra¬ 
tion of the district by disposing of such criminal cases as were made over to him. 

\d) Mr. Atul Krishna Kaye joined as an Assistant Settlement Officer on tho Slit of 
January last, but after doing a mouth’s attestation work in the Hel^ooa circle, he Ml ill and 
left. His plane was filled up on the 1st of April by Babu Durga Chared Ghose, who was deputed 
to act as an Assistant Settlement Offioer. The cirole above named covers au area of 70 square 
miles, and Babu Durga Charan Gbose, besides disposihg of 1,306 oases, did the attestation 
ot 22*3 square miles in 26 villages up to the 12th of July, when the Babu retiynud to 
head-quartern. * Three months and 12 days were spent by him in oamp. On the 12th of July, 
Baba Durga Charan Ghose reverted to general duty, but managed, in addition to his 
own work, to sqjperviae hia settlement establishment, who were engaged in correcting the 
reoorda in aooordanoe with the orders passed at attestation time, and in collecting the various 
Igozea needed for the preparation of lair rent decisions. 
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(«) Babu Barnes Chandra Dob arrived at Chittagong on the 24th of January loot, since 
when he has been in charge as Assistant Settlement Offioer 
owing to «oni’r ^tC^vor^r^ 11 of th ® Satkania oi* 01 ®. a 4,18101 covering an area of 271* square 

miles. During this period he has been in camp 165 days, 
and has attested in that period 54,487 plots, besides disposing of a large number of oases. 

On the 16th of July this officer returned to head-quarters, and from that date till the 
end of the year ho acted os the Settlement Officer’s (Mr. Allen’s) Personal Assistant. 

5. Progress of — 

(«) Demarcation —The demarcation of old Thana Bamoo hod been completed before 
the year began, while that of the Sadar subdivision, save os regards the lully portions, 
whioh could not conveniently be allotted to the neighbouring villages until their 
topographical survoy had been done, was finished during the year under report. I hope to 
be able to portion out the hilly traots in th&nas Patia, Banskhali, Satkania, before the present 
official year ends. The demarcation work actually done during the year comprised the 
demarcation of 465 villages in thinas Hathazari, Fatikchari, Baojan, Town, Kumira, and 
Mirkasorai. 

(b) Surety .—The survey of old Th&na Bamoo was oompleted before the beginning of 
the year. In the Sadar subdivision there is an area of 1,626 square miles, of which 1,262 
is estimated to require oadastral and 364 topographical survey. Up to the beginning of the 
year 380 square miles had been oadastrally surveyed, and during the year under report a 
farther area of 348 square miles was done, as well as 112 square miles of topographioal work; 
but the latter will require some rovision. 

The survey of the village sites, owing partly to the amins’ misconduct, and partly to 
intrioaoy, was in several instances full of errors, and so khanapuri was to some extent 
delayed. 

In the ooming season the Survey Department has to complete the oadastral survey of 
534 square miles, the topographical survey of 262 squaro miles, the revision of 112 square 
miles of topogmphioal work, and tho traverse of (i) the main oirouit along tho eoast down to 
the town of uhittagong and the south bank of tho Feny river, (ii) some 16 miles of the 
Fatiokolmri thAna boundary, (iii) a few villagos near the town of Chittagong, and (iv) 
a portion of the boundary of the proposed forest reserve. 

Those various items of work will, I am told, employ the Department up to the rains of 
1802. Originally it was expcctod that the work would be done by the end of this offioial 
year, but owing to tho expeotod increase in tho cadastral area, more time will be required. 
With reference to tho thfinas, tho cadastral work has praotically been finished in thouas 
Banskhali, Satkhaniu, and I'atya, save in 2 villages, while portions of thonas Baojan and 
Hathazari havo been done. 

I have arranged with tho officer in ohorgo of the survoy party that this season oadastral 
work shall lie begun simultaneously in each of tho remaining th&nos, and that each sheet as 
it is done shall bo seut to me, and not kept till the whole village is finished. In this way I 
hope to havo work ready for assistants when the oiroles south of the Kumafooh ore finished, 
and also.to got tho big villages ready more promptly than has hitherto happened. 

(c) Receipt 0 / records. —Up to the 1st of January the work of preparing tho reoords 
required for attostatiou in the Suddor subdivision was done by the Survey Department, but 
after thut date it was made ovor to mo, and the Survey Department has now merely (i) to 
supply mans for the khanapuri amins to use when preparing tho khosra; (ii) to furnish the 
areas of all plots; (iii) to ink maps the khanapuri which has been done ; and (iv) to 
supply truces of such maps. 

Before the begining of the year, the Survey Department had prepared and handed over 
tho reoords of 36 villagos comprising tho area of 15*9 square miles. During tho year the 
reoords of 212 villages covering an aren of 205 8 square mites were prepared and handed over 
for sottloiuent work Of theso 212 vdlnges, the reoords of 14, covering on aroa of 35*4 square 
miles, wore prepared by tho Survey Department. 

(d) KhuHapuri.- —During the year under report the khanapuri of 477,682 plots whs done, 
tho entries (previously done by tho Survoy Dcjiartment) regarding 306,463 plots wero revised. / 
Tho stuff employed by mo consisted on the averago of 120 amins under about 11 Inspectors. 
This number enabled me just not to exoeed my supply of maps from the Survey Office. Taken 

as a body, tho average doily outturn of eaoli arnin came only to 31 plots. I am unable to hold 
out hopes that this scale will he muoh increased during ooming tho season. To enable me to 
secure supplies of trained men, I used to hold periodical examinations of all candidates for 
am inships, and in this way have considerably increased the number of available men. 

(r) Fixation of rent, whether determination of existing rent or decision of fair rent. —Under 
recent orders tho method whioh will bo followed in fixing rents will be to take existing rents 
and oheok them with the results obtained from the soil maps. As regards old Th&na Bamoo, a 
report will be prepared showing, with regard to the 43 villages for which fair rent decisions 
have boon passed, the results whioh might have been obtained by using the rates obtainable 
from the soil maps. 

(/') Assessment of land rerenue.—' There is only ono temporarily settled estate in this 
district, viz., noabad tor if Joy Narayan Ghosal. With regard to that eatate, the gross assets 
whioh will form the basis on which to make the assessment of land revenue will, so far as 
the tenants are concerned, be calculated under the Bengal Tenancy Aot. 

6 . Training and utilisation palwaris, ianungoes, and other /oral officer *.—There are 
no local officials hero, but tho care whioh is now baing taken to train up<amins from among 
the residents of this district will suffice to provide a supply from whioh to choose men to fill 
the posts of the patwaris who I understand will eventually be appointed.

Forwards a*report of the Survey operations in Chittagong and Sorail during the survey 
rear 1890-91, together with the table showing the survey results and oost thereof during the 
talf-year ending 30th September 1891 for the same districts. 


Report on the Survey operation in the Di strict of Chittagong for 1890-91. 

At a oonsultation held by the Direotor of Land Reoorda during his visit to Chittagong, 
in Deoember 1890, it was decidod to -make over all tho writing of reoords in tho Chittagong 
District to the Settlement Department, owing to tho numerous revisions in the reoords of tho 
previous season as submitted by tho survey amius, which were due to these men not being 
sufficiently acquainted with the dialeot of tho country to bo able to understand the exoessive 
complications of the different tenures It was also decided to make such arrangements as 
would allow of the completion of the survey of the distriot by tho oud of tho survoy year, 
1891-92; this area comprised the thlnas Pattis, Roojan, Rangania, Hatkasari, Fatikokurry, 
Mirki Sami, Kumiru and Islamabad, and amounted to about 050 square miles of cultivation nud 
about 500 square miles of hills and jungle. To meet this demand for increased area, it was 
found necessary to inoroase the strength of the establishment by more than half os much again 
than had been intended. The eualo employed for the cultivated troot was ns usual tho 16-inuh ; 
the jungle lands were surveyed topographically on the Bame scale, only the main drainage 
lines and boundaries however being shown; the hills wore sketched on two-inch sheets reduced 
from these lG-inch maps. 

2. Tho demarcation of villago boundaries in tho cultivated portion of the district was 
completed by the Settlement Department about tho end of March, and was continued into 
the jungle portions for each villago by tho Survoy Department where boundaries could be 
pointed out; but whore they did not exist, tho oounlry was cut up into oonvouiunt blocks for 
survey, the boundaries being made in continuation of those of the adjoining villages which 
will bo marked on the maps so as to render it clear to which villago each block belongs. The 
demarcation of tho Hill Tracts boundary was oompletod late in Juno after very great difficulty, 
but tho demarcation of tho thAna boundary between Fa^ckcberry and Hathasari on the east 
and Mirki Serai and Kumira on the west could not bo oompletod. Tho work on both these 
boundaries and in tho jungle blocks presented exceptional difficulties; notwithstanding this, 
an area of 800 square miles was completed in traverse during tho season. 

3. The distriot, owing to the small size of the fields (about 13 to the acre), the largo and 
intricate village sites with their close tangle of thick-set hedges, aud moats surrounding home¬ 
steads, and the impenotrablo nature of the jungle, oilers immense difficulties to an economical 
survey. It is in fact about as difficult a district to survey as oould lie found in Bengal or 
elsewhere, and progress has been unavoidably slow, and cost of survoy necessarily high. 

4. The average daily progress math) by the aiLins under these cirouiustauoos was about 
14 acres when working in cultivation, ana only five acres in villago situs. Tho total outturn 
fur the survey year and the cost thereof will be found in the table at tho end of tho report. 

5. At first maps for khanapuri ware not supplied until each mauza wns surveyed, but 
as this was found to causo great delay, some of tiio mauza* being very large and the maps 
thereof being iu many sheets, it was decided that each sheet should be submitted to the 
Settlement OiKoer as completed, aud in this manner the maps of 254 villages of now work wore 
supplied to Jiim during the season. Area statements were in like manner supplied to the 
Settlement Offieor for tho preparation of the records as fast os they conld bo finished; but 
the rapidity with which this oould bo done did not at first meet the expectations of the 
Settlement Officer. However, some delay in this respect during tho field season was 
unavoidable for several reasons, but more espooially on acoount of the useless expense of 
keepiug up an establishment strong enough to rope with tho work when coming in at its 
maximum rate, which was only occasionally the case; si other times, many of tho men would 
have been sitting idle, and the remedy would have been as bad as the disease. Iu recess 
when a sufficient quantity of work was ready, the establishment was proportionately increased. 

6. In office the following maps and areas have boon suppliod to the Settlement Officer 

and finished in drawing during the season ;— • 
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7. The number of traverse squads at work varied from 15 in January to 21 in June; the 

cost of traversing is He. 60*6 per square mile. The number of field amine in Oeoemher and 
January was 98, but they were increased during February, March, and April to 140, after 
which they were greatly reduoed, aa it waa found impracticable to oarry on out-of-door work 
owing to the floods caused by the early rains. The oost of field survey is Be. 130*6; owing to 
the great difficulty experienced in preparing the records of the previous season's,workload.the 
desirability of submitting as many as possible to the Settlement Officer before moving into 
the field, out-of-door operations were not commenced until the 10th Deoember, and the 
office of the Dakhin Shanbfapur detachment with one assistant did not leave reoess quarters 
until 1st January 1891. The revision of the khnnapuri work of the previous season in 
Chittagong had been carried on from the early part of November. , 

8. The inhabitants arc very law-abiding, and on the whole well-disposed, but they too* 
more interest in the khanapuri than the survey work, and appeared to be imbued with at 
certain amount of suspicion as to tbo reason of both; however, they seldom offered any 
obstruction to the progress of the survey, and are eager about their possessions being written 
up. 

9. It does not appear probable that the olses of men obtainable in the district would 
ever make good or zealous field surveyors. The work would bo too arduous for them, and 
requires more dexterity than they seem to possess. The few candidates who have offered 
themselves for service havo not proved very successful. Looal menial labour oan be had, but 
is of on uncertain nature, as the men will not work all day, or every day, and when the hot 
season is on, they oannot do without umbrellas, while the feast _ of the Ramzan renders them 
unfit for outdoor work for a month. They work on a daily hire of four annas in the open 
and six annas iu jungle, whereas khul&sis imported from India will take service at its. 8 a 
month, and work steadily at all times at that rate. 

10. Mr. C. ll. H. Allen, c.s., now Assistant Settlement Offioer, was instructed in 
surveying during the early port of the year. 


Report on (hr operation} in dulrict Tipjx-ra, paryana Sarail. 

1. In pargana Sarail, district Tippera, kistwar and khanapuri work combined were 

carried out. At the end of last field season a small arou of 23*19 square miles of field survey, 
and 44 villages equul to' 77*IS square milos of reoord writing, wore left incomplete. To 
finish these areas a detachment at first consisting of 20 amius with inspectors, Ac., under on 
assistant surveyor was deputed ; after the first fortnight the dotaohment was reduoed bv ten 
amius, who wore transferred to Chittagong, and alter that as each man oompletod his allotted 
task, he was transferred to Chittagong. . , , , 

2. The kistwar was finished enrly in January 1891, and the kbanopnn by the end of 

March, the detachment remaining in.the field till the end of April to supply the Settlement 
Officer with ns many records as possible before going into recess. A severe storm, which 
completely destroyed the office huts about the 25tb April, necessitated a hasty return to reoess 
quarters, but tho records of 181 villages were supplied before doing so. The remaining 
records were onmpleted and scut to the Settlement Ollioer in small instalments as a certain 
number of villages wore gob-ready, and by the end of Ootober the whole of the estate had been 
completed and sent. . , . . 

3. Tim Helil work was performed entirely by Hindustani agency, each amin being 
supplied with a muliarrir whose pay varied from Its. 10 to lis. 12 to writ# the khoera in 
lleng&li, while they themselves kept a chock rooord in Urdu. The Hindustani (trains were 
able to write 80 to 100 numliors daily ; tbo local patwaris employed last season did 25 to 30 
numbers daily ; none of them came forward to offer their services this season. A large 
number of local men and men from Doeea were employed in offioe in preparing the records, 
superintended by men who hod received a thorough training during the previous reason, and 
the results were more sat isfaetory than last year. Tho use of fractional figures instead oi 
decimals to show parts of a kani in tho khntians gave muoh troublo, and very groat difficulty 
was experienced iu defining the limits of tho malial choks from the old maps. 

4. The raiyats showed tho same indifferenoe as last year to the progress of the work, and 

would not attend to point out their fiolde. They were said to be biding their time to contest 
tho Settlement Officer's operations hereafter. The lauds are rich and highly productive, the 
large class of land-owners are comparatively opulent, and the ordinary cultivators very well-to- 
do, and both us a rule are highly independent nud very litigious. ^ 

d. The outturn for tho year and tho cost thereof will be found in the table at tbs end 
of the report.

With referenoe to your oironlar No. 15T.A., dated 17th October 1891, 1 hare the honour 

, to forward, in original, a letter No. 814, dated 9th November 1891, with enclosures, from the 
Settlement Officer, Western Duars, Jalpaiguri, to your address. 

2. From the enclosed statements it will be observed that Mr. Sunder has not taken 
credit for all the work that has boon done during the post year. In foot, the settlement 
record regarding the whole 3,507 jotee entered in oolumn 4 of statements A and B is oomplete, 
but only in tye case of 1,192 jotes have completion figures boon returned, because in other 
jots though the papers are oomplete, the entries had mt been explained to the tenants by the 
dose of September. Sinoe then the work has been pushed on, and but little, 1 am informed, 
remaina to be dene. I had hoped to have submitted a completion report regarding Myuaguri 
Uhsil before I retired, but have been unable to do so, siuoo there arc about 100 jots scattered 
about North Mynaguri and Chengmoree that still remain to be surveyed ; so that the Settle¬ 
ment Officer cannot give me corroot figures regarding the relative amounts of waste or culti¬ 
vated or the actual increase of revenue. These jots were omitted by the survey party 
through what appears to have been groat oarelossness, and thoir existence was only brought 
to light when Mr. Sunder took the field, and going from jot to jot, as he had to do, became 
aware of the existence of onltivatod lands regarding which no maps or papers hod been 
furnished by the survey. Theso aro said* to navo been all arablo waste land jots which 
hod not been demarcated by the oflioor who was deputed to mark oif tho jots by means of the 
maps, &o„ pertaining to the mal jots in tho Deputy Commissioner’s olfioe. All the mal or 
original jots were demarcated ; but the Demarcation Sub-Duputy was not supplied, it would 
seem, with all papers connected with tho more recent or arable waste land jots, and so it 
happened that, as regards many of tho latter, boundaries were not marked oil, uud they were 
returned by tho survey as Government khos. Tho difficulty and delay which has been 
caused need not have arisen if the survey authorities had brought to uotico tho oxisleme of 
these undomaroated jots and solicited orders in respect of them. 

3. The actual increase of rovonuo has not been ascertained, but it will probably amount 
to Rs 60,000 on tho whole tohsil. Tho increase is dun to tho largo extension of cultivation 
ia North Mynaguri and Chengmoree, and also to tho assessment at enhanced rates. Tho 
increase in the case of individual jots has often been very considerable, aud in order to 
lighten tho burdou of enhancement, I proposed to spread the inorease over a serios of yours— 
a proposal which was sanctioned by Government and has been carried into effect. As pointed 
out by Mr. Sundor, the operations, both survey and settlement, have boon seriously interfered 

. with by siokucss. Malarious fuvor must always be counted on in the Diuirs, but to 
this was superadded this season a virulent outbreak of cholera, which for a time broke up 
Mr. Sunder's camp and completely demoralized his establishment; in fact it was with difficulty 
that he could get his oram and othexs to resume work. Tbo oliinalo of tho Duars is a 
deadly one, and appears to prostrate thomtrength and energy of all whohavo to encounter if, 
even though they may escape actual attacks of fever; and in judging of tho outturn of work 
this very serious impediment to progress must not bo forgotten. 

4. In paragraph 16 Mr. Bunder alludes to the oorrei[>ondcnoo that has passed in 
connection with the very important question of tho fixing of a fair rent payable by the 
okukanidar. The matter was referred to Government tlirough you by my No. 5l41tnt, 
dated 22nd September 1891, and rents are now lasing fixed in aooordanco with tho orders 

. passed. 

• 5. Timber-bearing tract The important question of the manner in which such tracts 

should Tie dealt with came under discussion daring the year, and orders were passed by 
Government; but as I have asked for a reconsideration of thoso orders, 1 need not do more 
than allude to the matter as ono ultimately connected with the settlement of tho Duars, which 
should be settled at an early date. . 

6. I regret that 1 have had no opportunity of submitting a completion report on the 
resettlement of the Mynaguri tohsil and of recording my viows on more than one subject 
connected with the settlement operations, and as I retire from the service immediately, tho 
opportunity will not offer itself in the future; but I cannot conclude these remarks without 
bearing testimony to the very valuablo assistance that 1 have received .from the Settlement 
Officer. Mr. 8unaer. He has worked early and late, and devoted his beet energy to tip* work 
on Which he has been engaged. His acquaintance with the colloquial of the district, his 
knowledge of the people and their ways and easterns, conveniently fitted him for the post of 
Settlement Officer for which 1 selected him, and these qualification# have been unsparingly 
devoted to the Government service. In order to secure continuity of administration,‘and 
far the preservation of Government interests, I am very stronglv of opinion that a manager 
should be appointed to have change of the Government estates of the Duars under the 
Deputy Commiseioay, and I know no man in Bengal better fitted for the post than 
Mir. Bandar.

Wrra reference to your circular No.16T.A-, dated 17th October 1891, and subsequent 
tolegrun, I have tho honour to submit the following report on the survey and settlement 
operations in the Western Duars of Jalpaiguri district for the year commencing 1st October 
1890 to 30th September 1891, inclusive. The delay in submission of this report sooner is 
due to ray having been seriously ill from bronohitis, which incapacitated me horn attending 
to work for some days, as also to the non-receipt of information from the Suirvev Depart men t 
until 28th Ootober 1891. t r- 

2. For want of papers from the Survey Department no settlement work was done price 
to 28th November 1890; hence, instead of Bending you a separate report for the half-year 
ending 30th September 1891,1 submit this report embracing the period from Ootober 1890 
to ona of September 1891, inclusive. 

8. When tho survey of the Duars was commenced in November 1888, jot boundaries 
were not properly demarcated, and the surveyors found considerable difficulty in proceeding 
with work, as, owing to some mistake, none of the jot records of last settlement were 
supplied to them. Whon the now records of jots in pargana South Hynaguri were 
supplied to this office, they were found to be inoorreot and entirely opposed to*facts, and all 
the papers bad to bo returned to the Survey Department for revision. Thus a large amount 
of work had to bo redone, while many reoords hod to be rewritten. This delayed any settle¬ 
ment work boing commenced until the end of November 1890.

6. Tho settlement work was under my charge throughout the year under report. 

*’■ My assistant, liabu Chandra Kant a Gungoli, hating taken furlough, the post whioh 
ho had held was abolished and two assistants wore appointed instead of him. One of these 
wbb Babn Haris Chandra Hai, who was designated Second 8ettlemont Officer, and the other 
was Bobu Uash Mohan Chnudra, who was gazetted as Assistant Settlement Offioer. Babn 
flans Chandra Rai reported himsolf to mo on 6th November 1890, and was employed up to 
5 th December in the office. On 8th December 1890 he was deputod to demarcate the 
boundary between Bhutan and Jalpaiguri and did this work up to 1st March 1891, when his 
health failed and he proceeded on sick leave. He was succeeded by Babu Dam Chandra Sen 
who completed the demarcation work and threafter was employed on attestation work and classi¬ 
fication of soil of jots in two taluks of pargana North Mynoguri of Mynaguri tahsil. He 
djd not know English, and was of little use, being nnable to write any notes on the jots which 
he had inspooted. On June 1st,1891 he was relieved by Babu Haris Chandra Rai, who was sent 
out to pargana North Mynoguri, and was employed there in cheeking cl assificat ion of soil 
of tots and attestation work; but he frequently oomplained of being ill from fever and 
unfit for duty, and this oaused his transfer to Onsso on 24th August 1891. As to the other 
officer, Bobu llasli Mohan Chandra, shortly after his appointment he suffered from an 
of conjunctivitis, which proveuted his being employed in the mufaseaL On 17th April 1891 
ho was sent out to attend to attestation work and oheoking of khanapori in taluk Hu 
ilaipatlwr of pargana North Mynoguri, but failed to do anything, ae he beoame ill from 
fever and returned to JnJpnigun on J2th May 1891. Be was sent out again on 21st May 
1891, but again booame ill from fever and returned to my oamp at Kyranti on 6th June 1891 
where he was employed from 8th to 14th Juno 1891, in helping me with completion of attesta¬ 
tion work in porganaB Chengmari and North Mynaguri. On 15th June 1891 he returned to 
Jolpaigun oud was employed on general work in the offioe up to 20th August 1891, when he 









m sent to taluk Baradigi of pargana North Mynaguri to ohook classification of nil aud 
complete attestation work in oonneotion with new reoord* ofaome jotaa which the Sumy 
Department were late in fumiahiog. He returned to headquarter* on 0th September 1891, 
ana did no work after that/aa he complained of being ill from fever. He availed himaelf of 
leave without pay on 22nd September 1891, and has now been sent to Dinajpur aa Sub- 
Deputy Collector in the regular line. 

• 7. Since the tranafer of the above-named officers, three new men have been appointed 
to fill their places, vis., Babu Upendra Chandra Mukerjea, who was income-tax assessor of 
Dinajpur, Babu Jadub Chandra Moxumdar, who wee a kdnungo at Rampur Boalia, and 
Babu Harilal Gupta, who waa a dark in the office of the Commissioner of the Rajahahi 
Division- None of these offioers know anything of settlement work or of the ’Western 
Dnars; but they are learning, and are now employed in pargana Moraghat in oolleoting 
information to enable me to furnish a report as to the rotes whiou should be adopted for jots 
in Falekata tahsiL It will thus be seen that I have been very handicapped from the 
beginning, and have worked almost single-handed in the settlement of Mynaguri tshail, which 
comprises more than one-third ol the work which haa to be done in the Western Duan. I 
have hod no help from my asaist&nta. I oommenued attestation work, recording of rights and 
oheoking of clamiflcation of soil of jots in taluks of pargana Mouth Mynagun, on the 
28th November 1890, and went on from there to taluks of parganas North Mynaguri and 
Ohengmari. All attestation of jotdara’ and ohukanidars’ holdings and work of reoording 
of their rights, &o., in the three parganas of the Mynaguri tahsil was oomploted by 28th 
June 1891, when I returned to Jalpaiguri 

8. No work was done m the imifuasal between 1st and 15th April 1891. Cholera broke 
out in the Duars and compelled us to return to head-quarters Out of s oamp of about fifty 
men, twelve men died of cholera and fever in the first fortnight of April, awl from then up to 
the time of my return to head-quarters, work was oarried ou under very trying oiroumstanoes 
and with much difficulty. The rains oommenoed early in May 1891, and repeated attaoks of 
fever so seriously affected the health «f moat of my utuharrirs in oamp, and so many deaths 
hod occurred and frightened the meu, that I found it impossible to persuado them to remain 
out after 20th June 1891. 

9. Tour.— I was absent on tour for 217 days during the year; Babu Iloris Chandra 
Rai was out for 141 days; Babu Ram Chandra Men was out for 87 days; Babu Rashmohan 
Chandra was out for 90 days ; Babu Upendra Chandra Mukerjea was out for 10 days, and 
Babu Jadub Chandra Mosuuidar for 7 days. I have stated in paragraph 4 as to how oaoh of 
the above-named offioers was employed during the year. 

10. In the work of attestation, entries in the records relating to holdings of 11,890 
jotdara and 5,089 ohukanidars have been explained to thorn, and they bavo also been informed 
as to what land is in possession of 11,992 adhiors who aro under them. Their rights have 
also been recorded. Three thousand five hundred and sovon jots, covering lJM,069*89 acres 
of land, in 71 taluks of parganas North Mynaguri, Ohengmari, and South Mynaguri, were 
inspected, and attestation of the holdings of tho above-mentioned jotdars and ohukanidars 
was completed in camp. Owing to tho great sickness and outbreak of cholera, as mentioned 
in paragraph 8, it was not possible to oomplcto in camp calculation of Government revenue 
payable on account of all the jots, or to announce to every jntdsr and ohukanidar what 
increased revenue and rent they will have to pay. A portion of this kind of work had to be 
done at head-quarters during the recess, and printed notioos, being oxtraots from khatians, 
are being issued by me personally jotdars, informing them (l) as to how much land 
they haa at last settlement; (2) what revenue thoy paid for it; (9) how muoh land 
tlioy have by the present settlement; (4) what amount of revenue they will have to pay ; and 
(5) steps by which the revenue payable by present settlement will rise. For ohukanidars, wo 
are preparing a similar notion giving them full particulars from the khatians os to how much 
of oaoh doss of land is oontained in their holdings, and what rent is being paid to tho jotdar 
•for such land ns recorded by us and ascertained from them in camp. These notioes to tho 
ohukanidars will shortly issue. 

11. Oemaroation.—'L'he total number of jots demarcated during thoy oar was 2,809. The 

work of demarcation was done by a native surveyor, who wee assisted by a staff of 16 amine, 
and all papers necessary for the Survoy Department were furnished to that Department, 
taluk by taluk, es soon as finished. In somo cases jots which had been demarcated 
during the previous year had to be roderaOraated during the year uudor report, as the earthen 
mounds which tho amlns had erected were either washed sway or hail been covered up by 
jungle and grass, oad could not be found by the Survey Department. In ooasequenoeof 
cholera and muoh sickness among the amins of the Survey Department, mauy jots which 
were demarcated could not be measured; but this work will be completed during the emoting 
oold season, and it is hoped that it may not be necessary for tho surveyor* to return ta tho 
Duars after next year. * . 

12. Surrey.—From the enclosed statement, marked A, it will be seen that 15C,632’80 
acres of land were surveyed during the year under report. These figures are taken from 
Captain Hodgson’s monthly progress reports. In his report for September 1891, it is 
stated that only six square miles of land in the whole of the Duars remain to be eadaatrally 
surveyed; but this, I believe, is incorrect. The traverse survey of two blocks of land, 
covering 58,679 acres, or about 91 square miles, in Falaluta tahsil, remains to be done. The 
land contains several jots which will have to be oadastrally surveyed. Traverse survey of 
abqnt 600 acres of land in taluk Sesuabari and Moribhbari of pargana South Mynaguri 



will have to be made, and cultivation thereon will have to he oadastrally surveyed. Several 
jotg,in parganas North Mynaguri and Chengmari were omitted- from survey and #31 have 
to he done. All that remains nnfioialied will, it ia hoped, Ije completed.by the Survey 
Department during the ensuing sold season. 1 am not in a position to stole exactly how 
much work remain* to be done by the Survey Department, as Captain Hodgson has refused 
to supply information without the permission of the Surveyor-General. 

13. Receipt of record* from the Survey Department. —The reoordB of 3,480 jot* were 
received from the Survey Department during the year under report These are records of 
Falakata tahail as well as Mynognri tahsil. In some ceaes the reoards.were eareleesly 
prepared and bad to be returned to the Survey Department for revision. Great delay and 
trouble had been caused in my office in dealing with records supplied by the 8urvey Depart¬ 
ment. In eovwal cases figures given in ohittos against the name of a person were found to 
disagree with those entered in tho I kalians in the name of the same persop, and the totals 
contained in the abetroots were found to be wrong. The correcting of sooh errors and 
reoopying of papers in my offioo has caused great loss of time. 

14. JJouHilurt/ dupute *.—Five hundred and nineteen oases said to be boundary disputes 
were ponding at the commencement of the year, and 83d fresh oases were reoeived from the 
Survey Department during the year. The total number of oases was 1,364. Out of the 
above, 348 oases wore disposed of, leaving 600 oases of Falakata, Alipnr, and fihalka pending 
at the close of tho your. Tho majority of the coses which were disposed of related to 
streams and roods which the Survey Department were directed by Mr. Walsh to show as 
Government khus. Objections of jotdars were rocordcd by the Sarvey Department, but 
when inquiry was made at time of attestation, the plots to which they referred were either 
recorded as in Government kbas possession, or as in possession of tho jotdars, according to 
the circumstances of the coso. Where a stream is a running one and supplies was or to several 
jots, it has been recorded as Government khas, and where it gives water to only a single 
jot, it has been included as part of that jot. 

15. Khnnuptm .—When survey operations commenced in 1888-8!), tho Surrey Depart¬ 
ment was instructed to khanupuri according to nature of the land. There are two kinas of 
crop-yiolding land in tho Western Dunrs, viz. “ rupit,” from wkiok the cold weather or amun 
paddy is obtainod, and “ faringati,” which gives to the cultivator the bhaidai or oarly paddy, 

OB also tobacco, jute, and all rabi crops. The jotdars know these lands as “ haimanti ’’ and 
"bhndai,” or “ dola” and ‘‘dauga.” The surveyors wore instructed to make khonapuri as 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd olass rupit, and 1st, 2nd, and 3rd class faringati. The surveyors and North- 
West mnins were confused, and failed to distinguish 1st olass faringati from 2nd class rupit. 
Jotdars never attempt to classify land themselves, and they wore in dismay at the work of the 
Survey Department. When tho settlement proceedings commenced, 1 tested the khanapuri 
work of tho survey amius and found it impossible to classify rupit and faringati into 1st, 
2nd, and 3rd class. Jotdars protoatod and said to me* “ We cannot divide our lands into 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd olass, so how oan youP We only know high land (faringati) and low 
land (rupit)and they asked me to olossify as they understand things. _ Accordingly, 

1 have classified land in the whole of the tlireo pargauas of North Mynaguri, Chengmari, 
and South Mynaguri of Mynaguri tahsil, as noted below:— 

(а) Basti (includes homestead, garden, and bamboos). 

(б) Rupit. 

(r.) Faringati. 

id) Doha (fish ponds). 

(«) Waste. 

I have classified as rupit all low land and all land on whioh two orops, vis., bhadai 
paddy and liman paddy, nro generally grown in one year; and I bave shewn as faringati 
only actual high land on which tobacco and rabi orops are grown. This system of classifi¬ 
cation is understood by jotdars and their under-tenants, and has been accepted by them. 

In Borne oases tho fact of a field boing faringati has been challenged; but when it was 1 
pointed out that tho laud was dofasal, and that a crop of jute as well ae one of 4man paddy 
lias boon obtained from it in the same year, there was no further objection to the land being 
classed as rupit. Khonapuri work of the Survey Department is regularly tested on the 
Holds, and any ohanges whioh arc necessary in consequence of bad work of the amfns and 
surveyors, ia corrected at once and before attestation of holdings is proceeded with. 

, 16. Fixation of rent, iff. —As* regards fixation of rout of chukanidara and under-tenants, 

my instructions were to simply record the amount which the ohukanidor ia paying at present 
and to leave it to the jotdar, if he is dissatisfied, to institute a case for fixing a fair rent to 
be fluid by tho ohukanidor. While proceeding with work in taluks of North Mynagnri 
and Chengmari, I pointed out to tho Commissioner of the llajshahi Division, under whom 
I am eipploy:that tho settlement cannot possibly suooeod if the above-mentioned instruc¬ 
tions be adhered to in the case of jots in parganas North Mynaguri and Chengmari. 
Prior to the present survey and settlement operations, blooks of jungle land in the** 
parganas had been token up for cultivation by Meohea, Gores, Nepalese, and Rajbaaau, 
from' whom tho tahsildars used to realise Government revenue annually at Ba. 4 per 
hal of land, that is, for as muoh land as a man oould cultivate with a single 
plough. Revenue was not recovered at any rata per acre on the area of. land whioh 
the man had hold. Thus one man, or two or three men jointly, nften had a Mock of 
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50 or 100 sens of land for which they paid only Bs. 8 or R*. 18 as Government revenue 
through fiheir mondol or hcadmaa. When the survey began all land of the above deeeriptioa 
was found under cultivation and waa measured sooording to possession, the mondol hang 
shown in the record* as the Jotdar, and the people whohad brokea the land heing entered 


•hewn in the records as the Jotdar, and the people whohad brokea the land heing entered 
as his ehnkanidsrs and adhiare. At time of attestation these ohukanidai* were found in 
possession of land for which they are paying the jotdar the nominal rent of Bs. 4, while 
the macs payable to Government by the jotdar for it aooording to the present settlement 
oomes to about Be. 15, the land being good rupit and entirely tinder cultivation. I 
explained to the.Oommissioner that, under these cireumstanoes, it is neeeasary to permit me 
to fix a fair rent to be paid by these ohukanidars. I also pointed ont that, owing to great 
extension of cultivation, the revenue payable by jotdars is rising, and that it was unfair to 
them not to interfere in the matter or ohnkanidars' rents. Some ohnkanidars had taken np 
waste jungle land on jots at Be. 1-8 and Ha. 2 per acre. Now all the land, being entirely 


* rule, mike abort work of chukanidaw who objoot to pay a fair rent. They are prevented 
from ploughing, their oattle are repeatedly impounded, false oomplaints ore made against 
them, and they suffer no end of worry and trouble. Ohuknnidars know only too well that, 
if they do not satisfy ths demands of the jotdars, they will be com polled to leave the jot 
None of the ohukomdars have lease, and jotdars allege that they should either be made to 
pay a fair rent or to give up their holdings for men who are willing to toko them up on the 
jotdars’ terms. I explained this to the Commissioner, whoso instructions on the matter aa 
contained on his.letter No. 477 Rot. of 15th September 1891, are given hereunder : — 

“I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 62*2, dated 4th 
September 1891, and, in reply, to state in the case of the Hoohes who have hitherto 
been paying dao tax, you are certainly justified in fixing the amount payable by the 
ohukanidar to the jotdar as well as tho rent due by the latter. In foot, the persons who 
have been entered as ehukanidars really held no real ohukani title, and you are bound to 
fix what eonstitutes a fair rent for them to pay to the jotdar, and rooord such amount 
in the settlement papers, letting both jotdar and ohukanidur know that the sum so entered 
represents the rent payable by the one and realizable by the other during the ourroaoy 
of the pending settlement. So .far as the Mech and Nepalese cultivators referred to are 
concerned, the above orders dispose of the oase; but your lotter appears also to ask for 
instructions on the wider quostiou of the right of tho Settlement Officer to interfere in 
the oase of all ohukanidars who may be holding at rates which, if recorded as tho future 
limit of the jotdars’ demand, will not admit of any enhancement of the latter's rant 
at the rates lately sanctioned by Government. # This wider subject lately esme under 
consideration, when I examined the assessment papers in ordsr to dispone of cortain appeals 
against the enhancement of rout, and in deciding these appeals 1 passed order* whioli dost 
with this question. I have doomed it advisable, however, to take the prosout opportunity 
of again recording my opinion in tho matter. There are two mam objections that 
may be urged against the adoption of your proposal to record in oortaiu oases in the 
settlement papers, os the sum payable for the futuro by ohukanidars, not the existing rent, 
but what you may judge to be a fair rent. The objections are (1) that, aooording to the 
principle accepted in the Tenancy Act as underlying the laws for settlement of rent, the 
existing rant must be assuraod to be the fair rent until the contrary be proved; (2) the 
distinct order that, in the case of chuk\iidars, the existing rent alone shall oe entered, and 
tho jotdar be held incapable of enhancing except by a regular suit. As to the first objection 
I admit the existence of the general principle, but deny it* applicability in ths present 
instance. Existing rents can only be assumed to be fair rente under certain conditions, 
that is, when the tract of country sudor settlement hoe boon long enough in occupation for 
the rate of rent to beoome settled by competition and usage; the above assumption cannot 
4m made in the oase of a tract of oountry lately oocupied, and in the process of being 
reclaimed from waste. In the former ease we will probably find that competition and usage 
have secured a high but uniform level of rent; in the latter we are oariain to find great 


ter we are oertain to find great 


reclaimed. That this must be so will be apparent, if we examine the conditions under which 
lands am let for purposes of reclamation. Waste lands are settled with the jotdar by 
Government at a regular rate per acre; the jotdar, hbwever, docs not sublot aooording to any 
fixed rates; bnt an intending cultivator takes a block of waste agreeing to pay a lump sum, the 
amount of which varies according to the quality of sail and difficulty of reolamation. The rent 
ii, of ooane, always an easy one, bnt it is understood that when the land has boon brought 
under cultivation a fair rent will be fixed at some future period: the [sagth of time diihng 
which ths low rent shall be payable is not fixed; tho duration of the period depends on tbfc 
difficulty of rselamation, awl partly ao doubt cm the easiness or good nature of thf jotdar. 
There ia no written lease, but the understanding is, that sooner or later the rent shall bo 
liable to enhancement. There am no establis h ed rates of root: the whole arrangomont is a 
matter of private arrangement between the jotdar and his ohnkanidar; there is no fixity 


Ijaug agreeasent m wail understood, that when the land is under cultivation the original tow 
cate shall ha exchanged for a higher one. In such a condition of things it is amolutoly 
to assmae that any existing rent is a fair rant. It only remains to examine ths 
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conditions of things in Myi 
to applies or not.

left to he taken up. There competition for land tempered by the existence at waste waiting 
to be taken up in the near neighbourhoc4, has indeed raised the rent payable by ohukanidars, 
but we do find some uniformity in the rate of rent and a settled oondition of things that 
warrant us in assuming the existing rent to be the fair rent, and in reoording the same 
as the limit of demand during the pending settlement. In North Mynaguri and Chengmari 
the state of things is very different. A large proportion of waste existed at the) last settlement, 
much of which has boon brought under the plough during the last few years and is still 
held under the easy terms on wmoh the waste was originally let, while rates obtained by 
reducing the lump rent to the amount payable per acre are very divergent; contiguous 
holdings, often in the same jot, and of the same quality of land, paying anything from He. 1-8 
to Rs. 4 per acre. Here the objeotion does not apply, for we oannot assume' that the existing 
rent is in any oasQ a fair one. As regards the seoond objection, it is true that an order 
exists under which existing ohukani rents must be reoorded, with no option on the part of 
the Settlement Otfioer to vary them or ou the part of the jotdar to enhanoe except after a 
regular suit; it is a question, however, whether this order has any reference to such eases 
as we find existing in North Mynaguri and Chengmari. My first impression regarding 
chukani tenures obtained after an examination of suoh papers relating to the past settlement 

as were available, was that the tenure is a permanent one,* 

• Tho order referred town.p«»«d |,y hold under a written lease and at a fixed rate of rent. I 
cbukSuW*™’ thus described them in my preliminary report to Govern- 

iiuntijr by tho jotdar, and «o for n« tho ment, and under this impression the order alluded to was 
t££ m.n”uT«™lrn!!'w,rttmt e tho passed enjoining the record of existing rates:— 1 “Experience 
statement wm not correct, tho orttor wan has, however, shown me that my first impression was a 
, " lKlill ' K, • M K mistaken one, and that, though theoretically the tenure 

may bo suoh os I have described above, in reality it is of a 
different oharaoter. A written lease is apparently never given, and though the rough agree¬ 
ments under whioh blooks of waste ore let as described above are oallod ehukanis, they are 
dearly agreements whioh involvo no fixity of rate of rent. To leases of tho latter description 
the orders alluded to were never intended to apply, for that there were chukani tenures of 
this description, was not at the time understood or suggested- I would, therefore, limit the 
application of the rule to eaees whioh fulfil the conditions mentioned above; that is, where 
there is a written lease defining the position of the tenant and fixing the rent payable by 
him, the ubove rule must be held to apply. I would also extend its applicability to oases 
in whioh there is no written agreement, bpt where the tenant hoe been for somo time in 
possession at an unchanged rate of rent sufficiently long to indieato that he holds at settled 
rates. In all other oases 1 am inclined to hold that the rule referred to does uot restrict 
the Settlement Officer's power to settle a fair rent payable by the chukauidar, oven though 
iu doing so he may have to enhanoe existing rent. Ou tho whole, I am of opinion that 
in many instances the agreements iu North Mynaguri and Chengmari entered into between 
tho jotdars and their so-oalled ohukanidars, are not of suoh a permanent nature os to 
bring them within the limitations imposed by the two objections alluded to. While, however, 
holding that interference is, in many instances, quite permissible, I do not consider that 
it would be judioious on your part to interfere in every ease. The final settlement of a 
fair rent may very well be left to the parties thorns' .ves, and interference is to bo avoided, 
unless Government interests are likely to suffer by delay in reoording a fair rent, or unless 
the jotdar or ohukanidar invoke your interference. It may happen that, as pointed out iu 
your letter, the existing rents paid by ohukanidars ore for somo reason so low that the aggre- 

? ato does not enable the jotodar to pay the Government rent assessed at tho sanctioned rates, 
n suoh a case, if you ore convinced that tho euhanoed Government rate may properly he 
imposed on the jotdar, you should at onoo take step to assess a fair rent payable by the- 
ohukanidars, enhancing the seme to suoh an extent as to leave tho jotdar a profit after 
paying the Government rout. In thus assessing a fair rent on the chukauidar you will, 
of oourse, bo guided by tho rates paid for similar lands by other ohukanidars in the neigh¬ 
bourhood. The assessment, I may add, in coaos of this nature must be made in consultation 
with the jotdar and his tenants. Enhancement, however, need not be insisted on, if the 
jotdar objects; for it may happen in the oase of a tea-planter, for instance, that he is willing 
to forego profits and allow his garden coolies to oooupy at nominal rates for the sake of 
their services. In suoh oases, however, it must be (dearly understood that the enhanoed 
Government rent will be imposed on the jotdar, even though he may find it convenient 
not to insist on obtaining any enhancement from his ohukanidars. I shall be glad to know 
wheft you have oommenoed to carry out revision of the chukani rents in the fight of these 
instructions, for after a commencement has been made, I wish to inspect the work done in 
order to ‘Satisfy myself that the orders have been properly understood . h * 

17. The above instructions are now being acted upon so far as jots in parganas 
North Mynaguri and Chengmari are concerned. As regards ohukanidars in pargana 
South Mynaguri, the rents whioh they are paying at present nas been reoorded as payable to 
the jotdar, and no change will be made except by mutual consent; but there are some cases 
even in South Mynaguri in which chnkanidors are paying very insufficient rent for their 
holdings, and for whom I should be permitted to fix a fair rent. If we do not fix, this rent,

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that the ohukanidan will 1 m forcibly ousted, and will have to relinquish their holdings in 
spite of everything that has been done for their protection. 

18. Autattntat of haul rttonuo .—In assessing the revenue payable to Government by 
jotedars, the points whioh I have considered axe (1) situation of the jote. (2) its nearness to 
roads, markets and tea-gardens, and (3) the oircumstanoes of the jotedar and his ability to 
pay the revenue every year with ease. A considerable number of the jotedars of Mynaguri 
Tehsil are Nepalese and others who reside in Kurseong, Tindana, and other parts of 
Darjeeling district; pleaders, traders, and money-lenders of Jalpaigun, Hoogjhly, Kuch 
Bilieur, and Bangpur districts; and Muhammadans of the neighbouring estate of Bykantpur. 
The jotedars of Mynaguri have been especially benefited by roods and markets which 
have opened out every part of the tehsil; their crops ore easily sold, and with good profits, 
to tea-garden oooliea; their jotes are well under cultivation and yield good crops, and 
their condition is prosperous in eveiy respect. The tehsil is well advanoed, and is at present 
the best cultivated part of the Duors. The inorease of revenue in the three parganosof 
Mynaguri tehsil by this settlement will not be below Us. 60,000, and will bo due ahielly to the 
enormous extension of cultivation on nearly every jote in porgonos North Mynaguri and 
Chengmari, as also in some taluks of South Mynaguri; to the rooovory by the present settlement 
of the amount whioh was remitted nearly seven years ago under the reduction scheme which 
Oolonel Morton had recommended; to the increased area of noarly every jote, tlu additional 
land having been held oither surreptitiously by the jotedar or be payment of capitation 
tax; and to the application of the rates whioh havo boon sanotionou for this settlement. 
In cases in whioh tho revenue has risen high, ohiefly in taluks of parganas North 
Mynaguri and Chengmari, the iuorenso has been spread over five years so as to enable the 
jotedars to pay without difficulty, When Lord Ulick Browne submitted Colonel Morton’s 
reduction scheme for consideration of Government, he obsorvod that Colonel Morton had 
expressed an opinion that “the mistakes of the last settlement or, iu othor words, the causes 
of the over assessment were three vis.,— . 

(1) Insufficient classification of land. 

(2) No allowance being made for injury to crops by wild animals. 

(3) Too suddbn an inorease in the total rent payable for a jote.'* 

Remembering thoso points, I have taken every care to avoid similar mistakes in the 
present assessment of the Government revenue. 

19. Training and utilization of Patuditfn and K&nungor*. —No patwflries or Ki nun goo* 
exist in the Duors. . The Government revenue is collected by tahsildors, who supply all 
information whioh is required from time to time regarding jotes and their tenants These 
officers and the men who are employed under thorn will havo to keep tho records of the 
present settlement corrected to obviate another survey of tho Western Duars. 

20. The annexed statement* furnish all particulars as to cost of the survey and settle¬ 
ment operations iu tho Western Dusrs from tho beginning up to the end of September 18.0], 
Information regarding tho work done is also given, and 1 hope will bo considered satis¬ 
factory. 

21. In dosing this report I would mention that my work lias boon considerably delayed 
in Mynaguri tehsil by the number of oase* of mutation of names which had to be disposed 
of. Groat difficulty wns also felt, in making pnoplo pay tho fees for mutation of unmet in 
cases in which they had got the survey amfns to shew their names iu the now records as 
owners of the jotes without npplyiufiV.o the Deputy Commissioner of .laljiaiguri to have 
their names entered in the record*. They had hoped to escapo paying tho foes, and they 
paid up only when threatened with resumption of tho jotos. Five hundred and forty-one 
oases of mutation of natnos were disposed of. Evidence as to possession was recorded in 
every case, and Its. 2,456 were realised by mo on aooount of mutation fees.

REPORT ON CAlU’STRAL 8URVKY WORK DONE IN DISTRICT JALPAIGITRI (WESTERN 
DUAItb) BY No. 4 PARTV IN SEASON 1800-91. 

The oad astral survey of the Duare in season 1890-91 extended over the wholo of the 
remaining jot land area in tie Duars, inoluding much of tho cultivation carried on by the 
Mechia and others in the waste lands of pargann East Madari and the estate of the lato 
Colonel Midajat All. The aooompanying tabulated statemeut shows in detail tho aroa 
surveyed of which records were also prepared 
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In addition to tho above, tho records only of the area included in tho taluks, &o , men¬ 
tioned in the following tabulated statement were written in the field. This area was surveyed 
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in aeaaon 1889-90, but owing to the advent o! the raioa at the dose of the field season, it 
was found impracticable to nave the work completed. 

Area*, fyc., of the portion of which only the khatrra writing tnu done in scoton 1890-91. 
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Tlesidcn the foregoing, til tho special request of tho Settlement. Officer and with the sanction 
of the Deputy Surveyor-General, Jim survey of a portion of the laud adjoining the 
river Tista, which had been subject*! to the notion of tho river during tho heavy rains of 
1890, aud had boon partly cut away or silted over, was revised and the limits of the silting 
over shown on the tracing and the records corrected in accordance witli it. Also in taluk 
Char Churabandnr where innd was allotted and change* made in tho boundaries subsequent 
to survey, a complete revision survey was made of ti c entire tuluk and tho records changed 
. Tho subjoined area statement shows the extent of tho survey made under both heads.

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The area left for survey within the limits originally assigned for cadastral operations 
consists of about 6 square miles, and comprises a portion of taluk Dudoemuri Kolubari, 
in pargaua Morsghat, which was omitted last season in consequence of imperfect demar¬ 
cation and inability on the part of tho jotdarw to ]>oint out their boundaries. A portion of 
taluk Gairkhuta, insisting of 17 jots, the existence of which, owing to want of information 






at time of survey and to the jots being only grass plots imperfectly demarcated, was 
not known till too late for their being taken in hand and completed before the rains. 
A fow jots in taluk Cheknakhoti which, owing to an outbreak of cholera and the death of 
two field surveyors, had to ho left unfinished, ana a small area of scattered cultivation in taluk 
Solkumur, east, which could not be completed before the advent of the rains. _ In addition 
to this, owing to the reported omissions of cultivated land in taluk Udlahari, an area of 
about 600 nores has been inoludod in the work of the present field season : this has already 
been surveyed. It has now been ascertained that 200 acres of laud are not under cultivation 
as was reported, but only about 80 acres, aud of theso 27 acres, it is said, will be resumed 
by the Settlement Officer as soon as the crops ore cut, os the land is oovered with valuable 
timber and the cultivation is quite new. Fourteen jotB of taluk Borodighi, newly allotted in 
grass jungle, remain to bo taken up, aud a few isolated jots incorporated in the tea lands, and 
which for want of previous information had boon looked upon as part of, the tea lands, and 
hence omitted from survey have, at the request of the Settlement Offioor. been put in hand 
and are now being surveyed. The cultivated area found in taluk Jaigaon will also shortly be 
giveu out for survey. 

The number of records dospatchod to the Settlomont Offioor during the season up to 
noth September is given in the accompanying tabulated statement.

1 hats tbf honour to submit a settlement report for the Baokergunge district for 
the year beginning 1st October 1890 and ending 30th September 1H91. 

2. Ward* estates under turvey and record of right*.— One estate, called the Dakhin 
Shabispur estate, which is situated in tbo island of Bhols. 

3. The parnua of Dakhin ShabAspur comprises two estates, of which the numbers 
on the revenue roll of the district are 1763 and 1764. The estate 1763, which is under 
the Court of Wards, and whioh was the estate iu which survey and record of rights 
were in progress during the year under repost, is made up of (s) seven annas share of the land 
of the pargana of whioh the greater part was separated from the 9 annas share by a 
partition made before the Permanent Settlement, a small portion being, however, left 
ijmili, and (b) 5a. 18y. 1 h 2kr. out of the 9 annas shore. This bo. \(Hg. It. 2 kr. share 
was purchased by the proprietors of the 7 annas subsequent to the partition of the land 
between the 7 annas and 9 annas shares. There has never been any partition of the 
lands of this 5a. l«e. Ik. 2kr. share from the lands allotted to the 9 annas share in the 
partition made previous to the Permanent Settlement, and henoo it follows that the 
proprietors of estate 1763 possess rights whioh extend over the whole land of the porgannah. 

4. The operations for the survey and record of rights of this estate 1763 e«m- 
menoed in Doc-ember 1889, and from the commencement down to 30th September 1890 
the work which had been done is shown below as accurately as I am able to give it. 

5. A professional survey party under the orders of Colouel Steel arrived on Ike estate 
in December 1889, and remained there np to the following June. They wero engaged 
in the survey of the Dakhin Shabffapur ward’s and of (lovernment estates m Baokergunge 
at the same time. The work done in the Dakhin ShubAspur estate was the following 

(а) Travorso survey of the whole estate, the area of whioh was found to bo 130 06 

square miles, comprised in 3« villages. 

(б) Cadastral surrey Of 36 of these viilagos, comprising an area of 124' 56 

square miles. 

(o) Khunapuri (i.r., filling up tho first four columns of the kliasra) with respoot to 14 
of the smallest villages in the estate comprising an area of only 17 08 
square miles. 

6. In June 1890 tho party wont into reoess at Barraokpore, and I am unable to 
state what work was done by its members from that month up to the end of September 
1890. All I know is that they Wero engaged in calculating areas, filling up remaining 
columns of tho khasra, preparing khatiana and terijos with respect to the 14 villages 
of whioh the khanapuri had been done on tho field, inking up the mops, and preparing 
traoings of the maps for the Settlement Office. 

7. The party stayed at Barr, -kporo until November, and probably wore engaged 
in the above work up to that month, if not later ; but no statement has been sent to me 
to show what progress was made, or when the work was done, and the utmost 1 can stato 
is that the survey party forwarded to the Settlement Officer in October 1890, khasra, khstian, 
terij, milan khasra. area and crop statements ami tracings of maps with respect to four 
villages, and similar papers with respect to one village in Novomber, five in Janunry and 
four m May. The reoords of these lost four and of one of tho five of which records were sent 
in January were found to be incomplete, as the names of intermediate tenure-holders had 
been omitted and some of the papers were missing, so that a revision fit the whole of 

, khanapuri work connected with these five villages became necessary. The nine villages 
of whioh the papers were received in a complete form from the professional party cover an 
area of 5*38 square miles only. 

8. In the abeenoo of any information as to what fho party did in each month of 
the period from June 1890 to May 1891,1 think it probably will bo best to regard the 
reoess work of the party as far as this estate is concerned, sa completed before 80th 
September 1890, since only by doing this that I can furnish any figures as to cost of 
the operations up to the end of September 1890. 

9. The total oost of the work done in this estate by the snrvoy party as reported by 
Colonel Strahon in his letter No. i dated 6th November 1891, to your addrees, is 
Re. 36,046-7. No particulars whatever have been supplied to show how this sura was 
arrived at, or how much should be regarded as oost of traverse survey, cadastral survey, 
khanapuri. or rvoord writing.

But this total is Rs. 2,539-1-6 less than the total given by Colonel Strahan (Rs. 49,866-7) 
for the work on both the Government estates and this estate. 

10. Tho question as to which figure is oorreot will form the subjeot of separate 
correspondence. For the purpose.of the present report I however nssumo that Colonel Strohan’s 
figures are oorreot, and, as it seems probable, that the mistake in the Deputy Superintendent’s 
flguros is in the item of khanapuri and completion of reoords, the work which was done 
last, and of whioh the aooounts must liavo been made up more hurriedly than the aeoount 
of tho other works whioh were completed a full ycnr before the figures were given by 
the Deputy Superintendent. I assume that tho figures of (he Deputy Superintendent under 
the head Khanapuri, &o., should be iuereased by 11s. 2,539-1-6, from 11s. 15,115-7 to 
Its. 17,664-7. 

11. The professional party did not, as fa>* ss I am aware, attempt to keep up any 
separate account of expenditure on account of the Government estates end this estate, 
and if there bo no separuto account, 1 presume the distribution of the total cost (Its. 49,686-7) 
between tho Government estates and this ostato can only bo made equitably on the prin¬ 
ciple of charging eaoh item in proportion to area over which the work extended. Adopting 
this plan, however, tho sum wnioh 1 find should bo oharged against this estate is much less 
than the sum named by Colonel Strahan. Tho basis and result of my calculation 1 giv*

12. In this way I arrivo at Rs. 25,27 8-8 os the amount chargeable against this estate 
M against Coloitul Strohan’s figures Its. 36,045-7, and although in the return acaompanying 
this report I adopt Colonel Strahau's figures, these figures will most probably have to be 
revised iu the near future. 

13. Aooepting Colonal Strahan’s figures, and assuming tho professional party complet¬ 
ed their work bv 30th September I860, it follows that tho cost incurred by tne members of 
that port/ for tne whole of (heir operations described above was Rs. 36,045-7—all for survey. 

14. The Settlement Oltioer joined his appointment, on 21st Deoember 1889, but as he was 
at the same time oniployed on settlement work in tho Government estate, only two-thirds of 
hi* pay and allowances aud cost of establishment is chargeable against this estate from that 
date up to 30th September 1890 Government order conveyed in their letter N<>. SSL.*, 
of 29th December 1890, to the address of tho Seerotary to the Board of Revenue). This 
two-thirds as calculated by tho Settlement Officer comes to Rs. 3,227-10, and this is shewn as 
a settlement charge, though actually no settlemant work was done in that period, as no reoorda 
worn mode over to the Settlement Officer, who, however, was usefully employed in smoothing 
the way for the survey party in rooonoiliug differences which arose between the aurvey ratios 
(up-country men) and tho tenants and in supervising and testing tho khanapuri work of 
these amfns. 

15. The above I have thought it proper to place on reoard in order to allow of a dear 
report regarding tho operations in the year under review, to which I now turn. 

16. On tho 1st October 1890 the work which remained to bo done was— 

(A) Cadastral survey of ‘24 square miles. 

(Noms,—There was an area of 6*85 square miles “ char ” land of which cadastral survey 
was not nooded; hence difference between area by traverse and area by cadastral survey.) 
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(B) Xhanapuri and reoord writing, Inclusive of inking in and completing the maps 

estimating area, and preparation of tracing* of 24 tillages ootering area of 107-22 
square miles. 

(C) The settlement work of the whole estate. 

(D) The preparation of oopies of record* for the tenants and the Collector. 

17. Within the year let Ootober 1890 to 30th September 1891, the work actually done 
by the Settlement Officer waa— 

(A) Cadastral surrey of -24 square miles. 

(B) Khanapuri, inking in and oomplotion of maps, estimating of area completed for the 

24 Tillages noted above. Beoord writing completed for 13 Tillages out of the 
24 (area of the 13 being 33 08 square miles). 

For the other villages khstians and terijes were partly written, hut the Settlement 
Officer cannot give me the exact amount remaining to be done on lit Ootober 1891. Tra¬ 
cings prepared of maps of 23 villages out of the 24. 

(0) The settlement work done in the year was as follows 

(a) Attestation and record of rents completed in 11 villages oovering an area of 

14 49 square miles. 

( b ) First publication of reoords made with respect to 6 villages oovering area of 2*09

(«) Final publication made with respect to 3 villages oovering area of *30 square 
miles. 

(rf) Number of tonants whoso rights have boon recorded and status determined is 
8,067. This is the number of tenants iu the 11 villages (a). 

(e) One hundred and twenly-oiio suits (99 for settlement of fair rents with respect 
to £90 tenants, and 22 subs on other questions) disposed of. Forty-two 
boundary disputes and 114 miscellaneous petitions of objection were also 
diposod of. Besides the Settlement Officer also olaims that he disposed 
summarily of a largo numbor of verbal objections of which the only reoord is 
tho corrections made in the reoords when suoh were found to be needed. 

(D) Collector’s copies of records of tho 3 villages (C) (e) were prepared. 

18. TUa small outturn of settlement work is explained ns follows 

Iteoords of 14 villages wore rocoived from tho Burvoy party. Of those 14 villages, ons 
bad boon washed away completely by tho river after the survey, and no sattlomcnt work was 
called for with respect to it. The rooordf of 5 villagos covering aroa of 12-20 squaro miles 
were received in stub an incomplete state (hat it was found neoessary to depute ami as to rovise 
them. (I have seen some of the pajHirs ud And the revision was absolutely neoosstry. This 
revision has been taken in hand since tho close of the year under repoit.) The remaining 8 
villages of which the records were reocivi.d from tho survey party are included in (U) (a) Tho 
6 in (C) (6; and 3 in (O) (e) form part of those 8. Tho remaining 3 iu (0) (a) ara 3 villages 
of which the khauapuri and record writing were dono during the year under review under 
supervision of tho Settlement Officer. The records of other villages of wkioh the khauapnri was 
made by him could not bo got ready for attestation during the year.

Of bis own 
pay and allowanoee and of the pay of his settlement establishment he hi* charged two-thirds 
against this estate and one-third against Government estates from 1st Ootober 1890 to 
31st March 1891, according to Government order quoted above ; but from 1st April to 30th 
September 1891 he has donited the ward’s estate with the whole cost in aooordance with 
proposal made by me.

25. On account of survey to close of year under review the Settlement Officer spent only 
Rs. 8,141-5-6, uiid ho will complete tho work within the estimate. 

26. On settlement he has expended to close of tho year Rs. 9,638-8-9, whioh leaves now 
nearly Rs. 10,000 for completion of tho work. 

27. The settlement operations within the year under report havo resulted in a net 
decrease of rents payablo by Rs. 220-6-7. This, however, is but a nominal decrease. Tho 
villages of which the settlement work was completed hnd all more or less boon subject to dilu- 
vion, and tho rent-roll of theso villages was praotioally a fictitious one, as many of the tenures 
and tenants named therein had disappeared. 

28. Actually I find the Manager of tho estate 1763, as far as his interest, is concerned, 
was only able to realize from these three villages on an average Rs. 19-1-7 nor annum, 
although liis rent-roll for tho villages was Rs. 292-3: .. Under tho present, settlement his 
rent roll comes to Rs. 197-9-9, and ns this sum will in futuro be easily realizable, the actual 
gam to the word’s estate ia Rs. 178-8-2.

31. Survey operation* —The whole work done from the oommenoement of earvsy opera- 
tlone down to 30th September 1890 is shown below u accurately ns I am able to give it. Out of 
the 27 estates, the surrey hod been mode end records prepared of six estates—Joynagar, Larnohi- 
pata, Shambupnra, Golskpuri, Char Padma, Char Badna, covering on area of 25*72 square 
miles by load agenoy under the superrision of Babu Gins Chandra Etott, Deputy Colleator 
of the regular establishment, and of three estates—Char* Jangla, Kalaohand and Sitoram— 
the survey had been mode under the supervision of the Subaiviuonal Officer of Bhola, and 
of one estate—Char Chandroil—under the Subdivisions! Officer of Patuakhali. In the oase 
of Char Jangla the survey was made for a settlement under the Regulation, but after it 
was oomphted it was found advisable to have settlement made under the Tenancy Act, 
and notification was published aooordingly. The oost incurred by these offioers as pay of 
amlns for survey and preparation of rooords is Its. 4,213-4-9 and the total area surveyed 
28*98 square miles. • 

32. For the survey and khanapuri of the remaining 17 estates a professions! party 
under the orders of Colonel Steel arrived on the island in Dooeinbor 1889, and remained there 
up to the following June. In that time the party made-— 

(A) A traverse survey extending over 157 46 square milos, but in this aroa is inoladed 

92'3 square miles, the area of chars Shuts Jahajmara and part of char Annanda Prosod, 
&o., which are not at present under settlement, but which it was advisable either for oon- 
venienoe of the survey or for the prevention of further disputes as to their position to inaludo 
within the area of traverse survoy. Of the estates actually under settlement the traverse 
survey only oovered 651 square miles, the area of the 16 estates:—(1) Larnohi Koralmara, 

(2) Kristo Prosod No. 5257, (6) Bhusan Lapta Madanpura, (4) Char IImod, (5) CharBhairab, 
(6) CharPrioe, (7) Char Lakhi, (8) Char Koralmara, (9) Madhupura, (10) Qanoshpura, (11) 
Lalmohan, (12) Bairagya, (13) Char Lord liardingn, (14) Char Kali, (1ft) Char Fasson, (10) 
Char Udaykali, the party being unable to make traverse survey of one estate—Char Drum¬ 
mond No. 5905—as it was found to bo entirely under water at high tide. 

(B) Cadastral survey of the 12 estates:—(!) Larnohi Koralmara, (2) Kristo Prosod, (3) 
Bhu«an Lnpta Madanpura, (4) Char Uraed, (5) Char Bhairab, (0) Char Prioe, (7) Char Lukni, 
(8) Char Koralmara, (9) Madhupura, (10) Q meshpura, (11) Lalmohan, (12) Bairagya. The 
aroa of those villages by i tho cadastral survey is 4U‘79 squro miles, but tho Settlement. Officer 
informs rao the area by traverse survey is 57 2 square miles. The party hus given no 
explanation of this wide difference, nor is the Settlement Officer quite certain as yet as to the 
reason for the discrepancy, but the difference is probably due to omission of the area of jungle 
land. Tho Settlement Officer will, however, make a strict enquiry oil this point. 

(C; Khanapuri of 11 of the above-named 12 villages, tho exception being Char 
Lakbi, comprising an area of 3*?ft square milos The area which tho party gives as tho 
area over which khanapuri and record writing was completed is 4142. This 41*42+3*75, 
tho area of Char Lukhi, comes to 45 17 square miles, which is less by 1 62 square milos than 
the area by cadastral survey. Tho Settlement Officer has yet to find out whoreiu tho difference 
lies. 

In Juno 1890 tho party went into recess at Barrackpore, and I am unable to sfato what 
work was done by itR mombors from that month up to the end of September 1890. I 
presume they worn engaged in calculating areas, filling up the remaining columns of the 
ithasra, preparing khatian and tc-rij with respect to villages of which the khanapuri had 
boen done on the field, inking uj^the maps and preparing tracings of the maps for 
the Settlement Officer. 

33. In November 1830 tho party forwarded to the Settlement Officer khnsra, khnfian 
terij, milan kliasra. area and crop statement, and tracings of maps of six estates—Lamchi Koral¬ 
mara Kristo Prosod, Bhusan Lapta Madanpura, Koralmara, Bnairab, and Prion—outline maps

Tho records of tho lost flamed four estates 
were forwarded in a very incomplete state, the torij and khatian* being left half done and 
full of discrepancies ; tho writing, too, was in great part illegible. Tho seven tillages, namely, 
(1) Lamchi Koralmara. (2) Kristo Pros,id, (3) Bhnsan Lapta Madanpura, (4 > Chur Jjhairnb, (ft) 
Char Price, (6) Char Koralmara, and (7) Char Umed, of which tho paper* have boen received in 
a complete form from the professional party, cover an area of 21 21 square miles. No infor¬ 
mation has been supplied as to what tho party did in oach mouth of the period from J uno 
1890 to May 1891. 

34. The total cost of the work done in these estates by the survey party, os reported by 
Colonel Strahan in his letter referred to in paragraph 9, is Rs. 13,841. No particulars whatovqr 
have been supplied to show how this sum is arrived at, or how much should bn Regarded 
as oost of traverse survey, cadastral survey, or khanapuri and record-writing, and 
if, as I believe, thsdistribution of the total oost between tho wards' and Government estates 
is inequitable, the charge against the Government estates must be increased. 

35. Settlement ttork. —As regards settlement work up to the 30th September 1890, 
little need be said. Babu Pyari Mohan Bose was appointed Settlement Officer for both wards’

47. Bitalc* under settlement under the Regulation. —Of these estates I submit two lists, 
A and B, showing in A estates of whioh settlement has been completed and sanctioned 
during the year, and in B the estates of whioh settlement work was either not oompleted or, if 
completed, not sanctioned within the year under report. 

48. Most of theso estates are surplus alluvial accretions in the largo rivors in the east 
and, south of tho district to permanently-settled estates, and were brought under assessment 
by tho DiAra Superintendent. Of thoso, some have oomo now under settlement as the term 
of first settlement has expired, and others have been under settlement since the close of the 
deorali operations, the settlement boing delayed by various disputes. The balance of the 
estates other than these diara estates nave corns under settlement in consequence of pur¬ 
chase by Government at revenue Bales, the estates being sold because they have suffered 
more or less from diluvion or ore ferries or fishery whioh are treated as estates. 

49. Front the list A it will bo seen that the settlement of 13 of these estates was com¬ 
pleted and sanctioned daring the year, and that the net annual gain to Government from the 
settlements is Bs. 2,433-6.

He accepts ray view as to meaning of columns 
6 ami 6, and has entered therein only villages with regard to which final publication has been made; but 
in columns 0 and 10 he shows not merely the tenants in the villages given in colomu 3, but all tenants of 
these and other villages of which the rijinta and existing rents have been recorded. In columns ll and 
13 he shows the former rent and the rent under the present settlement of those tenants (included in the 
number in column 10) for whom fair rents have actually been settled or whose existing rent is accepted 
as the fair rent, there beiug no contest raised concerning it wilhin the time allowed by the law. This is 
s confused way of filling up returns, but the words of the headings soem to justify the view taken by 
Babu Pyari Mohan Bose.

Kapnlberit, (0) Chandrsil, (fi) Sifaram, (7) lliulna, (8) Kalachandl 1 prosumo because they were of no 
particular importance and were not on the file of special Settlement Oflioers. 

The difference b< tween columns 4 and 5 is due to the sanction of settlement of the three estates 
Sitaram, Itadnn, and Cliatulrail being given during the rear, thus leaving 24 rases pending. 

The difference between columns 3 and 6 is duo to tnc inclusion by mistake in the list given to Hia 
Jlonor of l'adma Manasha. Settlement of (his estate had been begun under the Regulation, but it waa 
found that n was advisable to bring it under the Tenancy Act, and application to that offeet waa made. 
Sanction, however, waa net received till after 80th September It91, nud therefore the estate up to that 
date should properly bo shewn as under the Itugulation.

Ho understands th« heading of columns 5 and 8 
to mnnn villages in wliioh existing rents and rights hare boon recorded and fair rents fixed. I did not 
kuow whether his view is correct, so X let his figure* stand, as thoy show fairly well the progress mode in 
the work. 

It seems to mo, however, that tho words of the heading really mean cases in which final publication 
has been made, and if my view be correct, column B should show entries only against villages Badna and 
Ulmudrsit and column 8 should show entries only against rhurs Shambupura, Golakpura, Padma, 
llardinge, and Kali, and if, as I presume, the following column should only be filled up against tho estate 
against which there arc entries in columns 8 and t». the entries against estates other than those noted 
abovn should lie struck out. 

The headings are, however, far from clear, and it may he that, although I am right as regards the 
meaning of heading 6, that Mr. Butt's view of the other headings is correct.

In continuation of this office No. 2520L.R, of the 16th instant, I hate the honour to 
state that the statements A and B submitted to you direct with the half-yearly reports of the 
Settlement Offioers of the Government end the wards' estates (eitk letters Nos. 128, dated 
23rd October 1891, from Mr. Outt, and 158, dated 23rd Ootober 1891, from Babu Feari 
Mohan Bose) contained numerous inaoouraoies which would ho most expensive to oorroot by 
telegram. Revised statements A and B for the Government estates showing therein the 
figures of eooh Settlement Offioer in the district separately are herewith sent to enable you 
to oorreot their individual statements. 

2. Tou have not reooived the half-yearly figures of the Subdivisional Offioer of Bhola, 
as he did not submit any half-yearly report, but I give his figures to enablo you to use them 
if neoessary. 

3. As the statements A and B submitted with Peari Babu’s No. 168, dated 23rd 
October 1891 of the wards’ estates do not require much correction, I simply give below 
revised figures for oertain oolumns instead of submitting fresh statements. The figures are

Uhdkk orders received from the Government of Bengal, and also from the Board of 
Revenue, I have the honour to submit the following report of the settlements in my charge, 
showing the results of the half-year ending the 30th September lost. 

2. The mehnls of the Burdwan Raj in this distriot, for which a survey and settlement 
have been ordered, are five in number:— 

Tauzi No. 128—Gobrah. 

„ „ 129—Maliha. 

„ „ 188—Hukumapur. 

„ „ 449—Fonohberria. 

„ „ 449—Chondnihat, Froohanderpur. 

3. The survey and settlement of the first two have been abandoned at the request of the 
Manager, as the Raj holds only an undivided fractional share therein, and as the other 
co-sharers have not joined in the application for survey and settlement. 

I.—Hukumapur. 

4. The state of the work at the end of the lost official year was thus desoribod in my 
annual report for that year 

“Para. 6 . All applications for sottling fair rents having been disposed of, and all dis¬ 
putes of the nature mentioned in sootion 100 of the Bengal Tenancy Act having been decided, 
all that remains to bo done is to finally frame the rooords in aooordanoo with the result of these 
applications and disputes, and oause them to bo published under seotion 105 (2). The records, 
of 11 villages have already been published; those of 5 are entirely, and of 17 are partly 
ready for publication.” 

6 . The work here described as outstanding was finished on the 30th June 1891, on which 
day the reoords of the last of the 88 villages were finally published uuder suction 105(2), 
Bengal Tenancy Act. 

6 . In addition to this, all the khntians have been fair-copied. During your inspection 
you recommended the condemnation of the originals owing to their blotched aud dirty appear¬ 
ance. Three copies had thus to bo made—one for the oolloctorate, the second for the landlord, 
and the third for the tenants. Forty-five of the orignal khatians, however, wore considered 
by me to bo good enough for the oolleotnrate record-room; of these, 1 have caused only two 
sets of oopies to bo prepared. Some difficulty was experienced in obtaining the services of 
intelligent copyists at the oontraot rates sanctioned under the Board’s rules. Before the copyists 
got acoustomod to the work, little progress was made, as much of the work done by them had 
to be oondemnod. Besides a thorough comparison of -11 fair oopies with the originals by 
mohurirs employed for the purpose at tho contract r.' tea, I have, to insure aoouruoy, caused 
a oaroful rocoinparisou of over 25 per cent, of the khatians to be made by mohurirs of the 
regular establishment. As far as I am ablo to judge, the fair copies prepared are correct. 

7. Tho records of 87 villages were made over to the collcotorate on and within 5th 
September. The Raj estate got oopies of the records of these 87 villages by the 11th Septem¬ 
ber ; 2,664 tenants received their kbatian slips up to the 30th September. That the rest (about 
746 iu number) are yot unprovided for is owing to their own indifference in the matter, 
for the khatian oopies of their holdings are long ready iu offioe, and notioes of distribution have 
been issued village by village. 

8 . I have not yot aooountod for one village, the circumstances regarding which are some¬ 
what peoulior and require separate treatment. The reoords of this village were completed, 
and the 30th June was, by notice, fixed for their final publication. The reoords were pub¬ 
lished ae notified ; but such publication became irregular simply by the filing of a dispute cose 
under seotion 10C of the Bengal Tenanoy Act by the Raj, who olairaea a large traot of 
unsurvoyed laud os forming part of the village. These lands were then surveyed, and the 
case, after being severely contested bv the neighbouring zemindar, woe decided as a civil suit, 
and tho records of the villago republishod under seotion 106 (2) on the 6th October 1891. 
All chin illustrates the praotioal difficulty of working seotion 106. The words “ at any time 
before final publication” are much too vague. It would be desirable to substitute for them 
something to tho following efleot:—“ At any time before the iseue of a notice under section 
ll>5(2) for the fiual publication of tho reoords.” The reoords of the village concerned will be 
disposed of as soou as the offioes reopen after the vaoation. 

9. In my report for tho year ending the 31st March last, I spoke of haring disposed of 
all disputes of the nature mentioned in seotion 106. The last application made by the Raj 
estate uuder section 106 during 1890-91 was received on the 10th September 1890. But, 
besides the oaso referred to iu the preceding paragraph, the Raj has put in two other applica¬ 
tions within the half-year uuder report, olaiming similar relief under section 106. The disposal 
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of these two cues, in connection wherewith about 40 bights have been and 600 more will 
have to he surveyed, and the distribution of the few khafians that remain forms my only work 
in oonneotion with Hukumuxir. 

10. Fair-oopying of jkhatian* baa been the prinoipel work done during the half-year. 
But much was done beside*. No lee* than 1,545 khatiaat were reoorreotod in oonaequenoe of 
4olehnamaJu or agreements filed in appeal. This necessitated the reooneotioa of the connected 
paper*, khsaras, terij, & o. Ooneidereble time was taken up in preparing the statistical 
statements ( Forms atO («), 20 (4), and 20 (c) ), village by village, and also in drawing up 
village reports and correcting village maps. 

11. Now,* as before, the absence of the managers or of some efficient and duly em¬ 
powered agent on their behalf, oansae serious delay and moon venienoe. The local agents have 
apparently no power to settle disputes amicably, although their disposition to protract 
matters is notorious. 


• II. —PaNCHHBRIIA. 

12. The settlement of this mehal (area 1,603 bighasl has been carried out within the 
half-year under report. The mehal consists of the 1 village Panohborria and 53 detached pieces 
of lsind situated in 10 of the neighbouring villages, tne area of the largest piece being 331 
bighas, and that' of the smallest 6 oottahs. The proceedings wore hold ou the spot and 
oooepied four days. The status, existing rents, and other particulars regarding the holdings' 
(226 in number, inducting under-tenures) were recorded, ana i 3 disputes a* to the amount of the 
existing rent, rent-free title, status, do., wore disposed of summarily. The Ilaj estate 
applied for settlement of fair rents against 80 of the tenants separately, all the cases being 
then and there disposed of by amicable arrangement. 

13. This is the first settlement done on the linos proposed by you and approved of by 
the Board iu their No. 404A, dated the 17th April 1891, to your address, and f believe it has 
proved a complete suooess. This result is duo solely to the presence and oo-oporation of the 
Assistant Manager, Mr. Srioath Dutta. 

14. Tho draft reoords of Panohberria have boon published under eeotion 103(1) and the 
period of one month after the date of such publication has expired. The Raj estate has filed 
no objection or dispute case, but the tenants have put in— 

1 Objection under section 105 (1); 7 disputes under section 106 ; 2 applications to set 
aside the orders mode in 2 out of the 89 oases under sootion 104 (2). Five of thuso oasis* 
were disposed of before the end of last month, and tho rest were decided on tho 3rd 
instant. The effect has been the revival of one of the 89 suits for settlement of fair rente. 
Barring possible appeals, the disposal of this oaso is tho only thing that remains to be dune 
in oonneotion with l’anohberria. 


III.— Ohahdnihat. 

16. The settlement of this insignifloant mehal (area 12 bighas) was completed during 
the half-year. As there was no application for settlement of fair rents, the existing rents only 
were reoordod and the proceedings teiminated. In your No. I048T.A., dated the y^th 
July 1891, to the address of tho Commissioner of tho Burdwan Division, you were pleased 
to agree with me that a survey and record of rights of petty soattered areas of this kiud 
should not bo asked for. '*•.

19. I have taken up the ordinary duties of a Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector 
at the sadder station of Birbhum, in addition to my settlement duties from the 3rd September 
last. 

It will be seen 
that the principal work done was the fair-copying and distribution of khatians; and that 
there has boon very little occasion for me to leave head-quarters. My present criminal and 
colleotornte duties will, however, interfere with my plans should any occasion arise for a local 
enquiry. 

21. I beg to annex hereto four tabular statements, showing the work done by me up 
to the 30th September lost.

Wiih reference to your Circular No. 1ST A., dated the I7tli October 1891, I hare 
the honour to submit the following annual report for the period let October 1890 to 30th 
September 1891. in connection with the settlement of llukmapore in Birbhbm. 

2. A report for the year ending the81st March 1*91 was submitted to tho Collector 

of Birbhum with this office No. 8. dated the 6th April lM'l, and a report for the half- 
year ending the 39th September last has been submitted to you with this office No. 329, 
dated the 14th Ootobwr. w 

3. Two other petty mekaU in Birbhum hero been settled during the year under 
report, but as the w»rL in connection with them was done during the half-year ending the 
3oth September last, and has been deeoribod in my report for that period, I may ns well 
confine myself in the present report to Hukmapore 

4. The area of the estate ss professionally surveyed amounts to 16,696*09 aoros, its 
recorded area according to tire revenue survey being 16,491 acres This discrepancy may 
be accounted for by the faot that the external limits of villagoa have not, in the present 
survey, been laid down by reference to the revenue survey mans, as also by disturbance of 
possession in the course of the lost 40 years, and is also prooably due to iuaoouramus in the 
old survey. The former figure does not include au area of 216 acres claimed by the Raj 
in an application under section 106, Bengal Tenancy Act, as forming part of llukiuapore, 
but not yet adjudicated upon or surveyed. It, however, includes an area of 631*86 acres, 
which in oonsequence of enquiries into boundary disputes bos been found to form no 
part of the Bunlwan estate, and an area of 16 acres not vot adjudicated upon. 

6. The records of Hukmapore contain 37,387 khasra entries and 4,618 khatiau slips. 
A tabular classification of the latter is annexed. 

6. llukmapore was surveyed at the end of 18^8; no sotilomeut oflioer whs appointed 
till January following, and no settlement work whs done till the middle of Ootober lh8tf 
when I was placed in oharge. 

7. I took charge of the settlement offioo on the 14th Ootober 1889, and completed 
by the 31st March following a draft reeprd of the particulars required to be recorded under 
notification dated the 24th September 1889, published in the Cakutto Qa&tte of the 26th 
September (Part I, pages 807-808). Applications fur enhancement and additional rnnt were 
made by the Raj, most of them being filed after the expiry of the period fixed under rule 
16 of Chapter VI of the Government rules. Toe tenants of certain groups of villages woro 
joined together as defendants in 37 suits under section 104 (2) which covered ghe entire 
tenantry of Hukmapore. All theso suits were oontostod by the tenants, who filed written 
statements in answer to the claims put forward by the Raj. 

8. The following plan was laid dowu by you for settlement of rents:—"Mr. Roily 

will obtain from the settlement officer copies of khatians of villages of which the records 
have been mode over to the settlement oflioer, and see if he can effect an amicable 
settlement of rents with the ryots, jf bo, he should roport the arrangements which he 
proposes to make.If Mr. Roily and the ryots do nut oorno to an uraioable arrange¬ 

ment as to what are to be entered os fair routs, then the settlement oflioer will pro¬ 
ceed to settle fair rents according to tho principles laid down in sections 27, 3<) to 36, 
38, 51 aud 62 of the Tenancy Aot.”*-iMerao. on Survey and Settlement of Burdwan Khas 
Mehals, dated Sun, tho 20th August 1889). Tho Manager accordingly ns tod me for copies 
of the khatians in April 1890, and previous to doing so, reported certain proposals for 
introducing soil-class rates which received the approval of the Board of Itevenue. Strong 
hopes of an amicable settlement in these terms were entertained till the end of October 
1896, when the Manager reported (Manager’s No. 742K, dated 1890, to the Col¬ 

lector of Birbhum) that the tenants had played false with him. Meanwhile Mr. Roily had 
been asking me derni-officially to push on with the eases, while his local agents were aou- 
tinually applying fur adjournments ou tho ground (among others) that an amicable settle¬ 
ment was being arranged. These local agents wero never prepared to produce evidence, 
and complained of tho difficulty in obtaining witnesses in oonsequence of a hostile com¬ 
bination of the tenantry. Taking these oironmsiances into consideration, and holding that 
an amicable adjustment was desirable in the interests of all concerned, 1 held tho cases fiver 
until about the middle of November, when the Manager’s No. 742K. just referred to came 
into my hand. The Manager about tho same time deputed an officer with full powom 
and definite instructions to treat with the tenants. Thu wm a wise step, and it helped 
me more than anything else in getting through my work. It was between November J80O 
and February 1891 that the settlement cases were disposed of, although one case was 
settled in July and four more between that month and October 1*96. . 

9. My work up to Ootober 1890 waa to write up the records for publication under 
aaetion 106 0). The survey records with which 1 had to deal showed the outire area of 
Hukmapore as "rant-paying” aud almost the whole external boundary of the estate as 
"disputed.” Beforti the drafts could be published, 1 bad to dispose of 949 claims to 
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hold land as part of other zamindariM, aa rent-free or at a fixed rent, or aa eJidiardn, Ac. Thia 
I did in the first instance summarily in the manner laid down in paragraph 4 of Appendix D 
of the Board's Settlement Manual. The records had to be amended in aooordanoe -with 
the decisions arrived at in these oases, as also according to 374 lists of discrepancies noted by 
the attestation amins under paragraph 2 of Appendix l) of the Manual. These lists were 
abnormally heavy in oonsequenoe of the kkanapuri having been made by amina un¬ 
acquainted with the looal language, and also because the tenants often did not attend on 
them to point out the limits of their holdings. The homestead sites were originally olubbed 
together, a detailed survey was made by the Burdwan detachment of the 8urvey at India, 
and the records were received by me in July 1890. These bad to be worked into the original 
klmtiuns before draft publication, which work was oompleted on the 17th August 1890. 

10. Matters stood thus till the end of September 1890. Only five oases under section 
104 (2) embracing 129 tenants and 318 out of 846 dispute oases filed under section 106 
were disjxised of up to the end of that month. By the end of February last all the 37 
applications for the settlement of fair rents had been disposed of, and at the end of March 
1891 the entire file of dispute oasis under section 106 had been cleared. 

11 Two of tho cases under section 104 (2) were tried ex parte, as the tenants, after 
filing written statements contesting the claim of the zamindar-plaintiff to enhancement and 
additional rent, did not appear at the trial; throe cases were practically withdrawn by the 
pleader for the Raj estate on the ground that the lands in question formed tho debottar 
property of an idol; nine were dismissed under sections 102 and 158 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure; t » habitual neglect of the Raj agents in appearing and in producing evidence being 
a source of oonstunt annoyance to me and of hardship to the opposite parties, and rendering 
the adoption of suoh procedure necessary. The rest of the oases wore triod and decided 
according to law, a considerable number of the tenents filing eolehnama/is or agreements 
by amicable arrangement with the Uaj These tolehnamahe were not drawn up in accord¬ 
ance with Mr. Reily’s terms, but stipulated os follows:— 

(1) An allowance of 3 oottoh per eooh standard bigha in oaloulating areas of 

holdings. 

(2) Acceptance of patnidar’s papers (showing areas aud rentals) and kabuliyats as 

correct. 

(3) Assessment of exooss areas (if any) at the average rate payable for the rest of the 

holding. 

(4) Amicable adjustment of the petitions filed by the Rnj estate under section 106 

disputing tho right of tho tenants to hold lauds rent-free. 

After a searching examination of all the record* in Maroh last, you were satisfied as to 
the bonti-fltlr character of these eo/e/mama/ie. On that occasion you recorded tho following 
observation : — 

“ If tho principle of compromise which was ultimately adopted had boon put forward 
at the boginuing, it is probabio that it would have been roudity accepted by the ryots, that 
the settlement proceedings would have boon completed in a shorter timo, and that much 
oxponto and labour would have been saved.” 

Those words exactly express my own view of the matter. If a dnly qualified offioer 
with full powers nud instructions ha t been deputed by the Manager in October 1889 
instead of 12 months later, the result would oertamly ( nve been most satisfactory. As a foot, 
the affairs of the estate in connection with the settlement wore left in the hands of a number of 
inefficient subordinate officials. These men were vested with no powers (wisely as I think) 
to troat with tho tenants, so that in each case reference hod to be made to the Manager, whu 
was away at Burdwan, or in some remote part of the Burdwan estate. As regards those 
tenants who did not file agreements, I put the Itaj as plaintiff to strict proof of tne grounds 
of enhancement and additional rent olaitned. As a result no enuhauoement was deoreea by me. 
Tho Raj produced measurement papers and kabuliyats obtained from the late patnidar to prove 
its claim to additional rent under section 52 (I ) a. In sbme oases these papers were not 
proved and were not admissible in evidence. These oases wero dismissed, the existing rents being 
adhered to. In some oases the papers produced wore proved by oompetent witnesses. The 
evidence adduced dearly proved that the previous measurements were made with a oubit of 
19t inches, and tbo areas wore consequently oaloulated according to that standard. Such 
calculation showed excess area in tho majority of oases; in a few instances it showed deficiency 
and iu fewer instances it shewed uo alteration of area. Where exoeas area was proved, 
evidenoe was forthcoming that the exoess consisted of new lands encroached upon by the 
tenant* suoh lands being designated uoafmdi or “ newly cultivated,” and the prevailing rate 
for suoh lauds being proved to vary in different villages from 4 annas to 10 or 11 annas 
per bigha. The exoess areas were assessed accordingly. The tenants have not appealed 
against such assessment. When tho evidenoe proved defioienoy in area, abatement waa 
allowod, iu the absence of proof of the yearly value of the land lost, aooording to the latter 
portion of section 52 (4) of the Bengal Tenancy Act, No alteration in rent waa made iu tboae 
cos* in which no alteration iu area was proved. The result of the settlement has been an 
increase of Hs. 2,073 over the previous jamnbondi. 

12. Not the loaat portion of mv work was the disposal of 861 “ dispute ” eases under 
section 10b filed up to Maroh last,—539 of them being oonteeted and tried as civil suits. 
Most of those ware merely revivals of the 949 oases I had summarily disposed of under 
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paragraph 4 of Appendix D, and ware died by the Raj. At various stages in the course of 
trial the Kaj agents withdrew or abandoned 135 of the oases. Of the rest, 66 were dismissed 
under sections 102 and 158 of the Oivil Procedure Code. The Agents appliod under seotion 
103 of the Civil Procedure Code for orders to set aside the dismissals under section 102. They 
eventually withdrew 26 of these applications after notioes were served on the defendants, ss 
provided in section 103, Civil Procedure Code. These circumstances are mentioned to show 
the hapbosard manner in which the oases were conducted, and the trouble it entailed on me 
by oompelliug me to go over the same ground several times All this would not have happened* 
if a oompetent man had been on the spot to represent the Manager from the beginuing. In 
Hukmapnre the plaints uuder seotion 106, Bengal Tenancy Act, were received on plain 
paper. The new rule by whioh court-fee stamps of the value of 6 annas are to bo levied 
on euch applications is likely to havo a salutary effect in checking indiscriminate institutions 
of the kina referred to. 

13. Mattess stood ss follow* at the end of March 1891 :— 

All applications for settling fair rents having boon disposed of, and all disputes of the 
nature mentioned in seotion 106 of the Bengal Tenancy Act having been decided, all that 
remains to be done is to finally frame the reoords in accordance with the result of these appli¬ 
cations and disputes, and cause them to be published under section 105 (2). The reoords of 
11 villages have already been published; those of 5 arc entirely, and of 17 are partly ready for 
publication. 

14. The work here described as outstanding was finished on the 30th June 1891, on 
whioh day the reoords of the last of the 88 villages were finally published undersootion 105 (2), 
Bengal Tenancy Act. 

'15. Im addition to this, all the khatinns have been fair copied. During ymir inspection 
you recommended the condemnation of the originals owing to their blotched and dirty appear¬ 
ance Three oopies had thus to be made,—one for the collect orate, the second for the landlord, 
and the third for the tenants Forty-five of the original Ichatian*, however, were considered 
by mo to be good enough for the colluctorate record-room; of those 1 havo caused only two 
sets of copies to be prepared. Rome difficulty was experienced in obtaining the services of 
intelligent copyists at the contract rates sanctioned under the Bourd's rules. Before the 
copyists got sooustomod to the work, little progress was made, as much of the work done by 
them hod to be condemned. Besides a thorough oomparisou of all fair oopies with the origin sis 
by muharirs employed for the puqtose at the oontraet rates, 1 havo, to unsure accuracy, caused 
a careful reoomparison of over 25 percent, of the khetians to be made by muharrirs of Hie 
regular establishment. As far as 1 am able to judgo, the fair oopies prepared ore correct. 

16. The records of 87 villages were made over to the Collect orate on and wilhiu the 
5th September. The lfaj estate got copies of the reoords of these 87 villages by the 11th 
September. Two thousand five hundred and fifty-four tenants received their klmtiuu slips up 
to the 30th September. That the rest (about 745 in number) arc yet unprovidod for is owing 
to their own indifference in tho matter, for the khatiun copies of those holdings aru 
long ready in office, and notices of distribution have tieou issued, village by village. 

17. Besides the 861 oases under section 106, referred to in paragraph 12, 3 more oases 
were instituted by the Raj later on, claiming cortuin unsurvoyod areas os part of Iluktnapore. 
Of theso, one has been disposed of and two are pending. 

18. During the period under report 1 have boon in oamp for 84 days,

I have got no MUtant settlement officer oncer me; so the work shown in statement I represents the 
work ns done by me aloua. My heed-quarter* are at present in Kajlager in the eentiw ol Onjamutha. 
They were temporarily in Midnapore daring a part of summer and the rainy season last year (from 
1st Jane to Strd September 189U, i s. for nearly 8} months). I was absent from Kajlaear during the 
half-year under report on duty for 47 days, eiolusire of halt* within fire miles of Kajlagar (the number of 
sueh'Wts being >5 days).

(a) No demarcation papers hare been received by me from the Surrey Department. I believe no 
demarcation proceedings were undertaken in this peruana. JSo demarcation was made within the period 
under report. 

(4) («/ (<0 The aurrey and the khanapuri had been finished, and all the records had been received from 
the Survey Department before the period under report. The traces and khasras, however, of 111 villages 
bare been lent back to the Surrey Department tor correction as to tauai. Noun of these hare yet been 


returned to me. 

(e) The eause of delay in thia settlement has been explained by the Director of Land Becurds in his 
inspection note, and by the Board in their Utter No. 375A. dated the 18th April INI. 1 have nothing to 
add just now except that I recommended the compromise on the very terms on which they bare been 
concluded now at the very beginning of this settlement, in my first letter to Mr. Beily. If the recommen¬ 
dation had then been accepted by Mr. Heily and the records been properly prepared by the Survey 
Department, this settlement had long been over, and much of the cost could nave been saved. 

( f) No fresh assessment of land records is being made. 


IV. 

No steps have yet been taken to train the local officials. It is intended at the conclusion of the 
settlement to tench the landlords' gum&shtas the rudiments of practical surveying.

With reference to your telegram, dated the 4th instant, reoeived yesterday evening, 
1 have the honour to submit to you the annual report for the year ending 30th Septem¬ 
ber 1801, os directed. 

2. As this report, ns well as the report for the half-year ending 30lh September, have 
huvo had to lie prepared iu a hurry, in my anxiety to submit the latter within the time 
prescribed by Government, and the former aa soon as possible after the receipt of your 
telegram, I have had to remain satisfied with giving in both of thorn very little more than 
the information required by the Government ana you; reserving a fuller report, with the 
explanations which I have to submit regarding the settlement of rents in this pargsna, 
for my tinal report, which will, I expect, soon have to be in the onurse of preparation. 
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Statement So. II for the year ending 30 th September 1891. 

I have got no Assistant Settlement Officer under me, so the work ahown in Statement I represent* 
the work as done by me alone. My head-quarters daring tho year under report has been tn Kajlagar. 
I hare been out on doty during the year uudor report for 85 da/s, exclusire of halts within 5 miles of 
Kajlagar, but not in Kajlagar. 


Statement No. III. 

(a) No demarcation papors hare boon reeeired by me, thongh I enquired of the Surrey Department, 
the laudlord (Mr. Kelly), and of the Collector of Midnapore. No demarcation work was done during the 
period under report. The Surrey Department are now correcting the boundaries of mary Tillages, which 
shows the boundaries of village* as first laid down by thorn, on which they baaed the surrey, to hare 
been wrong. 1 therefore believe that no demarcation work was properly done on the surrey of the 
pargana if done at all. This is unfortunate, as the alteration of the village boundaries now by th* 
Survey Department is causing much additonal work in this office. 

(5) The survey had boeu finished in the pargana before my arrival here. 

(r) The records of 72 villages in the pargana (86 mat ami 6 liikhiraj) had been all received 
before tho poriod under report. The khsaraa and traces of (0 villages are now with Surrey Department 
who are noting tho tanzis therein and correcting tho boundaries of the villages. 

(<t) The ahanapuri had also been finished before tho year under report. 

(,i) Daring the year under report the rents of tenants had all been fixed by agreement of the parties, 
The existing rents had boen determined before tho settlement of rents by me. 

(I) No fresh assessment of land revenue is being made. 

Statement No. IV. 

No steps have yet been taken to train tho loeal officials. It is iutended to tesch the gumiahtas the 
rudiments of surveying at the end ul' tho settlement.

In reply to your telegram dated the 1st February, I have the honour to submit a oonaiso 
aooount of the work done during the year ending the 30th September 1801, in addition to 
the statements already submitted. 

2. If any statements are found to be unsatisfactory in any way, please point oat to 
me the portion of tho report wlnoh appears to you defective and what further information 
you require, as, never having had tno opportunity of writing reports before, I may hare 
blundered in some way or other. And I will thereon forthwith submit oither the neoeasary 
explanation or reportf 


Preliminary .—The reoords of 31 villages, besides of six non-rout paying ones, had been 
made over to me on my arrival to Kajlagar as Settlement Offioer, ■>., on tho l()th February 
1890. The attestation work and tho settlement work regarding all those villages were com¬ 
pleted by the end of May 1890. The months of June, July, August, and a part of Septem¬ 
ber were employed in disposing of applioatious and suits under seotion 10(1 of the Bengal 
Tenancy Aot, in completing tho correction of tho reoords for orrors as found on application 
by the raiyats filed after attestation, and in tho preparation of the jamabandis ana decrees 
regarding the 34 villages according to my decisions in the settlement suits. Seven hundred and 
twelve such applications wore disposed of either summararily or by framing them into suits, 
as oirouwstauoes required. It is a singular foot that none of these applioatious, as far as 
I ean see from the register of applications, was filed by the landlord who reserved his 
objections till after the publication of the draft records. 

Progrcs* during the year ending September 1891.—The reoords of tho remaining 32 
viilagee were mode over to me by tho Survey Deportment in tho following order :—

Notices were issued for the settlement of rents in these villages, and the settlement work 
regarding these villages was taken up in the middle of September 1891, tho work of attes¬ 
tation having been oomrnoneed a month bofore its being redone in my prosenoo. There were 
disputes affecting 3 330 holdings filodbefore mo at tho attestation, which wore decided by 
me, resulting in the correction of thc^^ords affecting 2,928 raiyats and 9,2(10 plots. There 
were besides survey errors regarding 2s>8 holdings ana 1,440 plots. 

After deciding these disputes 1 took up the settlement suits which had been instituted ont 
applications by the landlord. I was hearing those suits regarding the 32 villages simulta¬ 
neously with carrying on a correspondence with Mr. ltcily for affecting an amicable settlement 
between the landlord and tho raiyats. Several proposals were ramie, and Mr. ltcily was 
prevailed upon to agree to certain terms which he hod proposed at the beginning of the settle¬ 
ment, the essence thereof being that, the survey areas bo assessed at the existing rates* after 
a deduction therefrom of 25 per cent. lie, however, at last withdrew ttysse terms and pro¬ 
posed fresh ones which tho raiyats would not accept. 

Things had reached this stago when Ilis Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
visited Miduapore, and after inspection of the work proposed that the landlord should not look 
for an enchancement of rents in the present condition of the raiyats. Mr. Finucann visited 
Sujamutha. on the 20lh March, and after local inspection recommended to the Hoard tho 
compromise on the basis on which I had so long been vainly trying to bring about an agree¬ 
ment. Lala Ban Behary Kapar was directed by the Board to oomc to Mujamutliatogivo effect 
to the compromise recommended by Mr. Finuoane. He came here in April and went away 
after filing in general terms agreements with the raiyats, tho essence of which was that, the 
■tiating rents be held as fair, leaving it to me to wotk out the compromises as to each iitdivg 
dual ruyat in a form which ho gave to me. The compromises wens written and filed .without 

any reference to me and without showing them to me before. 

T I wrote to the manager demi-officially, pointing out the 

vagueness and incompleteness of the compromises, in reidy to which he said that ho framed 
the compromises as he thought fit and I might reject the compromises if I liked, and left 
Sujemntha. 

I wrote to the Collector demi-officially about it in my lot ter dated the 13th June 1891, 
bqt I got no reply., I began, however, to work out the compromises as best I could, utterly

unhelped by the Sub-Manager, who said in petition! with some raiyate that he was prepared 
to help me if I followed the plan of working them out in the form laid down by tbe Manager. 
This was in a manner dictating to me the oourse I should adopt, as it implied that tales* I did 
so the Sub-Manager would not help me in working out the compromises, as was evidently his 
duty to do, irrespective of the course I was adopting, which if he or the Manager did not 
approve of he might represent to the Director in the meantime. This I believed was unreason¬ 
able, the more so as the working out of the compromise in the manner indicated wo* very little 
necessary, and that too for the purpose of enabling the zaminder to object to subdivisions of 
holdings to which ho ought never to have thought of objecting at all in a case like the present. 
This oourse too was altogether impracticable, as the identification of nearly 80,000 survey 
plots with zamindary ohUta plots would be herculean work and oould not be done in a 
reasonable time, as u proved the fact of the landlord’s having been doing this work with 
an average of 16 well-paid amins for nearly eight months and not yet half finishing the work. 

On the 26th June 1 saw Mr. Finuonne in Oaloutta and related to him the whole com. 
He asked mo to go with him to Burdwan to meet the Manager, which 1 accordingly did. 
There at the Conference ho entirely agreed with ine regarding the incompleteness of the 
compromises and the oumbTousness of the form in wluoh the landlord proposed that they 
should bo worked out, laying down at the same time that it was not sufficient for the landlord 
to file compromises iu general terms, and that it was the landlord who should work out the 
compromises, in which view the Commissioner agreed. It was also arranged tliat the Survey 
Department would now note the tauzis in the khosros and mark them on the traces, and 
that I should then enter them in the khatians. 

The landlord now took up the 'working out of the compromises and the Survey 
Department took up tho work of entering the tauzis in the reoords. I was at the same time 
helping the landlord with a part of my establishment in preparing the latwari rent 
statements and deciding suits and freshly raised disputes, and was having the records as 
complete os they oould m before publication, viz. completing tho correction of the records for 
errors, writing up tho Kaohomehal customs iu each khatian os required, and the filling up 
of the blank columns of tho khatians, which had hithorto been left blank. This work was 
continued up to the eud of Hoptomber 1801,

Thu detaehradnt was to have been absorbed into No. 8 Party (Orissa), but owiug to 
representation made by die Manager, Burdwan Raj Estate, it waa derided to retain die 
servioes of Mr. Hhaw and a small staff for a further period of ono year. 

The work allotted waa— 

(a) Relaying of old thakbust boundaries in diatriot Bonkura of 21 mansaa ad¬ 
mitted by the Manager to have been leased in patui. 

(A) lbe cadastral survey of all lands in diatriot Burdwan that had been omitted 
from measurement during previous seasons. 

Field offioe was opened at Raniganj on the 20th Deoembor 1890, and until the arrival 
of instruments on the 6th January 1891, the necessary comparison of old revenue survey 
maps, thakbust maps, and boundary surveys exeoutod iu 1889-90 were being undertaken 
prior to starting the demarcation in diatriot Bankura. 

The relaying of boundaries of the 21 mausas was oomploted on the 20th January. 
The demarcation of each village was tested by independent surveys of the boundaries of 
each mausa on the 4* scale. The salient points on the boundaries of the mnusaa so rclaid 
were marked by 400 drainage pipes, of 8* diameter, obtainod from Messrs. Burn anil Com¬ 
pany of Raniganj. The cost of the pipes, as well os the cost of embedding them, was borne 
by the Raj management, and forms no port of the amount shown ss survey expenditure, 
although the work was dono by the detachment. 

Much unsatisfactory delay was caused in starting the field-by-fiold survey of lands 
omitted during previous operations owiug to the ignorance of the ltaj officials about the 
situation and extent of the lauds to be measured. The lands are very much scattered, and are 
situated in 99 villages extending from Culna on the Ilooghly river to tiaiuthia station ou the 
East Indian Railway loop line. 

The average size of the blooks measured is 4 73 acres only and that, of the fields (>'84 of 
an acre. 

The cost of surveying such small and scattered areas has neoossarily been high, beiug 
Ro. 1-4 an acre, including roups, records, trooos, &o. 

The lands were known to bo situated in nearly 100 villages, but os they were pointed 
out for measurement in a most desultory munnor by the taheildars, it was not known what 
the area would ultimately prove to be. The lands, too, are situated in villages not iu khos 
possession, and tenauts were with difficulty got to attend for the neocsiary entries in the 
khaaras. 

The cost and difficulties of thiywork cannot, therefore, bo gauged by those of similar 
operations in other parts of the oountry. 

The following statement shows the outturn of cadastral survey during the season under 
report:—

in the field, while through the larger blooks test lines were run after reocipt of the maps

Daring recess the work undertaken by the detachment was somewhat different from 
that usually performed by cadastral parties. 

In district Midnapore the Burdwan Raj owns 6G villages, which constitute pargana 
Sujarautha. These villages, however, although all belonging to the Raj, are made up of 13 
different tauzis or properties, seven paying revenue to Government and six revenne-free. 

The Manager pointed out at the meeting on the 30th Juno, previously alluded to, that 
these had all beon measured as one estate, and that tho record of rights had been similarly 
treated. It was necessary, ho said, to have these separate tauzis marked on the survey maps 
and the khatiuns corrected to agree with the maps. The Manager further brought to notioe 
that the boundaries as pointed out by tlie Raj officials at the timo of o&dastral survey in 
1883-80 did not in all coses correspond with the boundaries as they existed at the time of 
thakbust survey in 1854, and that the zamindari papers were based on limits of villages 
os they existed at this latter mentioned poriod. 

Tho old boundaries wero consequently entered on the original plans and on the traoes 
supplied to the Settlement Officer and the Manager. The different tauzis were also shown 
on the traoos by moans of distinguishing colours in accordance with the thakbust maps. 

This method of showing different tauzi on tho traces, as also revenue-free, ghatwali, and 
other lands marked on the thakbust maps, was extended to districts Burdwan and Bankura, 
the old thakbust boundaries being likewise shown on the traoes. 

Although in district Burdwan tho boundaries of mauzas now pointed out differ in 
many places from the old boundaries, yet tho number of mauzns has remained the some, 
but in district Bankura vary few indeed of tho mauzas now recognised on the ground 
oorrespond with those shown on tho old revenue survey and thakbust maps. The comparison 
of boundaries and colouring of tauzis in district Burdwnn hove all been completed; and 
it was anticipated that the same would have been dono for all the mauzas of Bankura, 
bnt the diffiuultics in this district wero greater than was expooted. The mauzas are so 
mixed up that portions of six, seven, anil sometimes ten original villages now go to form 
one village as lately pointed out to the surveyors.

With referenoe to your circular No. 1ST.A., dated 17th instant, I luive the honour to 
submit the annual report of surrey and settlement of the Sorail ostato for the poriod 1st 
October 1800 to 30th September 1801. 

2. Prom the two statements submitted herewith, it will appear that the total area 
under survey was 180,004 acres, oonsistiug of 299 villages. The survey was commenced 
with by a detachment of Party No. II of the Survey of India in the month of November 
1889, and up to the month of September 1890 the party finishes! the whole of the traverse 
survey, 105,882 acres of kistwar survey, and completed the khanapuri or record writing 
with respect to 125,696 acres. The 8urvev Department not having made over to me tho 
papers of a single village during the first six months of tho operations, I virtually did no 
settlement work during the poriod. Up to the 00th September 1890, they eontto me tire rooords 
of 31 villages only, comprising an area of 3,378 acres. Out of those 31 villages, the rooords 
of 26 villages having been received in tho month of September 1890, tho settlement open- 


1890 to 30th September lR'll, I recorded tho rights and sottlod fair rents of 18,773 tenants 
holding an area of 37,089 acres, Tho villages I hare sottlod contain a total number of 
20,864 tenants, out of whom tho rents of 8,091 tenants have not boon sottlod, as they have 
no direot relation with the Court of Wards, but hold lauds under patuidar and other 
proprietors. 

3. Tho offeot on tho ramiudor’s rent-roll by tho settlement of tho nhovo villages has 
boon an inoreaso of rout to the axtont of 22'2 per cont. Tho incrouso is, however, liable to 
alteration, end is likely to bo roduoed after tho publication of tho draft jamabaudi ami dis- 

r l of objections under sections 105 and 100 of tho Tenancy Act. Tho increase is oliietly 
to tho excess quantity of lands found in tho possession of raiyats by the encroachment (if 
fallow lands. In assessing rents on excess lands, an allowance of 3J gatidns per Uni, or 
about 17 per cent., has boon made in favour of raiyats for ails of Bolds and dose measurement. 
In a very small nuinbor of instances the rato of reut has boon enhanced to tho prevailing 
rate after personal local enquiry and satisfactory ovidonoo adduced by tho landlord. 

4. The total cost of survey up to 30th September 1891 lias booh Its. 99,188, out of 
wliioh Ks. 27,876 was spent during tho last 12 months. Tho settlomont exponses from 1st 
October 1890 to 30th September 1891 have boon Its. 10,833, and tho area settled 47,002 
sores, so that tho average rale per aoro for tho last 12 months has boon found to bo 3 annas 
7 pie por aero. In villages wliioh still remain to bo sottlod, the hulk of tho uttostation work 
has boon completed, so that at tho close of tho settlomont proceedings tho rato per acre for 
tho whole work is likely to bo considerably roduood. Tho sum of Rs. 3,000 spent up to tlm 
30th Septombor 1890 for settlomont expenses in fact went for nothing, tbo actual soltlumout 
operations not having begun before October 1890, owing to tho non-receipt of papers from 
tho Survey Department. 

8. So far the settlement work Iins pracoodod without any hitch, and both tho landlord 
and tenants seem to be satisfied with the proceedings. 1, howovor, had to undergo great 
difficulties in making settlomont^owing to tho numerous iuaeouraoios which had erupt into 
tho survey juipors, tho khntians notVving boon locally oorapared by tlm Survey Department 
in tho [ircsenco of raiyats and landlords’ ngnnts. Tlm psrgana consists of three large 
zatnimlaris and a largo number of small rovonuo-naying aud revenue-free estates the 
lands of which are intermixed almost in every village. Tlm Survey Department having 
measured the lands of ouo ostato 88 appertaining to auotuor, grout pains had to bn taken in 
correcting tho mistakes. 

6. Another difficulty mot with wliilo proceeding with tlwsottlomont work is tlm great 
variety of rates in tho sumo village. A village is generally divided into live or six bamlas

In accordance -with the iustruotious ocravoyed in Qovornmeut (Jiruular No. 435TH, dated 
24th September 1891, I have tbe honour to submit the following report with statements 
A and B regarding the eettlomont operation! of kill* Kiy&ug for the half-year ending 
30th September 1891. 

The settlement of killa Kuj&ng is made omioably, and the principle which is assumed * 
in adjusting the rent is a calculation ot the village rates of rent on the land ascertained 
by measurement by 20 dusty podika in which a min is equal to '73 of an oare, found in 
ooeupation of a tenant, with the severul kinds of crops, reference being at the same timo had 
to tbe description of tenure under whioh the laud is held aud cultivated. This, together with 
the class of soil as ascertained, forms tho basis of assessment of rent of the roiyati tenures in 
the estate. 

The substitution of 20 dusty podika for that of 16 dusty, throughout the estate exeopt 
Chokra, under Board’s order, had ouused a reduction iu tho rental in proportion to the 
decrease in the area of the holding. Tho jatuabaudies made out on this procedure had, 
however, to be overhauled and oorrootod, in acourdauue with tho instructions subsequently 
received. 

There are certain class of lands called palandas. These palandas are sold every year 
by auetion to the highest bidders, who sublot them to the raiyats for cultivation as well as for 
pasturages after the orops aro -ronjNxl. Many of those palandas have been brought under 
cultivation by the tenants for more than five years, who got their names noted in khours. 
These lands were settled with the raiyats under the orders of the late Manager, Mr. Itoily. 
But ss tho rent so assessed was found to be less than the amount realizable by the paluudas 
being put to auction as usual, the lauds iu question have, under (ho orders of tho present 
Manager, been shown iu tho name of tho liaj estate. The former rental has therefore been 
noted iu khatian as tho present rent. 

Those circumstances necessitate^ * revision of most port of my works, which took a long 
time during tho half-yoar. 

No attempt bos been made to resume the laklurnj tenures that are entered in tho land¬ 
lord’s register or in tho rood oess paper. I settled only such lauds as rent-free os are 
noted in the register supplied to this office by the Hub-Manager, the figures .of whioh tally 
with thoso of the first rood oessqcuturn of 1280, tho excess lands being resumed. Tho 
servioe tenures were settled ocecriAg to tho utbali paper received from tho Hub-Manager’s 
office. It was not ncoossary, therefore, to go into details of suoh tenures. 

During the half-year under review, my timo was mostly devoted to settling tho rent-free 
tenures and in recording the rent of the under-r&iyats in the khatian, most of whom cultivate 
lands of the Ukliirajdurs on the half-produce system. There was much of miscellaneous work 
besides, connected with the revision of the jamabundies and tho preparation of fresh state¬ 
ments, in which all of my subordinates hod been employed during the latter three mouths 
of the period under rejiort. Early part of tho half-year tbe muligrrirs wore employed in 
preparing jamabaudies aud in helping me in taking signatures of tho raiyats iu khatian and 
the amins in checking classification of soil and correcting khosras and khatiaus. 

My EuglislTstatf consisting of two clerks was fully engaged, one being iu charge 
of tbe correspondence, whilst the other constantly accompanied me iu my tour* for tho Bench 
work, and prepared the different periodical returns and statements. The bulk of the 
work having run short, tho services of one of them was dispensed with from the 1st June 
last. 

. My head-quarters is at Managhai, a place within tho estate under settlement, where 
there is a tahsil culchcrry. 1 woa away from it on tour for 97 days during the half-year.

In obedience to your orders communicated to mo by your telegram which reached mo 
yesterday, I have the honour to submit the following roport showing the progress of work 
done from 1st October 1890 to 30th September 1891. 

During the year under review the rent of 28, 841 tenants and 3,000 under-raiyats, moat of 
whom cultivate lands under half produoe system, was recorded, leaving 7,014 to be doalt with 
in the following year. The entire 146,804 acres were survoyod previous to the year under 
report, but the kkssras and khatians of all mouxahs were not prepared and made over to this 
office till the year in question. 

There were six cases of boundary disputes pending in my office from the previous year 
and four rases were instituted during the year. Out of these 10 coses, nino were deoidod 
and one pending at the close of the year. Besides those, 2,738 oases relating to the mutation 
of names, classification of soil, riyati tenures claimed as rent-free, and about titlo of rent-free 
tenure-holders were disposed of. 

1 was away from tno hood-quarters for 181 days during the poriod under report. 

I have completed the settlement of killa Kujang, and am now arranging the records and 
drafting the completion roport, which I hope to finish soon.

I have the honour to submit half-yearly Progress Report, No. II, for the period ending 
with 80th September 1891, as called for in Government letter to the Board of Revenue, 
No. 456TR, dated Darjeeling, the 24th September, copy of which was demi-officially received 
on the 1st instaut. 

2. As tins is tho first half-yearly report, it would not be improper to give a brief 
account of wore done in connection with survey and settlement up to the beginning of the 
period under report. 

3. The cstato has been under tho management of tho Court of Wards since 1864, and 
soon after it oamo under the Court, a regular settlement of it was takes in hand and oompleted 
in 1871. Since then there has boon only a revision, which was made in 1880-81, and in 
whioh the new lands were assessed and the papers of 1863-71 oopied. As about 20 years had 
elapsed sinoe the settlement of 1863-71, a fresh settlement, with the help of professional survey, 
was decided upon in 1888, and tho work of survey was commenced that year. 

4. Before tho travorse party oamo to the estato whioh it did in 1888, the demarcation 
work was oomnleted and most part of the estate was traversed by May 18*9. About 40 
villages wore also ondastrally surveyed before recess that yoar. Surrey work was resumed from 
December 188!) and oomploted by June of the following year. The settlement work was 
entrusted to Mr. Dutta, who joined this estate early in Fobrunty 1890, and continued in this 
appointment till 14th May 1891. During this period of fifteen months ho was able to do 
some preliminary work in connection with settlamont and recorded rents of 7,937 tenants. 
The settlement of no singlo village was, howover, finally completed by him, and even attesta¬ 
tion of hkhrty utid ton/.i numbers in most of these villages has not been done. 

3. Tho total area of the cstato according to present survey is 282,240 acres. The 
total area of 632 villages cadastrally surveyed is 177,92U. Tho papers of 377 villages con¬ 
taining on area of 138,176 acres have been received, the details of whioh are given below:—

6. Of the period under report, Mr. Datta was in charge of this settlement from 1st 
April to 14th May 1891, and from 15th May to 2uil July I was in charge of tho office, pend¬ 
ing receipt of orders about tho appointment of Mr. JMta’s successor. On 3rd July, ortlors of 
tho Board were received, directing me to oarry on cettlemcut work in addition to manage¬ 
ment duties. To relievo me of management, un A-ustaut Manager boa been appointed, who 
has joined since 28th July 1891 

7. The amount of work done by Mr. Datta in April and May is shown in the annexed 
statement. Mr. Delta's diary-book not being in tho office, an account of his touring cannot 
bo correctly given. From the copy of his travelling alloxanoo bills, however, it appears that 
ho was out for 10 days iu April aud not iu May. After Mr. Datta loft, assessment work was 
stopped, but attestation was continued till 18th July, and during this period 101 villages were 
attested, containing 40,(372 khnsra entries, at a cost of Rs. 336-12-5. Aftor 18th July tho 
country was Hooded and no attestation was possible. This work cannot be resumed much 
bofore December, as till then Holds will mostly remain under water. 

8. As stated above, I was in ehargo of the settlement from 15th May tiil tho end of 
September, but till the receipt, of orders on the 3rd July. I was principally employed on 
management duties. Dtiriug the first period (15th May to 2nd July), I was out- 

16 days in May, 

19 „ in June, 

and after the receipt of orders I was out— 

22 days in July, 

23 „ in August, and 
3 „ in September, 

In September I was not out on settlement dutiee. I had, however, to go to Cuttack in 
this mouth in connection with a civil suit Almost, the whole of this month I was em¬ 
ployed on the prepoiation of rate statement and other office work. 



9. An aoeount of week done tram fed July to 30th September ia given in detail. 

I. Btmmkry dupuUt —Almost nil along the exterior boundary them am patty disputes. 

These dispute cannot bn derided ondsr th« Surrey Aot, u most of those refer to wwte unde, 
wed tiie feet of poaeeesion in ease of enoh fends oennot be satisfactorily prored. 1 bore 
therefore done my best to bare these dispute amicably set^ed, and here fairly snooeedod in 
dofegao. < 

(1) The first dispute refers to the adjoining estate of Utikon.—The common boundary 
tine between this estate and Kanike is 12 miles in length, and there wan dispute here ana 
there, aft along the entire length of this line. The Utikon estate is a temporarily-settled 
estate, end it was measured and settled along with other estate in Orissa ia 1848. Kanika 
estate is a permanently-settled estate and it was measured in 1868-71. Bat this measurement 

, was private, while that of Utikon, though of older date, was under Regulation VII of 1882, 
The Utikon estate claimed, end rightly maimed, that the boundary should be laid down accord¬ 
ing to Utikon papers, as these papers, wen Government papers, and therefore more reliable 
than Kanike papers, jrhioh wen private. The difficulty in oonoediug to this claim was that 
as no maps wan prepared in 1842, and as considerable changes have taken plan ainoe the 
estate was measured, the boundary according to revenue papers could not be eooumtely deter¬ 
mined. 1 had, however, the boundary as fur as possible determined with the help of Utikon 
papers, authenticated oopy of whioh was filed, sod I spent more than a week in doing this 
msammmeat. The boundary finally adopted after lengthy oomipondenoe is the one mainly 
based on the Utikon papers. 

(2) With Aul Estate.—The dispute with this estate refers to the rivers Khureooa end 
Brahmini. It is admitted on both tides £hat these rivers belong to the two estate half 
and half. The difficulty, howover, arises when we oome to divide the rivers. The rivers 
We tidal, end therefore the level of the water is never constant The Aul estate claim* 
that the river* should be divided ut low water, and the Kanika estate claims half of the 
beds of the rivers at high water. If these riven had not to he shown in the maps, a mere 
note, saying that the riven belong to the two estates half and half, would have been euffioiont. 
The Survey Act ia of no help in this ease, and the question ut issue is merely a legal one. 

The case has been pending sinoe com* time, and duriug this half-year it was taken up 
and postponed six times. The riven have been shown by the survey party both as demarcated 
by the Aul popple and as demaroated by the Kanika people, but the Jraoes have not been 
signed by either party. I sent the traces to the Aul Raja, with request to sign the traces or 
to point out where his demarcation had not been followed, lie has expressed hie inability 
to do either, on the ground that neither he nor any of hie men understand theso things. The 
Aul Rajp has, however,promised to get out a pleader, duly authorised, and it is hoped aome 
amicable settlement will oe arrived at in November next. 

(3) With Ghattsper"Estate.—There were dispute* all along tho oommon boundary line 
six miles in length. These have been amicably settled, as those with Utikon ostate, after 
good deal of enquiries and measurement. 

(4) With Barsinghpur.—Before the enquiries wore oompleted the country was flooded, 

and the settlement of these disputes has been postponed to December next. In this case 
there will be no difficulty in ooming to an amioablo settlement, ns the samiudar is the 
Government pleader of Cuttack. I have, however, first to ascertain tho boundary aooording 
to last revenue papers, and this has partly been done, and part will be duue in next cold 
weather. - 

(6) With Mahulia, kills* Kaitnfew-This boundary hat been verified, and the signature 
obtained from the proprietor on tho tpoe in token of aooeptauoe. length of this boundary 
is one and one-third miles. 

(6) With Uahulia Kanliapur, pargana Bhera.—This boundary too lias been verified, 
and the semindar ha* aooeptod and signed the troee. Length one mile. 

(7) With Mahulia Bhatpffia, pe'gunnah Kaims—Thr* dispute has been enquired into 
and will bo decided next cold weather, as the fields are now under water. Length one-fourth 
mile. - 

II. Attettaiio *.—The proper season for this work was over when I entered on my 
settlement duties. I did. however, ee much as JL oould, I checked tfie attestation of 31 
villages containing 15,087 khasra entries, and disposed of 1,103 dispute and objections. 

III. reparation of rate naltment.—Hoon after the receipt of the Board’s No 442A, 
dated 24th June lt9l, directing me to take up settlement work of this estate, I was shown 
Board’s No. C99A, dated 25th Juue, the 4th paragraph of whioh 1 bog to quote at this 
place:-- 

*• Under ell the einmmstenoee of the case the Board ore not prepared at present to 
approve the Settlement Officer's proceedings in respect of the 129 villages reported on by him, 
ana they must await a further report after all the villages of the estate have been dealt jrith 
on the same principles as explained in parigraph 6 of your letter. Greater caution should, 
however, be used in raising lands from one class to another, and should it appear after a large 
number of new villages have been thus dealt with that the assessment in the 129 villages 
> taken up by Mr. 8. Delta should be somewhat fevered, u revision should be made. Until the 
further report has been motived and orders have been passed on it by the Board, the final 
settlement of the village* should be kept in abeyance. The proceedings should now he pushed 
on rapidly in the remaining village*, sod tbs report desired by the Board submitted without 
avoidable delay.”

In showing these instructions you were good enough to further explain them, and year 
instructions as contained in the printed inefftision note ere— 

(1) “ That a large enhancement in the rental of these estates is not desired, but only a 
moderate addition to the rental on the ground of extension of cultivation. The outlay on 
surrey has been Bs. 66,254 to the end of June, Bs. 7,998 for settlement to 14th May. The 
total area of the estate is 282,240 acres, of whioh 177,920 sores were oadastrally surveyed; the 
rest is jungle. Mr. Sakhawat Hossein now estimates that the total cost of completion of 
the settlement will he Bs. 14,996, which added to the amount already expended on settlement 
and survey givee a total expenditure of Be. 89,247. 

A moderate return for this outlay at five per cent, would be about Bs. 5,000.” 

(2) " The seoond principle to be borne in mind is that multiplicity of rates whioh on 
now said to prevail should be reduoed and lands should be assessed, so far as possible, > 
according to the.class of soil, at the rate whioh is generally paid at present for land of the 
olase, sftor allowance of one-sixth for close measurements. The rate -should be applied to 
areas of holdings, and should, according to the Board’s orders, operate in reducing rents of in¬ 
dividual holdings as well as in increasing them where the new area ia more than cme-fixth 
less than the old area. Fraotions of an anna should be struck out of the rates, and in fixing 
the total rental of eaoh holding, fractions of a rupee or leea than four aunts may be omitted. 
The Settlement Officer should show in his maps the lands included in each class to whioh a 
different rate is applied." 

(3) “ Expenditure incurred by the estate in keeping up bunds which were neoeseary for 
enabling cultivation to be carried on should cot be taken as a ground for enhancing rente. 
The Board have pointed out that the oust of these*buuda is the consideration whioh the land¬ 
lord has to pay for receiving onv rent in these parts.” 

Iu aoooidanoo with the above instructions, I have prepared a rate statement for 611 
villages out of 677, of whioh papers hare beenrooeived from the Survey Office. A copy of this 
statement whioh is under preparation will shortly be submitted. The result obtained in tbeee 
611 villages is an increase of Bs. 10,470-7-9 in the rental and 8,464T6 acres in area. The 
old area and rental of these 511 villages were 78,326-68 aoree and Bs. 89,344-13-3, and the 
area and rental now obtained are 86,789-83 acres and Bs. 99,816-6. 

The Board’s instructions quoted above would explain why no actual settlement has been 
made by me. The Board have directed that until they have passed orders on this rate 
statement, final settlement of villages should remain in abeyanoe. 

IV. Mitctllaneout. — (a) Before I was shown Board’s letter, paragraph 4 of whioh 
has been quoted, I had settled two villages, the result of whioh was shown to yon when I had 
the pleasure of meeting you in Chandbui on 16th July last. This settlement was, done at 
existing rates, but us the rates have now been revised and shown in the rate statement, the 
settlement of these villages will be revised. Only one village, Nooagan No. 400 of the rate 
statement, has been settled at the proposed rates. This was done before I had understood 
the Board’s orders on this subject. 

(A) Classification of soils was done in a few villages, but on reconsideration and with 
your sanotion demi-offiaially given, it was deoided to aooept the survey wurk. 

(c) Rough (try has been prepared for 47 villages. A specimen copy for village No. 2 
of the rate statement is annexed to the rate statement.

11. Before, concluding this report, I wish to add a few words in oonneotion with the 
maintenance of raoords about which there has been some correspondence daring the period 
under report. I have from tho beginning been urging that the present mustajeri system 
should be remodelled in order that we migfet have better olass of men who would be"able to 
maintain and oorrect raoords and maps. Most of the present mustajin are unfit for any but 
collection work; and this even they an not able to do satisfactorily. If the records an to 
he maintained with the greatest efficiency and with the leeat expense, it must he done by the 
collecting agenoy, and as the collecting agenoy in this estata is unfit for this additional work, 
it should be ohaaged. Every attempt has been made to train op the present mustajin na 
survey work, in order to fit them for the work of maintaining the raoords. Fourteen mustajin 
and 103 relations of mustajin alone have learned survey, and about 100 of these can do the 
work. The estate should either be settled with these 100 men aa mustajin, or a tahafldnri 
system should be introdueed as has been done in the adjoining estate of Ksjug, which ie 
similarly situated end hitherto similarly managed.

No. 1760TA, doted the 4th instant (neeived on the 9tb), I hero the honour to submit the 
following report on the progress of surrey end settlement of the estate for- the period 1st 
October 1890 to 30th September 1891. 

2. A oopy of Bengal Government letter No. 453TR, doted 24th September lost, w»s 
demi-offioially received on the 1st ultimo, and in aooordtuoe with the instructions contained 
therein, the report for the half-year ending 30th September lost was. submitted, with this 
offioe No. 110, dated 7th ultimo. There was no mention made for submission of this annual 
report, and in foot the Government letter referred to above oolls for no suoh report from the 
Settlement Offioers. The drooler No. 16TA, referred to in your telegram under reply, was 
received from the offioe of the Settlement Officer of Orissa only on the 7th instant, i.r, after 
receipt of the telegram. Henoe the annual report now oalled for could not be submitted 
earlier. 

3. During the period under report, Mr. Datta was in obarge of settlement of the estate 
from 1st October 1890 to 14th May 7891, when he left the estate and 1 was, pending appoint¬ 
ment of a successor to Mr. Datta, put in charge of the Settlement Offlee. The Board’s orders 
directing me to oarry on settlement work in addition to management duties were received on 
3rd July last, and ainoe then I have been doing settlement work of the estate. 

4. In the half-yearly report submitted with this offioe No. 113, dated the 7th ultimo, 
full details have been given of the settlement work during the period 1st April to 30th 
September 1891, and an aooount of work done during the 1st half-year, vis., 1st October 1890 
to 31st March 1891, hai been inoluded in the annual report submitted by Mr. Datta with 
his No. 32, dated 20th April lhst, and as in these reports, vis., annual report No. 32, dated 
20th April 1891, and half-yearly report No. 115, dated 7th Outober 1891, full information 
has been given, there is little left to be included in the annual report now oalled for. 
However, as a report has been oalled for, one is being submitted, giving a brief aooount of 
what hat boon done during the period let October 1890 to 30tl) September 1891.

In September 1891 I had to stay at head-quarter* for a long time, aa I wae busy with 
‘ office work in preparing the rate statement oalled for by the Board in paragraph 4 of their , 
letter No. 699A, dated 25th June lost. 

6. A short account of work done during the period covered by the report is'given 
below:— t 

From Mr. Datta’a annual report No. 52, dated 20th April 1891 (paragraph 4), it is seen 
that bv tho end of Maroh 1891 he was able to settle rents of 176 villagee with the total 
area of 26,373 sores, and obtained an inorease of about 13 per oent. over the old rental. Of’ 
these 176 villages, 80 were settled in Maroh only. The progress in this month was much too 
rapid- The rest of his report describes his difficulties, his procedure of work, and other 
matters. Tho total quantity of settlement work done by the time he left the estate, vix, 
14th May 1891, is shown in the statement B annexed to this report. 

The work done since 14th May has been fully described id the half-yearly report 
recently submitted, and is only briefly noted here * 

• Boundary rfw/ndr*.— Most of the boundary disputes were disposed of during this period, 
and thp external boundary line, 20} miles in length, were settled. 

Attr*taUt» —It appears that 346 villages were partially attested by mehujirs in Mr. 
Datta’e time, but bow many of these were attested by him cannot be ascertained. Sines 16th 



M»jr to 18th July 101 villagea wem attested, and of thaaa I was able to aback and complete 
attestation of 81 villages, m&mum* 16,087 khaen entries, and dispose of 1,108 diapute# and 
objections.

To—The Director of Land Beoord* and Agriculture, Bengal. 

With referenoe to Government order No. 466TB, dated the 24th September 1891, 
a oopy of which waa forwarded to me by the Secretary to the Board of Revenue with hie 
memorandum No. 1102A of the 30th idem, I have the honour to submit herewith my 
progress report on the survey and settlement of the Mollarpore estate, district Birbhum, 
for the sis months ending 30th September 1891. The report was due on the 16th instant; 
but I regret that some delay unavoidably oocurre^ in oompiling the statistical results given 
in paragraphs 21 to 28. 

2. General dticription of the trod. —Fargana Mollarpore, designated on the district 
tausi as No. 460, comprises 46 villages, and oontains an area of 23,630 acres, or 80-76 
square miles. It is a permanently-settled estate, and is owned by Mohunth Gopal Das as a 
patnidar. It is subdivided into 14 huddas, or blocks, eaoh hudda containing a group of 
villages for oonvenionoe of collection. The western portion of the pargana is overrun 
with jungle, and is inhabited by Sonthals; the remainder is an extensive and unbroken 
sheet of noe land, fringed round by villages and foliago. Borne of'the villages in the eastern 
portion of the pargana is liable to inundation. 

The traot is a purely agricultural one, rioe being the chief staple. Aman rice suffices 
to feed the population and allows of somo export. Along the bank of the river Dwarka, 
which (tows for about 3 miles through the* pargana, vegetables are raisod in great abun¬ 
dance. There is a small production of kcdo and makai in tbe Bonthali villages, and 
these, with some mulberry and sugaroane cultivation, oomprise the whole resources of the 
pargana. 

3. Soil. —The soil of a portion of the psTgana is affected by its proximity to the 
iron bed, and oontains a great quantity of day in its composition. 

’ 4. Irrigation .—The tank area is large, and water plays an important part in the irri¬ 

gation of tho pargana. There are no less than 1,241 tanks, of which 1,025 are used for 
irrigation purposes; tho remaining 2)6 tanks are reserved for purposes of drinking-water 
and for the rearing of fish. Out of the 1,025 tanks used for irrigation, 565 are in tolerably 
good condition, but the remaining 460 grand in need of thorough repair. They are almost 
silted up, and water dries up in them shortly after the rainy season. Although they have 
not yet produoed a markedly injurious effect on the agricultural operations, thore can he 
no doubt that it will give a great stimulus to agricultural improvement if they are repaired 
and made available for irrigation purposes. Many tanks are in khas posscs-ion of the 
landlord, Mohunth tiopal Das, who over since his suooe-sion to tho estate by purchase, has 
boen too busy in fighting out his quarrel with his tenon'? to think of making any improvement 
in his xamindari. Some of tho tanks are owned by n.iyats, who are not so well off as to be 
able to bear tbe cost of their ro-exoavation. 

5. Grating ground,— The area of the grasing ground is not so large as oompared with 
that under plough. 

6. Condition of the people. —Tho material condition of tho inhabitants of the eastern 
portion of the pargana is said to have muoh improved of late years owing to the enhance¬ 
ment of the prices of agricultural product;; This is due principally to better means of 
communication with the great commercial centre of Caloutta sinoe the opening of the Bast 
Indian Railway loop lino. 

7. The Bontbals are, however, poor on aooount of their habits and customs. They 
are generally in debt to the mahoion, or village money-lender, who advance money or grain 
on the security of next orep. Though rents are low and the produoe of the land good, the 
Sonthals are in constant difficulties, chiefly from improridenoe. They ore, however, very 
usefukin clearing jungle and keeping in cultivation the waste lands whioh abound is tha 
west cl the pargana known as Jungle Mehal. 

. 8. The nuyats of the estate had to fight out their quarrol with their landlord Mohunth, 
for nearly 18 years, whose men tried to sqneeso as muon as they could out of the raiyate. 
Some of the leading raiyate fared ill in tbe fight, having lost their jotes whioh the Mohunth 
caused to be sold in execution of decrees for arrears of rent obtained against them, 

9. Fie cot hittorg —Mollarpore derives its name from Mollar Bing, who was its original 
proprietor, a religious and popular man. It is said that he waa imposed upon by a person 
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who^old him that the Rajah of Name intended to nuke him adopt the religion of Mahomed. 
He took it ao muoh to heart that without enauiry sms to its truth he put himaelf to death. 
Chi his death the pergunnah fell into the hand* of the Rajah of Malooti, whoee tuooeseor aold 
it to the Maharajah of Burdwan, who ia it* praaent psoanator. 

10. The Maharajah let out the pergunnah (exclusive of a portion known at Jungle 
Mahil) in putni taluk to Umaaundari Daasya and Khetra Kumari Bib? at a yearly rental of 
Ba. £6,600. But the latter gave a darputni leaae of her 8 annas share in the taluk to 
Umaaundari Daisy*, who agreed to pay her Ba. 1,000 aa profit, besides the rental payable by 
her to the Maharaja for her 8 annas share. Thus Umaaundari Daasya beoama the erne 
malih of tha taluk, whioh ahe held for 26 years, 1262 to 1278 (1846 to lo72 A.D.). 

11. In 1278 Umaaundari Daasya sold har putni and darputni right to Mohnnth 

Gopal Das, who ia the present talukdur. * 

12. The western portion of the pergana known as Jungle Mahil did not form part 
of the putni and darputni leaae of Umaaundari Daasya. The Jungle Mahil waa then field 
aa a separate putn^ taluk by one Kedar Nath Mitra, whose interest in it waa aold in execution 
of a decree against him and purchased by Mohunth Qopal Daa for Rs. 7,000, the .rent 
payable to the Maharaja being Be. 3,232. 

13. It will be thus seen that Mohunth Qopal Daa holds the whole estate, which is 
identical with pargana Mollarpore, under the Maharaja, of Burdwan, at a total rental of 
Rs. 28,832perannum. 

14. Toe present mofuasil collection of the Mohunth from the whole estate, including 
Jungle Mahil is Ks. 41,136. Deducting from this amount Ba. 28,832 parable by the 
Mohunth to the Maharajah of Burdwan and Be. 1,000 to Khetra Kumari Bibi, it leaves to the 
Mohunth a profit of Its. 12,364 according to hia own papers. But the amount of existing 
rent ascertained under rule 26, ohapter Vi of the Government rules under the Bengal 
Tenancy Act is Rs. 37,032-6-161 gundahs, whioh ia leas than the amount shown in tne 
Mohunth’* rent-roll by Us. 3,663-9-3}. The differonoe is due to the fact that tha Mohunth'* 
rent-roll shows collections on aooount of hit, soar, nij-jote, &o., whioh do not appear in our 
khatian. Besides, nearly a sum of Rs. 1,0U0 was exoludod from the existing rent as it 
appeared to be doubtful and disputed. The Mohunth’s agent is trying to establish his 

to this amount in the oases for the settlement of rent. The Government revenue of 
the estate is Ks. 17,741-9.. 

16. Origin of diepute between the landlord and tenant!. —When Umaaundari Daisya 
wanted to dispose of her talukdari right, she oould not obtain a good prioe, as her profit 
(about Rs. 2,871) was so small that nobody oared to purohase it. She therefore caused a set 
of papers to be prepared raising the nuyata’ rent at the rate of 2 annas, and in some coses 
4 annus, per rupoo. The Mohunth without sufficient enquiry as to the oorreotnees of the 
papers, purchased the estate at Rs. 74,000 and oalled upon the tenants to pay him rents 
accordingly. But, as might be ex(Moted, the raiyata refused to pay anything over end above 
the rent actually paid by them; and honoe the split. The Mohunth has been at feud with his 
tenants for the last 18 years, each party spending muoh good money on bad advioe. Things 
went on from bad to worse, and several breaches of tho peace occurred. To remedy the evil 
the local authorities recommended for a survey and settlement of the estate under section 101 
(2) (6) of the Bengal Tenancy Act. 

16. Government Saturation eanetioning the eurvey. —Tho Government was pleased to 
sanction the survey and record of rights of the estate by its notification dated tho 6th Nov¬ 
ember 1889, and 1 wu placed in (Barge of the work. 

17. Commencement of the opmMion.— The preliminaries having been aottlod in Decem¬ 
ber 1889, the survey oommonced in Januaiy 1890 under my supervision, in addition to my 
duties as settlement officer of the Dubalhati estates in the district of Rsjshahi. 

18. Progreei of the turaey and settlement.—'the survey and khanapnri haring 
been finished in October 1890, the work of bujharnt or local explanation of entriee in the 
khosra and khatians to tho parties concerned, and tho office duties, such as comparison 
and passing of boundaries, computation and passing of field areas, cheeking the total area 
of villages by summation of field, &o., were mostly done during the lagt cold weather. 

19. Difficulty in carrying on the turvey and attitude qf the people.— But the inexperience 
and inoompetenoy of the field establishment to oopo with the work without close supervi¬ 
sion, and the difficulties experienced in securing the attendance of tho tenants before the 
«m(m to point out their lauds, not a little arrested the progress of the survey. Of the 
amine who had worked under me in Dubalhati, some had been transferred to Dumka and 
Dinajpore, and others bad been discharged before I received orders to oomiqeaoe the 
survey of Msllarporo, and so new men had to be trained and employed in survey work. 

20. The attitude of the landlord and tenants was not on us whole favourable to the 

survey in the beginning. It must be remembered that the survey in a manner had been 
forced upon them. Neither the landlord nor the tenants applied for them. The landjord 
viewed the work with distrust, as likely to lessen his influence over the tenants. Jba raiyata 
at first regarded the survey with apathy, as they laboured under the impres si on that the 
survey waa made at the instance of the Honanth to resume their rent-free lands and enhance 
their rent. They were, however, disabused of their wrong impression aa the survey pro- 
groasea. They now take pains to see that entries in tbs khatians. regarding their lends and 
rents have been correctly made. . 

21. Clasqflcatio* of holding.— The attestation work of the Mdlarpore estate was 
finished during the period under report, and a record of rights of sli tenants, including 
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under-raiyat*, vaa prepared. The subjoined ctatement gives detail* of tbs different olaaaee 
of tenants in the estate:—

22. Area held by proprietor. —The area of land entered in the name of the proprietor, 
ia 6,228 aores, or 26'4 per cent, of the whole area. But this is not his private land within thp 
meaning of ohnptcr X of the Bengal Tenancy Aot. 

23. Rent-free urea..-Tho area of rent-free land in the estat e, such as brahmotter, peerpal, 
debotter, clink ran, &o., is 2,343 acres, or 9 - 9 per oent. of the whole aroa. 

24. Rent-paying area.— The rout-paying aroa is 13,592 acres, of 57 7 per cent, of the 
whole aroa. 

25. Aooording to present survey the area of cultivated land is 13,790 aorea, or 58-6 
per oent. of the whole aroa is cultiratod and 41'4 per cent, is uncultivated. 

26. Cropped urea.—The area under cultivation of the different harvests is as under :—

27. Average area oj raigatiholding.— The average aroa of a roiyati holding is 14 bights 

or 4‘6 acres. * 

28. Average star of field. —The average area of the field is found to be 2 bighaa, or 
■66 aore. 

29. Cost of survey and settlement.— The actual cost of survey and settlement from the 
commencement to 30th September 189 1 amounts to Bs. 12,988-9-3, of which Bs. 7,125 ora 
for survey and Its. 5,863-9-3 arc for sottloment. 

80. Explanation of expenditure likely to be incurred in excess of the estimate. —The 
actual charges of the survey have been annas 4-10 per acre. But the cost of settlement is 
likolv to be higher than would appear to be desirable. This is dne to a variety of onuses, the 
chief among whioh are mentioned below:— 

In the first place, the Mohunth's men caused a large area of land of tho neighbouring 
estates to be demarcated as bolongiug to Uollarpore estate, whioh gave rise to several 
boundary disputes, whiph had to ho disposed of after local enquiry into eaoh case. As it 
wai proved that the Mohunth had been oul of possession of the land for a longtime, his 
claim was disallowed, though the cost incidental to their demarcation and survey and to their 
exolusion after local enquiry had been iuourred. In one of these cases it was necessary to 
fine tho samindar of a neighbouring estate Bs. 60 for having destroyed boundary marks 
in order to deter others from following his example, and my order was confirmed on appeal 
by the Special Judge. 

The total number of boundary disputes reported was 31, which have all been disposed of. 
Of these 5 were disposed of before and 26 during the period under report. 
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In the second place, in several villages detached lands of other estates an situated. Th«M 
land* were demarcated at the instanoe of the Mohuoth and hia friendly tenant* ae belonging to 
the Ifollarpcra estate. But the proprietonof these estates are now contesting the Mohuntals 
oLaim, and the detaohed lands are being excluded from the operations, the Mohunth** claim 
to them being found utterly without foundation. 

In the third place, the attempt made by the Uohnnth to resume rent-free lands has 
given rise to numerous disputes relating to occupancy of land and not fine-tenures. The 
real struggle between the Mohunth and his tenants is not so much for enhancement as for 
resumption of rent-free lands. The Uohunth’s men would not udmit the existence of snjr 
rent-free landt in the estate. They have objected to every plot of land claimed by the 
tenants as net-free. I have rejected the Uohunth’s objection in almost all oases, as the 
tenants’ lakhrsj title is supported by long, uninterrupted pomeesiou, and in several eases by 
good documentary evidence, 

31. Disputes relating to occupancy of land and rent-free tenuriS. —The total number of 
disputes relating to oooupanoy of land and rent-free tenures disposed of up to 30th September 
last was 818, leaving 118 pending on the let instant, and of these 81b disputes, SN were 
disposed of before and 466 during the half-year under report. 

32. Application for settlement of rml.—The total number of applications for the 
settlement of fair rent wee 133, of whioh 43 were disposed of, leaving 90 pending at the doe# 
of the period under report. 

33. Explanation qf delay in the settlement of rent.—' The disputes relating to rent-free 
lands stood in the way of settlement of fair rent. It would be worse than uaoleas to settle 
fair rent without disposing of claim to rent-free lands, as the lands which the raiyata claimed 
to hold rent-free were alleged by the landlords to be rent-paying. It may be said that fair 
rent of a village should have been settled as soon as claim* to rent-free lauds were disposed 
of in it. But this could not be done in Mollarpore, whero raiyate make lump payments, 
though the lands comprised in their respective holdings lie scattered in two or more villages 
in the hudda. I hare in numerous ioatadoes found that the raiyata cultivating land in 
one village have got their rents entered in another in the xamindari papers. This matter did 
not escape the notioe of the Director whon he inspected thooffioe on the 9th February last. In 
paragraph 9 of his memorondnm of inspection the Director observed 

“The result of the present measurement oannot at present be compared with areas 
affown in the Mohunth’s papers generally, because these papers do not show the am of each 
raiyat’s holding in eooh village, but the total area held by the raiyat in all tbe villages of 
the estate.” 

34. It was therefore considered advisable to prepare jamabtndi of the estate 
after settlement of disputes relating to ooounaacy of land and rent-freo tenures. Now that 
the majority of such disputes have been oeoulad, oasea for settlement of rent have been 
taken up and ore being disposed of with all possible speed. 

35. Proposal for amicable settlement of fair rent.— As I have pointed out in previous 
reports, the settlement of Mollarpore requires delioato handling. Tbs relation between 
the landlord and tenants is strained in the highest degree, and we have to proceed with 
oaution and to employ muoh persuasion for reduoing tho bitternoss of feeling and for 
effecting amicable settlement as far as possible. The coses were ut first postponed at the 
inatanoe of the liohunth and hi* tenants, to enable them to ae* if they oould come to an 
amicable arrangement, as suggestedkhy the Director in his memorandum of inspection referred 
to. They did not, however, come B terms, though sufficient time was allowed to them 
as applied lor by them. The taunt* said that they oould not accept the terms of 
compromise without an assurance from the liohunth that ho would not oonteet their olaims 
to rent-free lands. Tbe Mohunth’a agent alleged that as the tennnts hod exaggerated their 
olaime to rent-free lands, he oould not find himself in a position to admit them all 1 
therefore set about settling olaims to rent-free lands in view of paring way to amicable 
settlement of fair rent. As soon os a number of those oases was disposed of, raiyats began 
putting in petitions acoepting tbe terms of compromise. I was oriutratiug and trying 
to arms at terras which both parties would consent to. It wo* a case of compromise, 
of oonoiliation, of give and take. But it now appears that the Collector disapproves of the 
terms of compromise on the ground that they ore likely to enhance the existing rent of 
(he raiyats, and that in his opinion the Mohunth is not deserving of such enhancement. 
But I respectfully beg to poiut out that additional rent tor additional land is no enhancement 
in the eye of law. I have pointed out in my previous reports that there are no grounds 
for enhancement of rent under section 30 of the Bengal Tenancy Act. It appoarea to mo, 
however, that grounds for alteration of rent under section 52 (<i) existed in a large number 
of instances. It is true that in many case* the Mohunth enhanced tbe raiyats’ rent by 
arbitrary exercise of proprietary power and by abuse of the rights of oontrset, which led to 
the formation of agrarian league against him. Bnt it would, I fespectfully submit, be 
absurd to suppose that in settling fair rent of holdings, oases of encroachment by raiyats 
upon the uncultivated and unoccupied land of their landlord would not come to light. Of 
course, in a more advanced and more settled part of the ornmtiT, where there is little or no 
waste, where tbe fields an tolerably well demarcated by ails, ana every field has a well-known 
owner, it would be diffioolt to get good and sufficient evidence of the existenoe of excess lsnd 
in the occupation of raiyate. But such evidence would be forthcoming in several villages 
of the Mollarpore estate, where a considerable area of land lie* fallow or waste, tbe oppor¬ 
tunity end temptation to enareoohment are greater, and the bond fide oases of enorsoohmtnt 
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are oonaequentlj numerous. That a considerable area of land haa been brought into 
onltivation even within aiz month* after tile present survey xnay be aeen on the <pot. And 
it ia for the assessment of such exoeaa land that the tenna of oompromiae were suggested. 
The duty of a Settlement Offioer will no doubt end with settling rent according to law. But 
it will not only fail to reatore good feeling between the landlord and tenant, but will involve 
them in a heavier coat of litigation. Certainly the cost of survey and settlement ia only 
a fraction of the total cost to the parties in the shape of fees to mookhtars, pleaders, court- 
fees, process fees, payment to witnesses, expenses of appeal, do. But an amicable settlement 
of disputes, whioh is a pledge of good faith between the contending parties, .enables them 
to avoid the cost of litigation and creates mutual confidence and mutual relianoe on one 
another whioh bind them together in a common bond of sympathy and fellow feeling. 

36. The terms of oompromiae proposed give the Settlement Offioer entire liberty of 
action to fix in every individual eaee what be considers to be a fair/ant.. and section 36 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act empowers him to refuse enhancements,, wherever existing 
rents are exoessive. Of oourse amicable settlement of disputes oannot be made an excuse for 
prolonging the operations, and so the oases are being decided aooording to law. 

37. Work expected to be completed. —1 hope to be able to finish the oase Work by 
end of January next, when my service* may be available for settlement of Bukaole and 
other villages belonging to the Hurdia Factory in Ghamparan. But it may be neoesaaiy, 
to retain a portion of the establishment up to the end of March next to arrange record* 
to distribute khatians, &c., and the next half-yearly progress report will be my final 
completion report. 

38. Total ooet per acre.— The total oost of survey and settlement from the commence¬ 
ment of the operations to its completion is estimated at Ra. 16,180-2-0, or annas 10-10 per 
acre, exclusive of Its. 1,130-9-6 on aooount of the prioo of office furniture, printed forms, &c., 
whioh need not be inoluded in the survey expenses. They will be disposed of after the 
completion of the work and the prooeed* credited to the estate. 

39. Court-feee, proceet-feee, Sfc. —A sum of Its. 1,680 has already been realised on acaount 
of prooess-fees, court-fees, and oopving fees, and a further sum of Its l.Sou is expected 
to he realised on these acoounts before the completion of the work, making a total of 
Its. 8,180, whioh must be deducted from the total oost of the proceeding to be recovered 
under seotion 114 of the Aot. Deducting Its 3,180 from the total oost of Ha. 16,180-9-6 
the oost per acre is reduoed to annas 8-9, that is to say, 9 pies in excess of the rate required by 
liule 46, Chapter VI of the Government llules under the Bengal Tenancy Aot; and this, 
1 trust, will be considered aatisfatory. 

40. Cenclution. —In conclusion, I beg to add that during the period under report a 
portion lof my time was occupied in preparing my final completion report on the survey 
and settomeut of tho Dubalhati estate. I also went to Chomporan in September last and 
teetod tli© survey of a village belonging to the Hurdia Factory, os will appear from my 
memorandum of iusfieotion, a copy of whioh was forwarded to you with my momoraudum 
No. , dated the 23rd September 1891.

In continuation of my No. 62, dated the 27th ultimo, I have the honour to submit a 
separate annual report covering the period from the lit October 1890 to 30th September 
1891, as called for in your telegram of the 4th instant whioh has been just received. 

2. General dessription sf Ike trad. —Pargana Mollarpore, designated on the district 
tami as No. 450, comprises 45 villages and contains *u arcs of 23.530 sores, or 36*76 square 
miles. It is a permanently-settled estate, and is opned by Mohanth Oopal Das as a patnidar. 
It is subdivided into 14 huddas or bloolca, eaoh hudda containing a group of villages for 
convenience of oolleotion. The western portion of the pargana is ovorruu with jungle 
and ia inhabited by 8onthals, the remainder is an extensive and unbroken shoot of rioe land 
fringed round by villages and foliage. Some of tlie villages in the eastern portion of the 
pargana is liable to inundation. 

The tract is a purely agricultural one, rice being the chief staple. Amun rioe suffices to 
feed the population and allows of some export. Along the bank of the river Dworka, 
whioh flows for about 3 miles throiwh the pargana, vegetables are raised iu great 
abundance. There is a small production of kodo and raakai in the Sonthali villages, and 
these with some mulberry and sugarcane cultivation comprise tho whole resources of the 
pargana. 

3. Soil.—The soil of a portion of tho pargana is affooted by its proximity to tho iron 
bed, and contains a great quantity of olay in its composition. 

4. Irrigation —The tank area is large, ana water plays an important part in the 
irrigation of the pargana. There are no less than 1,241 tanks, of whioh 1 025 are used for 
irrigation purposes ; the remaining 216 tanks are reserved for purposes of drinking water and 
for the rearing of fish. Out of tne 1,025 tanks used for irrigation, 565 ore in tolerably good 
condition, but the remaining 460 stand in need of thorough repair. They aro almost silted 
up, and water dries up in them shortly after the rainy season. Although they have not vet 
produood a markedly injurious effeot on the agricultural operations, there con be no doubt that 
it will give a great stimulus to agricultural improvement if they are repaired and made 
available for irrigation purposes. Many tanksaio in kbos possession of the landlord, Mohanth 
(iopol Das, who ever since his succession to the estate by purchase bos been too busy in 
fighting out his quarrel with his tenants to think of making any improvement in his tamindari. 
Borne of the tanks ore owned by raiyats, who are not so well off as to bo able to bear tho tost 
of their re-excavation No facility pfor irrigation exists in Sonthali villages, and tho crop 
is entirely dependent upon rainfall. , 

5. Grating ground.— The area ofpre grazing ground is not so large as compared with 
that under plough. 

6. Condition of the people .—The material condition of the inhabitants of the eastern 
portion of the pargana is said to bavo much improved of late years, owing to the enhance¬ 
ment of the prices of agricultural products. This is due principally to better means of 
communication with the great oommeroial centre of Calcutta since the opening of the East 
Indian Railway loop line. 

7. The Sonthals are, however, poor on account of their habits; and customs, They are 
generally in debt to the mahajan, or village money-lenders, who advance money or gram on 
Uie seourity of next crop. Though rents are low and tho produce of the land good, the Sonthals 
are in oonstant difficulties chiefly from improvidence. They are, however, very useful in 
clearing jungle and keeping in cultivation the waste lands which abouud in tho west of tho 
pargana known as Jungle Mahal. 

8. The raiyats of the estate had to fight out their quarrel with their landlord, Mohanth, 
far nearly 18 years, whose men tried to squeese os much as they could out of the raiyats. 
game of the leading raiyata fared ill in the fight, having lost their jotos, whioh the Mohapth 
wiH to be sold in execution of decrees for arrears of rent obtained against them. 

9. fiscal history.— Mollarpora derives its name from Mollar Bingty, who pros its original 
proprietor, a religious and popular man. It is said that ho was imposed upon by a person, 
who told him that the Rajah of Nagore intended to make him adopt the religion of 
Mahomed. He took it so much to heart that without cnauiry as to its truth be put lumsolf to 
death. On his d—th the pargana fell into the hands or Rajah of Malooti, whose successors 
sold it to the Maharaja of Btsrdwan, who is its present proprietor. 

16. The Maharaja let oat the pergunoah (exclusive of a portion known as Jungle 
Mahal) is patni taink to Umasondori Dasi and Khetra Kumar, Bibi at a yearly rental of 
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Ei. 26,600. Bat the letter gave a darpatni lease of her 8-uma share in the talnk to 
Umaaundari ltm, who agreed to pay her Be. 1,000 as profit, beside* the rental payable by 
her to the Maharaja for her 8-anna share. Thus Umaaundari Dasi became the ana malilr 
of the talnk, which she held for 26 years, 1252 to 1278 (1846 to 1872 A.D.). 

11. In 1278 Umaaundari Dasi sold her pntni and darpatni right to Mohanth Gopal 
Das, who is the present talnkdar. 

12. The western portion of the pargana known as Jangle Mahal did not form part of 
the patni and darpatni lease of Umasnndari Dasi. The Jangle Mahal was then held as a 
separate patni taluk by one Kedar Nath Mitter, whose interest in it was sold in execution of a 
decree against him and purchased by Mohanth Gopal Daa for Bs. 7,000, the rent payable to 
the Maharaja being Bs. 3,232. 

13. It will be thus seen that Mohanth. Gopal Das holds the whole estate, which is* 

identical with pargana Mollarpore, under the Maharaja of Burdwan at a total rental of 
Bs. 28,832per annum. « 

14. 'n>e present mofuasil oolleotion of the Mohanth from the whole estate, including 
Jungle Mahal, is Bs. 41,196. Deduoting from the amount Bs. 28,832 payable by the 
Mohanth to the Maharaja of Burdwan and Bs. 1,000 to Khetra Human Bibi, it leaves 
to the Mohanth a profit of Bs. 12,364 aooording to his own papers. The amount of existing 
rent ascertained under Buie 25, Chapter VI of the Government rules under the Bengal 
Tenancy Act is Bs. 37,682-6-161, whioh is less than the amount shewn in the Mohantn's ' 
rent-roll by III. 3,563-9-3}. The differonoe is due to the faot that the Mohanth’s rent* 
roll shows collection on account of hit, sair, nij-jote, &o., whioh do not appear in our 
khatians. 

Besides, nearly a sum of Bs. 1,000 was exoluded from the existing rent, os it appeared 
to be doubtful and disputed. The Mohanth’s agent is trying to establish his claim to this 
amount in the oases for the settlement of rent. 

The Government revenue of the estate is Bs. 17,741-9-0. 

15. Ortwin of dispute between landlord and tenants.— When Umasundari Dasi wanted 
to disposo of her tnlukdari right, she could not obtain a good price, os her profit (about 
its. 2,871) was so small that nobody cared to purohase it. She therefore caused a set of 
papers to be prepared raising the raiyats’ rent at tho rate of 2 annas, and in some cases 4 annas 
per rupee. The Mohanth, without sufficient enquiry as to the correctness of the papers, 
purchased the estate at Bs. 74,000, and called upon the tenants to pay him rent accordingly. 
But, as might he expected, the raiyats refused to pay anything over and above the rent 
aotuolly paid by them; and henoo the split The Mohanth has been at feud with his tenants 
for the last 18 years, eaoh party spending much good money on bad advice. Things went on 
from bad to worse, and several broaches of tho peace ooourred. To remedy the evil, the looal 
authorities rooommended for a survey and settlement of the estate undor section 101 (2) (6) of 
the Bengal Tenanoy Aot. 

16. Goeernment notification sanctioning the surrey. —The Government was pleased to 
sanotiou tho survey and record of rights of the estato by a notification dated the 5th Novem¬ 
ber 1889, and I was placed in charge of the work. 

17. Commencement of the oj>eration.— The preliminaries having been settled in December 
1889, the survoy commenced in January 1890 under my supervision, in addition to my duties 
as Settlement Officer of the Dubulhati os’ntes in tho district of ltajshohi. 

18. Progress of the 'survey and settlement —The survey aud khanapuri having been 
finished in Oatober 1800, tho work of bujbarat or low', explanation of entries in tho khusra _ 
and khatian to tho parties oonoerned, and the office di *iei, suoh as comparison and passing of ' 
boundaries, computation and passing of field areas, of ohecking the total area of villages by 
sunimhtion of field, &o , were mostly done duriug the first hall of the year (1st Ootober 1890 to 
31st March 1891) under report. 

19. Difficulty in carrying on the surrey, and attitude of the people. —But the inexperienoe 
and inoompetenoy of the field establishment to cope with the work withont close supervision, 
and the difficulties experienced in securing the attendance of the tenants before the amine to 
point out their lands, not a little arrested the progress of tho survey. Of the amins who bod 
worked under mo in Dubulhati, some had been transferred to Dumka and Dinajpur, and 
others had been discharged before I received order* to oommenoe the survey of Mollarpore, 
and so new men had to be trained and employed in survey work. 

20. The attitude of the landlord and tenants was not on the whole favourable 
to the survey in the beginning. It must be remembered that the survey in a manner 
had been forced upon them. Neither the landlord nor the tenants applied for it. The 
landlord viewed the work with distrust as likely to lessen hie influence over the tenants. 
The raiyats at first regarded the survey with apathy, as they laboured under the impression 
that tho survoy woe mode at the instanoe of the Mohanth to resume their rent-free 
lands and enhanoe their rent They were, however, disabused of the wrong impression as 
the survey progressed. They now take pains to see that entries in the khatians regarding 
their lands and rents have been coiyeotly made. 

2J. Attestation and classification of holdings.— The khatians of 41 oat of 45 villages 
were attested during the fint half of the year ending Slet March 1891, and those of the 
remaining 4 villages during the seopnd half-year ending 30th September 1891. 

Out of tho 3,997 tenants in the estate, rent and status of 3,006 were reoorded during 
the first half, and those of the remaining 9£1 during the eeoond half of the year under 
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report. The subjoined statement gives detail* of the different oUnee of tenant* in the 
aetata:—

As it was proved that the Mohanth had been out of possession /if the land fur a lojg 
time, hie claim was disallowed, though the cost incidental to their demarcation apd survey 
and to their exclusion after looal enquiry had been incurred. In one of these oases it was 
necessary to fine the reminder of a neighbouring estate lls. 60 for having destroyed boundary 
marks in order to deter others from following las example, and my order was confirmed on 
appeal by the Special Judge. 

The total number of boundary disputes reported during the year was 31, which have all 
been disnoeed of. Of these, 5 were disposed of during the first half, and the remaining 26 
dating the second half of the year under report. 
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In tho second place, in several village* detached lands of other estates an situated. 
Those lands wore demarcated at the instanoe of the Hohanth and his friendly tenants as 
belonging to tho Molhrrnore estate. Bat the proprietors of these estates are now contesting 
the Mohenth’B claim. Tno lands aro not situated in separate compact blocks marked off by 
defined boundaries, but are all interlaced with raiyati land of the Moilarpore estate, and 
much time is taken up in excluding them after looal enquiry into eooh plot. In the third 

S luco tho attompt made by the Mohanth to resume rent-free lands has given rise to numerous 
isputos relating to occupancy of land and rent-free tenures. The real struggle between 
the Mohanth and his tenants is uot so much for enhancement as for resumption of rent-free 
lauds. Tho Mohanth’s men would not admit the existence of any rent-free lands in the 
estate. Thoy havo objected to every plot of land olaimed by the tenants as rent-free. 

I have rojeotod tho Mohanth’s objection in almost all oases, os the tenants’ lskhiraj title 
is suppwted by long uninterrupted possession, and in several oases by good documentary 
ovidonoo. 

•'ll. Disputes relating to occupancy of land and rent-free tenure ».—Tho total number of 
disputes relating to oocunanoy of land and ront-free tenures disposed of during the year 
was 818, leaving 28 pending on the 1st October 1891. Of these 818 disputes, 352 were 
disposed of from 1st Octobor 1890 to 31st Maroh 1891, and 466 from 1st April to 30th 
September 1891. 

32. Application for settlement of rent .— The total number of applications for tho settle¬ 
ment of fair rent roeoived during tho year was 133, of which 43 were disposed of, leaving 
90 ponding at the close of tho year. 

33. Explanation of delay m the settlement, of rent. —The disputes relating to rent-free 
lands stood in tho way of settlement of fair rent. It would bo worse than useloss to settle 
Fair rent without disposing of claim to rent-free lands, os the lands which the roiyats claimed 
to hold rent-free wore alleged by tho landlord to bo rent-paying. It may be said that fair 
rent of a village should have boon settled as soon ns claims to rent-froo lands were disposed 
of in it. But this could not ho done iu Mollorporo, whore raiyats make lump payment, 
though tho landB comprised in their respective holdings lie scattered in two or more villages 
in the hudda. 

I have in numerous instances found that the raiyats cultivating land in one village have 
got their routs ontorud in another iu the zamindari papers. This mutter did not escape the 
notioo of tho Director whon he inspected the office on tho 9th February last. In paragraph 9 
of his memorandum of inspection tho Director observed:— 

“ Tho result of the present measurement cannot at prosent be compared with areas shown 
in the Mohanth’s papers generally, because these papers do uot show the area of oaoh raiyat’s 
holding in each village, but tho total area hold by the roiyat in all the villagos of the 
estate. 

31. It was therefore considered advisable to propare jummabundi of tho estate after 
settlement of disputes minting to occupancy of land aud rent-free tenures. Now that the 
majority of such disputes have been doubled, cases for sottlemont of rent havo boon token up 
and am being disposed of with all posxiblo speed. 

35. Proposal for amieah/e settlement of fair rent. — As I have pointod nut in previous 
reports, the settlement of Mollnpore requires delicate handling. The relation between tho 
landlord and tenants is strained in the highest degree, and we huve to proceed with caution, 
and to employ much persuasion for reducing the bitterness of fooling and for effecting 
amicable settlement as far as possible. Tho casos were gi first postponed at tho instanoe of 
tho Mohanth and his teuauts to onahlo them to sco if thtjy could conic to an amiouble arrange¬ 
ment, as suggested by the Director in his memorandum of inspection referred to. They did 
not, however, oome to terms, though sutiioiont time was allowed to them as applied for by 
them. Tho tenants Bnid that thoy could not acoept the terms of compromise without an 
assurance from tho Mohanth that ho would not contest their claims to rent-froe lands. The 
Mohanth’s agent nllcged that us the tenants had exaggerated thoir claims to ront-free lands, he 
could not find himself in a position to admit thorn all. I therefore set about settling elans 
to rent-free lands in view of paving way to amicable settlement of fair rent. As soon as 
a number of those oases was disposed of, roiyat* began puttiug in petitions aooepting the terns 
of compromise. I was arbitrating and trying to arrive at terms which both parties would 
consent to. It was a ease of compromise, of conciliation, of give-and-take. But it now 
appears that the Collector disapproves of the terms of compromise, on the ground that they 
ore likely to euhauoe the existing rent of tho raiyats. and that in hu opinion the Mohanth is 
not deserving of such enohancement. But I respectfully beg to point out that additional tmA 
for o Mitional land is no enhancement in the eye of law. I nave pointed out in my previous 
reports that there ore no grounds for enhancement of rent under section 30 of the Bengal 
Tenanoy Act, It appeared to me, however, that grounds for alteration of rent under section 52 
(u) existed in a largo number of instances. It is true that in many eases the Mohanth 
enhauoedthe raiyat’s rent by arbitary exercise of proprietary power end by abase of the rights 
of con (not which led to the formation of agrarian league against him. But it would, I respect¬ 
fully submit, be absurd to suppose that in settling fair rent of holdings eases of encroachment 
by raiyats upon the uncultivated and unoccupied land of their landlord would not oome to 
light. Of course in a more advanced and more settled part of the country where there is 
little or no waste, whore the fields are tolerably well demarcated by ails, and every field has 
a well-known owner, it would bo difficult to get good and sufficient evidence of the existence of 
ejctu land in tho ooeupation of raiyats. Bat such evidence would he forthcoming in several 
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villages of the MoUarpore estate, where s oonaidersblo area of land lies tallow or waste, the 
opportunity and temptation to enaroaohineot are greater, and the bond fide oases of eaoroach- 
ment are consequently numerous. That a eonsideraUa area of laud has been brought into 
cultivation even within six months after tho present survey may be soon on the spot. And 
it is for the assessment of suoh exoess land that tho terms of oompromiso was suggested. 

The duty of a settlement officer will no doubt eud with fettling rent aooording to law. But 
it will not only foil to restore good feeling between the landlord and tenant, but will involve 
them in a heavier cost of litigation. Certainly tho oust of survey and settlement is only a ,r 

fraction of the total cost to the parties in the shape of foes to moohhteare, pleaders, oourt-foes, 
process fees, * payment to witnesses, expenses of appeal, Ao. But an Amicable settlement of 
disputes, which is a pledge of good faitli between the contending parties, enables them to avoid 
the cost of litigation, and creates mutual confidence and mutual reliance on one another, 
which bind them together in a oommon bond of sympathy and fellow feeling. 

36. The terms of compromise proposed give the settlement officer entire liberty of 
notion to fix in every individual case wliat he considers to bo a fair rent, and section of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act empowers him to refuse ouhancements wherever existing runts are 
exoessivo. Of oourso amicable settlement of disputes oannot be made an exctiso for prolong* 
ing the operations, and so tho coses are being deuided aooording to law. 

37. Work expected to I* completed —I hope to be able to finish the case work, by' end 
of January next, when my services may be available for settlement of Uuksole and ether 
villages belonging to the llurdia factory in Cbamnaran. But it may be necessary to retain 
a portion of the establishment up to the ond of Maroli next to arrange records, distribute 
khatians, &o., and the next lialf-yearly progress report will bo my final completion report. 

38. Total rod per acre. —The total cost of survey and settlement from the commence¬ 
ment of the u]>eratious to its eompletiou is estimated at Its. l(i,l80-2-<’>, or annas 10-10 per 
acre, exoliisivo of Its. 1,1304**0 on aooount of tlie price of otfioo furniture, printed forms, <vc , 
which need not bo included in the survey expenses. Tliey will he disposed of after the 
completion of the work, and tho proceeds credited to the estate. 

39. Court fie*, proem* fee*, life. —A sum of Us. 1,080 has already been realised on 
account of process fee, court fee, and oopying feus, and a further sum of Its. 1,G(K) is expect* >d 
to lie realised on tlieso accounts before the eompletiou of the work, making a total of 
Its. 3,180, which must be deducted from tho total cost of tho proceeding to bo recovered under 
section 114 of the Act. Deducting Us. 3,180 from the total oust of Its. 10,180-^-0, the oust 
per acre is ruduoed to annas 8-9, that is to say, 9 pies in excess of the rate required by rule 40, 
of Chapter VI of the Qovemmeut rules under tits Bengal Tenancy Act; and this 1 trust 
will be considered satisfactory. 

49. Concluriun .—In conclusion, I bog to add that during the period under rcjKirt u 
portion of my time was occupied in winding up the work, and in preparing my final com¬ 
pletion rc|>ort of tho survey and sottleinent ot tho Dubullmti estates. 1 also went to ('ham- 
parau iti September lost, and testo<l the survey of a village belonging Ut tho llurdia factory, as 
will apjieur from my memorandum of inspection, a cony of which was fvrwarded to you with 
my memorandum No. Cli—2, datod the 23rd September 1891.

Tbo report I think oontains sufficient information on all material points, and I have 
utile to mad to it. 


2. Tfce important work undertaken during the half-year was the determination of rants 

in accordance with the rule* drawn up in April )iwt, and, as far as I have been able to judge, 
the work has been, successfully performed. Bent* have been provisionally fixed for the 
whole area, and they were explained to the ryots in 674 villages during the half-year under 
O^ber 9 elpL,aatl0,, ' “ Ting been °° m l >1()tod »“ tho majority of the remaining villages in 


3. The rente we generally admitted to be reasonable and fair, and the small number of 
objections as regards measurement and olassifloation is gtiod evidence that the work has been 
well and carefully done. 

4. The increase of rept as calculated in accordance with the rules is about 35 per cent 
but it muat not be understood from columns 11 to 14 of statement B that all rente entered 
therein were finally settled within the half-year. As regards a considerable number of 
nllsgea tho rents wore only provisionally settled, »>., subject to revision on objection at the 
time of explaining the khatian. The ultimate increase may therefore be something lost than 
what is entered in column 13, but so far tho revision has not as a rule affected the total 
rental of the village concerned, and it is not probable that there will be any considerable 
reduction of the aggregate total. 

6. I am now on tour in the Sonthal Parganas, my chief object being to look into 
settlement work; and during the past week 1 have travelled with the Deputy Commissioner 
over a considerable tract under settlement in the Dumka subdivision. I have impeded the 
Assistant Settlement Officer’s records, and have personally visited several villages and spoken 
to the raiyate, and have been on the whole favourably impressed by the way in wbioh ths 
work is being done. Tho Dumka oirole oontains 420 villages, and tho khatian* havo been 
now explained in 400 of those, and most of the objections, which wore generally not seriout 
have been disposed of.

In oomplianoe with your No. 1960 of the 20th instant, I have the honour to submit 
my half-yearly report on settlement work in this district for the period ending the 30tb 
September last. I havo called for .^report from the Subdivitional Offloer of IUjmabal but 
doubtless owing to tho Subdivisional Minor's absence on leave, this hss been delayed. I will 
not detain my report for it, but seng it on when it reaches mo. 

2. The mam settlement work of the yoar has been that being conducted by Mr Craven 
Settlement Officer. This work was undertaken under the orders of Government, passed' 
at various tunes, for 18 private estates, including those of Wards’, comprising 1 430 villages 
I need not lengthen this report by a detailed account of the work, but flunk it enough to 
say that by the 31st March last the whole area comprising 411,619 ao/os, of which 203 018 
were cultivated and 238,402 were uncultivated, hod boon measured, aud a total cost had been 
incurred of lte. 1,00,458. 

The payment taken from the proprietors was at the rate of 8 annas par nore for rutti- 
vated, and 3 annas for uncultivated land, a little over Be. 140,200, so that there was a bal ance 
to credit in the estimate of Rs. 45,744- 

3. The principal point remaining for determination was the rule* for fixing rente and 
these were drafted and published after the visit His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
paid to Dumka from the 8th to the 11th April, within the half-year under report, He also 
issued instructions for Mr. Craven’s guidance. 

4. The first work to bo done whs the calculation of tho rente in aooordance with the 
rules. The old calculations had to be revised and the rente in many esses slteied As 
this had to be done for some 65,000 holdings, whose land was classified under five 

each with its own rates, this was a considerable addition to tho recess work of checking the 
khaarts of the last season’s field work, comprising 411,300 plots. Frtim the rough khatian* 
fiur khatisns were written out. This work was done by the end of * ugust 

6. Besides supervising the work of the office. Mr. Craven was engaged (a) in drawing 
up proceedings fixing the assessment in the 1,430 villages; (6) making enquiries a*to the 
fitness of certain headmen. 

6. From the 6th August Mr. Craven bavtog fixed centres for the purpose, a list of 
which was submitted to yon and approved, began the work of explaining the khatians to the 
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villager!. He startod in the Dumka Circle, with his assistant Baba J. C. Blianjo, then 
went on to the Godda Circle, where he itarted Baba Bash Behary Outt, and then went on 
to Deoghur, where he had hie assistant Babu B. D. Gupta, and taught him. He then 
handod over the Jamtara part of his work to the assistant and retained in his own charge 
the Deoghur part, which is, owing to the nature of the raiyata, the most troublesome. 

7. As desired by His Honour, 1 spent a certain time with each of the four parties, and 
had an opportunity of seeing the way in whioh the work was done. In my opinion it has 
been done on a very good method, and any enquiry at whioh I have been personally present 
seemed to me to be made with patience, intelligence and thoroughness. I must have been 
with or in the noigbourhuod of officers explaining rents for about three weeks -in all. There 
did not suem to me to bo any excitement or objection to the amounts of the rents, which have 
boon quietly accepted. Not only has every ryot been told what land he has and what rent he 
has to pay, but evory korphadar also has been told. 

8. There have been objections, chiefly on the port of the persons who,irom*various causes, 
wore nbsunt at the time of measurement and who claimed that their lands have been recorded 
in the names of othors. The objections to classification or measurement have been wonder¬ 
fully low. Serious objections of a general character there appear to have been none, if we 
except a potitiou that was filed before me at Deoghur, suggesting that the old settlement 
should be maintained and the new not introduced. The orders were that all objections 
should be enquired into on the spot, before the officers left the neighbourhood, and I believe 
these orders have been generally acted on. Tho number of objections filed in uU was 1,051, 
and of those 002 have been disposed of by tho end of September It is obviously not 
possiblo to give an unlimited latitude os to filing objections, if we are to hope for a speedy 
■ lose of the work. I consider that the Settlement Officer and hie assistants have been careful iu 
disposing of objections, and have given satisfaction thereby. Except as regards the removal 
of headmen declared unfit, no objections to Mr. Oravcu’s proceedings have ns yet Wu 
received by me, nor have l, while touring about, as l have boon, in or noar every port of the 
aroa under settlement, heard any expression of distrust or dissatisfaction, except such ns is 
always to bo expected from tho mahnjau-riyats near Deoghur. There is a oloss of men there 
who would grumble at anything whatever. 

!). Tho progress made in explaining the khatians was up to tho end of the half-year 
574 villagos. leaving 850 villagos remaining to be done. Tho progress has been satisfactory, 
except iu the Godda Division, where it has been slow. It is not likely that tho work will 
ho closed within the mouth of Ootobor, os originally desired by liis Honour, but it is to be 
hopod that there will bo no great delay. I will, when 1 see the Settlement Officer in » 
day or two, propnro an estimate of the time that will Btill be necessary to finish tho work, 
and submit it. It is never possiblo to say exaotly how long a work of this kind will 
take, and my instructions havo always been rather to exceed the time than hurry on the work 
and leave it imperfect. Tho work has boeu somewhat delayed by want of forms, indented 
for iu February nud not yet supplied by tho Stationery UUioo. To my personal knowledge. 
Mr. Craven and most of his subordinates, both gazottod and ministerial, havo been work mg 
wry hard, and spared uo effort to bring the work to a completion. 

10. As regards tho financial position, the expenditure during the half-year was 
Us. 22,022-2-10, bringing tho total expenditure up to Its. 1,2-1,078-2-10, so that by the end 
of the half-year wo had still a sum of Its. 28,122 to credit., enough to carry on with for six 
months more, if necessary, besides the value of the tents,furniture, and instruments. There 
is, therefore, uo present fear of expense out-running 0“' estimates.

I havb the honour to submit my annual report of aettlemeut operations in this district 
for the period 1st October 1890 to 30th September 1891. 

2. The field work that remained to bo done at the close of the field season 1889.90 was 
the survey &nd measurement of 420 villages. On the 1st November 1890 I took the Hold 
with two assistants, *Babus lias Dehary Dutt and Jogeudra Chandra Bhonja, to complete* 
tins work. 

3. There were three field parties, one being under my immediate charge, and the two 
others under the two assistants, while 1 exercised also general supervision, In the middle of 
Deoember, a third Assistant Settlement Otlioer, Babu Balaram Dos Gupta, was appointed 
to relieve me of the personal charge of my party, which was then working in the Jamtora 
subdivision. The supervising staff was further strengthened in February lost by the appoint¬ 
ment of a oauoongoe to each party. 

4. The party working under Babu Has Behary Dutt, in the Gedda subdivision, 
surveyed the boundaries and measured in dotail the fields of 178 villages, oovering au area of 
31,709 sores of cultivated land and 12,753 acres of uncultivated laud, comprised in 103,900 
plots. 

The Dumka party under Babu Jogeudra Ohundor Bhonja surveyed the boundaries 
and meaamed in detail 60 mauras, consisting of 13,006 acres of cultivated land ami 20,060 
acres of uncultivated land ; the whole area being oomrpised in 97,400 plots. 

The party in Jamtara under Habit Balaram Das Gupta surveyed the boundaries aud 
measured iu detail 178 villages, with an area of 29,160 acres of cultivated laud and 49,376 
acres of unaultivated land, consisting of 210,000 plots. 

5. The boundaries were surveyed with plane table, compass and chain, and tho fields 
measured with 30-fcet chain. The writing up of the khasras and the plotting of tho fluids 
was done oil the field ns the work proceeded. 

6. Tho livid work of the three parties was completed on the dates below mentioned

7. As the rules for the fixing of rents wero not passed until April last, no rents could 
be fixed during the first half-year. 

Statement B for that period is therefore blank; and tin* statement submitted with my 
No. 390, dated the 29th ultimo, shows the whole of the progress made in record of rights 
and settlement of rents. »

The Annual Report 'of the Direotor of the Department of Land Boeorda and 
Agriculture, Bengal, for the year ending 80th Sop tensor 1891. 

In Septembor 1891 tho Lieutenant-Governor issued orders that iu future 
the Director should furnish two settlement reports in tho course of tho year, 
viz., (I) financial, for tho period from tho 1st April to tho 31st March, cons ting 
of a brief, mainly statistical and financial, account of tho progross of settlement 
work, and (11) administrative, for tho period from the 1st Ootolwr to 30th 
September, containing n full account of the progress of survey and settlement 
work in tho Province. It was laid down that the latter report should ordinarily 
bo duo to tho Hoard on tho loth November, and to tho Local Government on 
the 15th Docomlwr. As the Director was absent on privilege loave until early 
in November, punctual submission of tho first report was not oxpectod, but 
he was desired to prepare it as soon as possible after his return. Instruc¬ 
tions were .given in tlio Government Resolution of tho 38th September 

1891, on Mr. Finucano’s annual report for tlio financial year 1890-91, with a 
view to the preparation of the report in tho manner required by Government. 
The present report, which is tho first Administrative Settlement Report furnished 
under the now system, is a great improvement on the reports previously 
laid before Government. It boors, howover, so lute a date as the 18th March 

1892, and was not forwarded by tho Board until tho I4lh April. The Lieuto- 
naut-Govornor is aware that mr. Finucano has been constantly on tour since 
his return from leave, and it trocars that he has boon unable to obtain tho 
material required by him front the Deputy Surveyor-General aud several of 
tho Sottlcmont Officers. It is anything out satisfactory that tho survey reports 
for Jalpaiguri, tho Burdwan Raj klias mahals, Chittagong and Barail, were 
not received by Mr. Finucano until the 11th to 30th of January (although 
they referred to the survey yoar wliich ends on 30th Septombor), and that 
no report was furnished for Orissa. His Honour „ trusts that, with the 
appointment of Colonel J. E. Saudetnan as Director'of Bengal Surveys, 
all such irregularities will cease. No explanation has been offered for the 
delay in the local settlement reports. Sir Charles Elliott is willing to make 
due allowance for the change of system, and he agrees with Mr. Finucano 
in hoping that, timely notice having been given of what is required, tho diffi¬ 
culties lately encountered will disappear, and that tho next annual report will 
be submitted on the prescribed date. 

2. Mr, Finucano has followed an intelligent order in dealing consecu¬ 
tively with (1) Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts, which are 
necessarily the most important settlement operations from a revenue point, of 
view, (2) Wards’ estates, and (3) private estates. In accordance'with the 
orders on his last annual report, the Director has placed his account of the 
Orissa, Chittagong and Jalpaiguri settlements in tho forefront of his report. 
Apart from two special position to be assigned* to tho Orissa, Chittagong and 
Jalpaiguri operations, Government also dosired that an intelligent geographical 
order should be adopted both as regards tho civil divisions and the districts 
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and estates in those divisions. These instructions appear to have escaped notice, 
for the order observed has been as follows:—

It is evident that geographical order has not been carefully or consistently 
maintained, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that it will not be necessary 
to again repeat his orders on this point. The appendices have been properly 
totalled as desirod by Government. 

3. Orisia .—'The Survey Department, as already mentioned, has furnished 
no roport of its work in Orissa. But it appears that 361 square miles were cadas- 
trally surveyed by the end of September 1800, and 687 square miles between 
that dato and tho end of September 1891, total 1,048 square miles. The total 
expenditure on tho survey is stated to have been Rs. 2,19,031, or just Rs. 209 a 
square mile. This is a considerable increase on thereto, Rs. 165 per square 
mile, previously reported. It is mentioned that Mr. Patterson? tho survey officer, 
unfortunately overlooked- tho survey rule whioh requires parchat or jamabandi 
slips to bo given to the raiyats at the time of survey; also the errors and 
inaccuracies of tho khasras prepared by the Survey Department delayed the 
work of attestation, and even now the records of all tho villages measured by 
Mr. Patterson before last rains have not all been sent in. With regard to theso 
and othor matters which have come to his notice, the Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks it right to put on record his opinion that Mr. Patterson tras entirely 
unfit for the position in whioh ho was placod by the Survey Department, and 
that a hopeless block would have ensued had that officer not left Orissa, and 
had Colonel Sandoman not como in to set matters straight. Mr. II. R. Reily 
was in charge of tho settlement since ho joinod on 16th February 1891 to 
tho end of the year undor report. He was assists', by Mr. Walsh, a Civilian of 
experience, Mr. Ambiou Charon Son, Mr. T¥iiii«ddin Ahmed, and Mr. Baaoda 
Charon Mitra, Statutory Civilians, Babus Huron Chandra Roy and Chaku Lai 
Sarkar, besides others who from ill-health or other causos did not remain long in 
tho Department. There were six circles and nine Assistant Settlement Officer? 
in charge of them at different times, who were, it is said, in the field on an 
average 63 days each. This information would have been more valuable if 
tho time during which thoy were on duty had also boon mentioned. In‘future 
tho Director would state for each officer the number of days (a) on duty, 
(4) on leave, (o) on tour. The six circles have lately,in March 1892, been 
re-arranged under eight officers. The demarcation work has been transferred 
to tho Survey Department. Up to 30th September the status of 29,190 tenants 
was dotcruhriod and their rents recorded, and 138,042 plots were attested over 
an area of 83,752 acres. Jamabandi aims are now being distributed by the 
Survey Department, and it is hoped that in future each officer will be ablo to 
attest daily many more than 600 plots, which is the standard of work laid 
down, and to some extent attained, in Chittagong. No rents were settled and 
no land revenue assessed. Out of the 464 patw&ris in Orissa, 277 were trained 
in survey, but their work is found to be more expensive than that of amlna. 
Arrangements have been made also for the utilisation of the kdnungos as 
required. Tho expenditure on settlement during the portion of the year ending 
30th September 1891, during whic&the work was in progress, was Rs, 45,598. 

Tho survey and settlement of Banki, in Cuttack, wore completed before 
March 1891, at on average cost of 7 annas and 10 pies per acre. The estimate 
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for a non-professional survey and for settlement was Ba. 1,494,411 for the 
76,800 acres of the estate: the actual cost of a professional survey has hew 
Rs. 26,097 and of the settlement Rs. 12,598, total Rs. 87,696, the increase of 
revenue obtained being Rs. 7,974. The find report of the proceedings has not 
yet been received. _ The Lieutenant-Governor has already characterised this 
delay as very unsatisfactory; a fall explanation trill bo required from the 
Settlement Officer. 

4. Ckittopng. —Mr. Slack was in charge of the Operations till the 11th 
of July, and Mr. C. G. H. Allen for the rest of the year under roport. They 
were assisted by Mr. Atul Krishna Rai (for one month only), Babu Durga 
Charan Ghose, Uabu Romosli Chundor Das, as Assistant Settlement Officers. 
The demarcation of the Sadar sub-division was completed with the exception 
of the hilly portions, the work done comprising 405 villages. Tho cadastral 
survey of 380 square miles had been accomplished by September 1890, and 
during the season under report 348 square miles were done, besides 112 square 
miles of topographical work. After September 1891 534 square miles of 
cadastral ana 252 of new topographical survey romained, besides some impor¬ 
tant traverse work. Arrangements have boon made to accelerate the rate 
pf progress. Since tliO 1st January 1891 the work of preparing the records 
required for attestation in the Sadar sub-division has boon made over to tho 
Settlement Deportment. The records of 212 villages with an area of 205 

3 uaro miles were handed over for settlement work. The Khanapuri of 477,689 
ots was completed, and tho entries regarding 306,463 plots wore revised. In 
the Sadar sub-division the status of 33,679 tenants was determined and their 
existing ronts were recorded. . No fair-rent decisions Were passed, and no land 
revenue was assessed. A scheme has been sanctioned for strengthening and 
utilising the kjbas tahsil establishment for the maintenance of tho records. 


In Old Thdna Rama tho survey had been completed by September 1800. 
The settlement work was mainly conducted by Uabu Jogemlra Kumar lloso, 
who completed the attestation, dealing with tho lands of 15,389 tenants, 
disposed of 508 original suits and 1,002 objections, and passed eight fair-rent 
decisions. Fair-rent decisions have boon passed in 43 of tho 50 villages in 
Ramu. Soil class maps are now in preparation ant) stateTnents of tho revenue 
assessable on the average soil class rates are being drawn up. The settle¬ 
ment expenditure amounted) during tho year, to Rs. 68,892 in the Sadar and 
Rs. 15,389 in Ramu, tho cost of the survey being Rs. 1,32,540 in tho Sadar 
Bub-division. A reasonable standard of work expected from each aiuln and 
Assistant Settlement Officer has been drawn up in Chittagong, but from tho 
monthly progress reports received, His Honour has reason to fear that tho 
standard required is not attaint 

5. Jalpaigttri .—-By the awa. ot the year under roport 705 square miles 
had been cadastrally surveyed* being practically tho whole of the area under 
settlement. Besides this 174 miles o? forest and 61 of waste lands had been 
surveyed, leaving 290 of forest and 340 of waste lands for the survey work 
of the current year. Tho records of 8,430 jotes were made over to the Settle¬ 
ment Officer. An area of 162,063 acres in 3,507 jotes in the Mainaguri tahsil 
was assessed during the yoar, giving an increase of Rs. '36,210 revenue, but 
the revised assessment has not boen finally passed by tho Commissioner. 
Mr. Sunder was in charge throughout the year, and was on tour for 217 days. 



employed in pargana Moraghat in collecting information preparatory to tho 
settlement of the rates on jotes in the Falakata tahsil. It is unsatisfactory to dud 
that some of the lfter records of the Survey Department were so carelessly 
prepared that they had to be returned for revision, The increase of revenue, 
amounting to Rs. #0,000, expected in the Mainaguri tahsil, is chiefly duo to tho 
extension of cultivation On nearly every iote, to tho recovery of the amount 
which was remitted seven years ago under the reduction scheme then advocated 
and apparently sanctioned under misapprehension, and to the application of 
.the rates approved for this settlement* Considerable delay has boen causcyl by 
the necessity of requiring tho people to record the mutations of ownoriffitp and 
to pay the fees due on this account. The cost of the survey during the year 
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is separately stated to have been Ra. 1,03,658 or Rs. 1,10,784. Such discrep¬ 
ancies should bo cleared up before this annual report is laid before Govern¬ 
ment. The expenditure on settlement was Rs. 30,459. 

6. The work done in the settlement operations in progress, other than 
tho important proceedings mentioned in the preceding paragraphs, has been 
sufficiently summarized in the Director’s report, to which reference may be 
made. As the details have been reviewed for tne financial year 1890-91, It is 
not necessary, especially at this late date, to review them again. • A very few 
observations only are now required. In future the Administrative Settlement 
Report for the year ending 30th September will be the main report of the 
year, and the principal 'comments of Government will be reserved for the 
Resolution on it. Tho Srinagar-BanaUi settlement, which has beep •completed, 
will shortly come under separate review. The Lieutenant-Govesnor understands 
that tho dispute as to tho standard of measurement in pargana Akberabad in 
tho Malda district has been settlod ex parte. In Backergunge there were 87 
Government estates under settlement under tho Tenancy Act, and up to the 
cl oho of the year under report tho proceedings bad cost Rs. 30,015. The 
Director does not mention tlio enhanced revenue to bo set against this expen¬ 
diture, but from tho statements furnished by the Collector of Backergunge it. 
appears that an increase of revenue to the amount of Rs. 5,639 has already 
boon obtained from sevon of the villages, t.e., estates, and that a total increase 
of Rs. 85,114 is oxpectod from tho 87 estates. An explanation has been given 
of tho discrepancies noticed in paragraph 11 of tho Government Resolution of 
tho 88tli September 1801 in the number of estates under settlement. It 
is a matter for satisfaction that tho compromise accepted by the Manager and 
the raiyats in Bujumuthu has been worked out ana brought into effect. Tho 
Lioutenunt-Govoruor concurs with tho Director that tho number of days spent 
on tour by tho Settlement Officer, Dwijendra Lull Roy, viz. 05, in spite of 
tho orders repeatedly given to him to go into every village and disposo of 
objections on the spot, was utterly inadequate. The Manager of tho Burdwan 
Raj will be informed of the want of co-oporation on the part of tho Raj officials 
wluch has entailed delay and extra oxponse. 

7. Tho total area of Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts under 
survey and settlement during tho year was 9,090 square miles, of which 8,381 
miles had been surveyed prior to, and 1,397 miles were surveyed during, the 
yoar under report, total 3,778 square miles; tho total expenditure on survey 
and settlement, from tho begmuing of tho operations to the end of tho year 
being Rs. 13,04,875, and tho increase of revenue actually obtained being 

. Rs. 1,10,078, or 8'44 per cent, on tho outlay. This amount does nQt represent 
anything like the increase that will bo obtained vf^on tho settlement operations 
are completed in Chittagong, Orissa, and Jalpai{|uri, which are expected to yield 
nn increase of revenue, amounting to about eiglii lakhs of rupees in addition to 
what lias been actually obtained. Tho total area of wards’ estates under 
settlomeut is 8,886 square miles, of which 1,945 square miles had been 
surveyed prior to, and 50 square mites were surveyed during, tho year under 
report, total 1,995 square miles; the incroaso or rental actually obtained 
amounted to 6‘96 per cent, on the outlay. The total area of private perma¬ 
nently-settlod estates under survey and Bottlement was* 815 square miles 
(inclusive of the Sonthul Pnrganas estates), the increase of rental obtained 

* being 48*49 per cent, on tho outlay. 

From a revenue point of view, those results may be considered to be 
satisfactory. There has nowhere been any serious opposition to tho proceed¬ 
ings, nor has any serious dissatisfaction with the results been expressed, on the 
part of either the landlords or tenants concerned. 

•8. Sir Charles Elliott agrees witfi the Board that much labour has been 
bestowed on the preparation of tho Director’s report, and thai valuable financial 
results will be obtairtod from the operations under notice. He has had occasion 
more than onoo to state the importance which he attaches to surveys and 

* settlements on administrative and statistical grounds, and his views ore 
corroborated by everything that 'comes before him, especially in a Province 
dominated, as Bengal is, by the permanent settlement. The work done by Mr, 
Finucane in supervising the Settlement Department again merits the acknow¬ 
ledgments of Government. 
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Oooek —Ordered that the Resolution be published in the CUontU OmelU, 
Ordered, also, that a copy of the Resolution be submitted to the Govern* 
meat of India in the Revenue and Agricultural Department for information, 
and that a copy be forwarded to the Board of Re venae, Lower Provinces, for 
information and guidance.
